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JUSTICE DEPT. 
HAS REPORT ON 
WORTMAN BUT 


FAILS TO ACT 


Information Said to 
Provide Evidence to 
Convict Him of Con- 
spiracy — Tax Case 
Now Inactive.

WASHINGTON, March 21— 
A report outlining an alleged 
conspiracy by gangster Frank 
(Buster) Wortman to defraud 


the government was sent to 
the Justice Department last 
May, but no action has been 
taken on it, the Post-Dispatch 
was told today. 

The report, one of two deal- 
ing with Wortman’s financial 
manipulations, has _ sufficient 
evidence to lead to. his convic- 
tion, and a _ possible prison 
term of 12 years, in the opin- 
jon of some officials familiar 
with its contents. Involved 
are reported violations of fed- 
eral wagering and alcohol tax 
regulations. 

Also still under study in 
Washington is a second report 
outlining results of an all-out 
investigation of Wortman’s in- 
come tax payments, on which 
the Internal Revenue Service 
and a federal grand jury at 
East St. Louis devoted months 
of time and spent an estimated 
$200,000. It was submitted to 
Washington last November. 

Still Under Inquiry. 

William G. Hundley, head 
of the Section on Organized 
Crime and Racketeering in the 
Justice. Department, told the 
Post-Dispatch he could not dis- 
cuss the Wortman case be- 
cause it still is under investi- 


gation by the federal grand 


jury at East St. Louis. The 
grand jury, which subpoenaed 
145 witnesses and examined 
numerous documents, is pres- 
ently inactive but is subject to 
recall by the United States At- 
torney. 

From other sources it was 
learned that Justice Department 
officials believe agents were not 
able to prove violations of the 
income tax laws. This phase 
collapsed, the Post-Dispatch was 
told, because of Wortman’s 
practices of using only cash for 
financial transactions and hav- 
ing his lieutenants as straw 
parties in many of his business 
deals. 

This prevented Internal Rev- 
enue Service experts from de- 
termining the gangster’s “net 
worth” in excess of the income 
he actually reported. The “net 
worth” method, which shows 
that an individual’s holdings 
far exceed his reported income, 
has been used successfully by 
the Government in both crimi- 
nal and civil income tax cases. 


Anotker Road Block. 

Another road block thrown 
up in the path of the income 
tax investigation by crack 
agents was what one official 
termed, “A wholesale and irre- 
sponsible taking of the Fifth 
Amendment.” 

About 60 witnesses, from 
vhom the jury hoped to learn 
Cetails of Wortman’s tangled 
business affairs, refused to an- 
swer questions on grounds of 
possible self-incrimination, In- 
vestigators believe they refused 
to testify for reasons ranging 
from loyalty to Wortman to fear 
of reprisals and possible guilty 
knowledge. 

The investigation of reported 
violations of gambling and 
liquor tax statutes was by 
Treasury agents, With evidence 
they uncovered, officials told 
the Post-Dispatch, Wortman 
could be prosecuted under 
Sections 317 and 1001, Title 18, 
United States code. The al- 
legations stem from a labyrinth 
of interlocking gambling clubs, 
including the old Club Prevue 
and the Red Rooster, formerly 
operated by Wortman and as-

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British Say President 


OKR’s It Even If Prior 
Meeting Fails — U.S. 


Disputes Interpreta- 


tion. 


GETTYSBURG, Pa., March 
(AP)—President Eisenhow- 
er and Prime Minister Mac- 
millan of Britain agreed today 
to offer Russia a summit con- 
ference this summer. At the 
same time they ruled out any 
plan to “disengage” East-West 
forces in central Europe. 

The two Western leaders 
reached these decisions during 
the second day of their talks 
in a lodge in the nearby Catoc- 
tin Mountains of Maryland. 

Mr. Eisenhower and Macmil- 


lan were reported to have 
compromised their main dif- 
ferences on the troublesome 


summit issue. 

Not All Macmillan Sought. 

The formula agreed upon 
moved President Eisenhower a 
step closer to a summit meet- 
ing but fell short of Macmil- 
lan’s desire for an uncondi- 
tional offer to meet with Rus- 
sias Premier Khrushchev. 

The wording of the offer was 
not disclosed so any conditions, 
either spelled out or implied, 
were therefore not known.

| BEIRUT, Lebanon, March 21 
(AP)—Seven Arab rulers who 
dared to stand against Presi- 
‘dent Gamal Abdel Nasser’s 
dream of empire have been 
shorn of power in less than 
two years. Now Premier Abdel 
Karim Kassem of Iraq has been 
marked for destruction. 

Always before, Nasser’s high- 
ly efficient propaganda ma- 
chine has handled the job, with 
Nasser only taking a personal 
hand when needed. This time 
Nasser has staked his formid- 
able reputation by personally 
leading the aSsault on Kassem. 

Whether Kassem can stand 
up against Nasser, heretofore 
the undisputed idol of the 
Arab masses, remains to be 
seen. The conflict may well 
turn into a test of strength for 
Arab leadership. 

It is ironic that Nasser’s 
No. 1 target at the moment was 
the man who wiped out three 
of the United Arab Republic 
president’s major enemies in 
one coup last summer in Iraq. 

Swing to Left. 

But Kassem then cautiously 
drew away from Nasser’s all- 
embracing Arab nationalism | 
and swung to the left. Nasser 
backers in Iraq were shunted 
aside or arrested. Arab Com- 
munists in Iraq rose in influ- 
ence. 

Now Nasser, in a series of 
speeches in Damascus, has ac- 
cused Kassem of a long list of 
sins—heresy, murder and open- 
ing Iraq to the Communists. 
If it is possible to judge by 
Nasser’s past successes, the 
odds against Kassem are high.

'as the complex formula on 
which they are based, are 
shrouded in secrecy and sur- 
'rounded by security precau- 
'tions that would do justice to 
_the inner ring of the Pentagon. 

But in 1943, for example, the 
annual report of the secretary 
of the Senate included the fol- 
lowing listing: “Truman, Bess 
W., clerk to Senator Truman.” 
The annual salary listed next 
'to Mrs. Truman’s name was 
$4500. 

Practice Continued. 

It was the Republican-con- 
trolled Eightieth Congress that 
clamped the lid down on the 
Senate payroll, but the prac- 
tice has been continued to this 
day by succeeding Democratic 
and Republican Congresses. 
Ironically, it was the Eightieth 
Congress which Truman im- 
mortalized as “do-nothing,” in | 
campaign attacks largely cred- | 
ited with providing the issue 
that won him election in 1948. | 

Several Senate administra- 
tive officials and senators who | 
were here in 1948 said, in an- 
swer to questioning, that they | 
could not recall just why the) 
secrecy policy was instituted. |

explanation came from one | 
veteran Democratic senator | 
who declined to be quoted.

A campaign for adoption of 
a charter amendment which 
would remove the $10,000 ceil- 
ing on the annual salaries of 
city employeswas opened yes- 
terday. 

The proposed amendment 
will be submitted to the voters 
at the city election on Tues- 
day, April 7, when the presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen 
and aldermen from each of the 
city’s 14 even-numbered wards 
will be elected.

The present charter, adopt- 
ed in 1914, contains the $10,000 
limitation on annual salaries.

Union to Ask for ‘Bil- 
lion Dollar Bundle’ of 
Benefits, as Way to 
Spread Prosperity. 


PAST INCREASES 
OF WIDE EFFECT 


‘Hold That Line’ Stand 
by Industry — Pay Far 
Ahead of Productivity 
and Profits, It Says.

WASHINGTON, March 21. 

ORGANIZED LABOR confronts 
its biggest employers at bargaining 
tables within a few weeks. The out- 
come of these negotiations may well 
determine whether big industry and 
big labor can pool their enormous re- 
sources to reverse the inflationary 
trend, or whether the price-wage 
spiral will reach new highs. 

Contracts up for renegotiation this 
year cover millions of workers in 
the steel, oil, meat packing, rubber, 
construction, shipbuilding, aluminum 
and railroad industries, to name only 
a few. Relatively undisturbed col- 
lective-bargaining relations are as- 
sured only in such major industries 
as automobile and electrical manu- 
facturing and part of the aircraft 


industry, whose labor pacts extend 
through 1959, 


OF ALL THESE, the bellwether is the 
steel industry. Its contract with the 
powerful AFL-CIO steel workers union 
expires June 1, Contract talks begin late 
next month. The union has not yet put its 
demands in formal shape. It is, however, 
conducting a newspaper advertising cam- 
paign, plugging what is known as the 
“billion dollar bundle” it will expect 
from the industry in new contracts. 


Historically, rises in stee] industry 
wages have been followed by sharp 
increases in the prices of the product, 
and this in turn has meant increases 
in the prices of products remotely re- 
lated to steel. 


Likewise, wage increases in steel 
have set a pattern for increases in 
wages in other heavy industries, and 
these have been followed by price rises 
in things not even remotely related to 
steel, 


This has had a marked effect on what 
the consumer pays for practically every: 
thing he buys, from a hamburger to a 
house. Whether the price increases led 
to the demands for wage increases, or 
vice versa, is the topic of a which-came- 
first-the-hen-or-the-egg debate among 
economists. 


For its part, the steel industry, antici- 
pating a strike, is humming along with 
production at 92 per cent of capacity, 
exceeding the old record established in 
1956. This means that the industry not 
only is stockpiling against a walkout but 
that its customers are hedge-buying 
against a shutoff of supply of 30, 60 or 
even 90 days duration if contract nego- 
tiations fail. 


SIMILAR PRODUCTION boosts are 
noted in rubber products factories, where 
demand will be at least one-third greater 
than in 1958, and in aluminum produc- 
tion, now at &5 per cent of capacity, 
compared with a 1958 low of about 70 
per cent, 


The gross national product is going 
along at an annual rate of 465 billion 
dollars and will range between 470 and 
475 billion dollars for the year, a sub- 
stantial boost over the 437.7 billion dollar 
output for 1958. 


Part of this rise is attributed to re- 
plenishing of inventories of consumer 
goods which were depleted in the reces- 
sion, but a substantial part of it is caused 
by metal fabricators stockpiling steel in 
anticipation of a steel strike in early 
summer. 


What all this adds up to is that busi- 
ness is enjoying a speedy recovery, 
with about 80 per cent of the recession 
loss in production recouped, 


At the same time, however, many 
business economists recognize that not 
even this broadly rising activity wiil 
result in the use of all the nation’s 
productive capacity and that the num- 
ber of unemployed, now placed at 
4,749,000, or about 6.1 per cent of the 
work force, is likely to remain near 
that figure indefinitely, 


It is at this point in the economic pic- 
ture that David J. McDonald, president 
of the United Steelworkers, dubs in his 
argument that the economic cure-all is 
more money for those working, who then 
can buy more goods and services, which, 
in turn, will create jobs for those not 
working and put idle machinery to full- 
time use 


Actually, McDonald’s “billion dollar 
bundle,” which he is going to try to wrap 
up for his 1,250,000 members, is only a 
refinement of the doctrine enunciated by 
leaders of all organized labor: that in- 
creased wages and increased production, 
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with heavy government spending to spur 
it, if necessary, is the only safeguard for 
prosperity for those who now enjoy it 
and the only way of extending it to 
those who don't. 


The Steelworkers advertisements are a 
good example of a slick, Madison avenue 
“hard sell” campaign. The ads are in- 
tended to convince automobile dealers, 
grocery owners, appliance salesmen, 
druggists, retailers, wholesalers and man- 
ufacturers that they can “look to the 
future with confidence” if the steel work- 
ers get an additional billion dollars of 
purchasing power this year. 


TYPICAL of the advertising copy is 
this message: “Politicians and economists 
may sound off about inflation and budg- 
ets, but housewives know the hard facts 
of life. Unless the people of America 
have money with which to buy homes, 
autos, TV sets, refrigerators, clothing... 
unemployment, want and hunger stalk 
the land. 

“America’s greatest hope is the pros- 
perous steel workers, the prosperous 
farmer, salesman, teacher, businessmen. 
What helps one helps all.” 
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GOING FOR A "RIDE? 


Some of the uneasiness about a steel 
strike stems from a difficult political sit- 
uation confronting McDonald in his own 
union, 


An insurgent force in rebellion against 
McDonald’s leadership put up a candi- 
date of its own for the union presidency 
in the union's quadrennial election of 
officers two years ago. There were nearly 
250,000 votes cast against McDonald. 

At the union’s national convention last 
September, the rebels raised their heads 
again but McDonald, in complete control 
of the gathering, chopped them down. 

However, the underground resentment 
against him undoubtedly is present now, 
though dormant. If he is to keep it that 
way, in the view of many observers here, 
he is going to have to deliver his billion 
dollar bundle or a substantial portion 
of it. 


In such a situation, McDonald, who 
prides himself on being a labor states- 
man, may be compelled as a matter of 
self-preservation to behave less like a 
statesman and more like a demagogue. 


The items in McDonald’s billion dollar 
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Prospect of Higher Price Spiral 
Raised by Steel Wage Negotiations 
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bundle are expected to {nclude higher 
wages, shorter working hours and in- 
creased pension, welfare and unemploy- 
ment benefits. 


McDonald recently returned from Aus- 
tralia where he made a leisurely study 
of a system in industry there, under 
which workers get a three-month vacation 
with pay every five years. He may pro- 
pose this to the steel industry as one way 
of sharing work. 


THREE YEARS AGO, the steel union 
negotiators came away with a rather 
sizable bundle which was estimated by 
the union at 6214 cents an hour for each 
worker. The industry put the gain at 75 
cents an hour. 


Different formulas appear to be used 
by the industry and the union to de- 
termine the average wage of workers in 
the steel] industry. The industry places 
the average hourly rate at $3.36. The 
union says it is closer to $2.80. 

The industry, which has gone through 
five costly strikes by the steel union in 
the last 13 years, shows no signs of back-

Within a week or two President Eisenhower is expected to appoint the 
principal members of a privately financed committee composed of edu- 
cators and representatives of labor, management, finance and other useful 


activities to try to find the answer. 

In selecting members of the study 
group, Mr. Eisenhower has had the ad- 
vice of Dr. Lawrence A, Kimpton, chan- 
cellor of the University of Chicago, and 
Frank Pace Jr., president of the Gen- 
eral Dynamics Corporation. These men 
were offered the chairmanship and vice- 
chairmanship, respectively, but it is un- 
certain either or both can arrange the 
necessary leave of absence from their 
present duties. 


BOTH MEN are in their 40s and have 
had remarkably successful careers, Kimp- 
ton in educational administration and 
Pace in government and business. It is 
apparently the President’s hope to get 
relatively young men to direct the studies 
and come up with final recommenda- 
tions, which in a democracy can be only 
advisory. The general plan is to have 
a committee of a dozen or more well- 
known persons as members, each a recog- 
nized expert in a special field. In some 
instances, the committee will appoint 
task forces for basic studies and pre- 
liminary recommendations, 


The President has not set a date 
for a final report. Since he made his 
original announcement in early Jan- 
uary and has not yet been able to fol- 
low through with the naming of com- 
mittee members, the group is not like- 
ly to finish its work this year. Al- 
though there is a vast literature on 
most of the topics to be studied, it is 
a conservative guess that material will 
not be available until the next admin- 
istration is elected. 


Mr. Eisenhower told Congress in his 


January State of the Union Message his 
»ylans to create a committee on national 
goals. The White House told the Post- 
Dispatch that the original idea could not 
be credited to any one person. It was 
explained that the President had dis- 
cussed the desirability of such a study 
with many people, particularly educa- 
tors and businessmen, and that the idea 
was frequently mentioned during the un- 
publicized White House stag dinners. 

In his January message, the President 
said he wanted to talk about something 
much on his mind—‘“the preservation of 
a way of life.” 

We must, he said, meet the world chal- 
lenge of Communism and at the same 
time permit no stagnation in America. 
He continued: 


“We can successfully sustain security 
and remain true to our heritage of free- 
dom if we clearly visualize the tasks 
ahead and set out to perform them with 
resolution and fervor. We must first 
define these tasks and then understand 
what we must do to perform them. 


“IF PROGRESS is to be steady, we 
must have long-term guide lines extend- 
ing far ahead, certainly five, possibly even 
10 years. They must reflect the knowledge 
that before the end of five, years we will 
have a population of over 190,000,000. 
They must be goals that stand high, and 
so inspire every citizen to climb always 
toward mounting levels of moral, intel- 
lectual and material strength. Every ad- 
vance toward them must stir pride in 
individual and national achievements.” 

The President went on to say that “a 
group of selfless and devoted individuals, 
outside of government,” could make the 


King’ s Visit to America to Show J ordan’ s New Stability

WASHINGTON, March 21. 


KING HUSSEIN of Jordan will be pay- 
ing his respects this week to the nation 
that keeps his nation in business. — 

He also will be demonstrating, by a 
prolonged absence from Jordan, how 
stable his throne has become since last 
summer, when it was so shaky his down- 
fall at any moment was being predicted. 

It will be Hussein’s first trip to the 
United States, which two years ago took 
over from the British the $35,000,000 an- 
nual burden of making up the Jordanian 
budget deficit. 

When Lester D. Mallory was ambas- 
sador to Jordan, he urged repeatedly 
that Hussein be invited to this country as 
a means of strengthening ties between 
the two countries. 

Now that the trip at last has been ar- 
ranged, it is described as “unofficial and 
informal.” That means it is Hussein’s 
own idea and is not at United States in- 
vitation. He will receive red-carpet 
treatment, however, during his week in 
Washington. Afterward, he will spend 
three weeks touring the rest of the coun- 
try, including a visit April 11 and 12 to 
Abraham gy home and memorial 
at Springfield, Ill, 

The young king, born Nov. 13, 1935, 
will meet in Washington with several 
men nearly three times his age. Arriv- 
ing Monday, he will have dinner that 


night with acting Secretary of State 
Christian A. Herter. 


President Eisenhower has invited Hus- 
sein to lunch Tuesday. That evening, his 
host at a stag dinner will be Robert Mur- 
phy, deputy under secretary of state for 
political affairs. Deputy Secretary of 
Defense Donald A. Quarles has invited 
the king to lunch Wednesday. 

Hussein will be the host at a Jordanian 
embassy reception Wednesday afternoon 
and at a dinner that evening at the May- 
flower Hotel. 


He will speak Thursday noon at the 
National Press Club, worship Friday at 
the Islamic Center and Mosque, and take 
off Saturday on his flying tour of the 
rest of the country. He is scheduled to 
leave for London April 17. 


Hussein has been the center of one 
crisis after another ever since he became 
king in 1953, alternately scorning and 
accepting the Western assistance that 
seemed the only alternative to Jordan's 
being swallowed up in a greater Arab 
nationalism. 


- His fortunes seemed at their lowest 
ebb last summer after the unexpected 
Iraqi army revolt in which Hussein's 
second cousin, Faisal II, and his family 
were killed. Hussein and Faisal had 
joined forces to form a federation called 
the Arab Union only five months earlier, 
as a move to counter the Egyptian-Syrian 
merger to form the United Arab Re- 
public. 

When the Iraqi government was over- 
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thrown, Britain flew 2000 paratroopers to 
Amman to match the dispatch of United 
States forces to Lebanon. The United 
States gave Jordan additional emergency 
assistance by rushing nearly $5,000,000 
worth of petroleum products there by 
air and tanker to take the place of regu- 
lar supplies ordinarily received through 
Iraq and Syria. 


Outside of a corps of Bedouin sup- 
porters, the only signs of strength in 
support of Hussein for a time were the 
British troops and the American dollars. 
It seemed only a question of whether the 
first blow would be internal revolution 
or aggression from the outside. Many 
competent observers expected that in- 
ternal unrest, fomented by partisans of 
the Egyptian strong man, Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, would touch off a three-way grab 
for Jordan territory by Iraq, Syria and 
Israel. 

But Hussein rode out the storm, start- 
ing with a daring visit to Jerusalem, a 
center of pro-Nasser sentiment, where 
Hussein’s grandfather, King Abdullah, 
was assassinated in 1951. Propaganda at- 
tacks from Cairo, Damascus and Baghdad, 
so shrill last summer, now have died to 
a whisper. There is some expectation 
that Jordan and the U.A.R. will resume 
diplomatic relations before long. 

Accompanying Hussein on his Wash- 
ington visit will be Premier Samir Rafal, 
who was the principal object of hatred 
by opposition Arab nationalists last sum- 
mer. They were freely predicting then 


that Hussein could not possibly hold his 
throne unless he fired Rafai. 

American aid has been generous and 
appears to have matched approximately 
the level of British assistance maintained 
until 1957. The United States began 
picking up the check when Egypt, Syria 
and Saudi Arabia reneged on their prom- 
ise to replace the British subsidy. 


Total American economic assistance 
for the fiscal. year ended last July 30 
was $37,000,000. Country-by-country fig- 
ures on military aid are secret. Economic 
aid thus far this fiscal year comes to 
$28,800,000, including the emergency oil 
shipments, The total since 1952 is $120,- 
000,000. 

If Hussein has a specific purpose in 
visiting the United States, he has given 
no indication of it. There is no pending 
formal request for a big increase in 
United States aid. 


But Jordanian officials have indicated 
over the last two years that they believe 
the level of economic assistance should 
be about 25 per cent higher, and their 
informal suggestions often take the place 
of formal requests. 


A person familiar with such matters 
suggested that Hussein’s conversations in 
Washington might be likened to a man 
trying to hang a picture as high as pos- 
sible on a wall, explaining: “He keeps 
working his way up the wall, tapping all 
the while. When it sounds hollow, he 
moves back down a bit until he hits 
something solid.” 


necessary appraisal of the potentials of 
our future. 

“The result,” he said, “would be to 
establish national goals that’ would not 
only reflect the brightness of our finest 
dreams but would meet the stern test of 
practicality.” 

As an example, he cited the need to 
raise the standards in our schools, es- 
pecially the pay of teachers. 

“We must have teachers of compe- 
tence,” he emphasized. “‘To obtain and 
hold them we need standards. We need 
a national goal. Once established, I am 
certain that public opinion would compel 
steady progress to its accomplishment.” 


Mr. Eisenhower did not use the 
term “five-year plan,” but the de- 
tailed Soviet Russian and Indian pro- 
grams for such successive periods have 
sometimes been suggested in official 
circles as models for American adap- 
tation. 


Russia’s announced goal is to catch and 
surpass the United States in agricultural 
and industrial production. It has al- 
ready made tremendous advances in edu- 
cation, science and military fields. In- 
dia’s objective is to raise its appalling low 
standard of living for its masses. Ger- 
many has the goal of unification, while 
Great Britain and France are seeking 
ways to adjust their official and private 
activities to their losses of overseas terri- 
tories and business connections. 

The only indication the President has 
given as to the scope of the new com- 
mittee was his reference to the Commit- 
tee on Recent Social Trends, which for- 
mer President Hoover appointed in 1929 
and which reported in two large volumes 
of more than 1500 pages in 1932. 


IN UPDATING and supplementing this 
report, Mr. Eisenhower said, “The new 
group would be coricerned among other 
things with the living standards of our 
people, their health and education, their 
better assurance of life and liberty and 
their greater opportunities.” 

He then added a subject he frequently 
mentions in his political and govern- 
mental speeches: 

“It would also be concerned with meth- 
ods to meet such goals and what levels 
of government—local, state or federal— 
should be particularly concerned.” 

The Hoover committee had only six 
members, with Wesley C. Mitchell as 
chairman and Charles E. Merriam as 
vice-chairman. The executive staff was 
directed by William F. Ogburn and 
Howard W. Odum, who were also mem- 
bers of the committee. 

In the years covered by this commit- 
tee’s report, Soviet Russia had not yet 
become the military and economic threat 
it is today to the free and neutral na- 
tions. In fact, the first Russian five- 
year plan started about the same time 
as the committee, and most Americans, 
if they knew about the plan at all, doubt- 
ed it would succeed. 

The committee rejected national eco- 
nomic planning with this observation: 


“The best that any group of eco- 
nomic planners can do with the data 
now at hand, bulky but inadequate, 
is to lay plans for making plans. Those 
who know the most about the actual 
conduct of the work of the world real- 
ize most keenly the magnitude of the 
task involved in planning. Teo work 
out schemes which could be taken 
seriously as a guide to production and 
distribution would require the long col- 
laboration of thousands of experts from 
thousands of places.” 


The report concluded with these words: 

“We were not commissioned to lead the 
people to some new land of promise, but 
to retrace our recent wanderings, to in- 
dicate and interpret our ways and rates 
of change, to provide maps of progress, 
make observations of danger zones, point 
out hopeful roads of advance, helpful in 
finding a more intelligent course in the 
next phase of our progress. 

“We trust that our endeavors may con- 
tribute to the readier growth of new 
ideals, ideas and emotional values of the 
next period, as well as mechanisms, in- 
stitutions, skills, techniques and ways of 
life through which these values will be 
expressed and fulfilled in the years that 
are to come.” 


NEARLY THE ENTIRE report was 
made up of monographs by experts in 
special fields, which covered such ob- 
vious topics as population growth, utiliza- 
tion of natural wealth, education, labor 
organizations, welfare activities, taxation 
and finance, crime and punishment, con- 
sumers and public administration, There 
were also chapters on the arts, religious 
organizations, recreation and leisure ac- 
tivities. 

As indicated by its name, the Hoover 
committee was primarily concerned with 
“trends,” not “goals.” The final chapter, 
written by Merriam on “Government,” 
started out its conclusions with two trends 
that proved greater than‘the expectation 
of those in office at the time: 

“1, The expansion of the activities — 
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@ KNOW THAT MY RETIREMENT WELL 
SARE NO DIFFERENCE IN ITS CARDINAL 
@RINCIPLES, THAT IT WILL ALWAYS 
FIGHT FOR PROGRESS AND REFORM,

OF ALL PARTIES, NEVER BELONG TO

Norman Thomas on Berlin 


All Americans recognize two 
obligations in the Berlin crisis. 
The first is to provide West Ber- 
lin and its gallant people with far 
firmer guarantees of peace and 
freedom than can be established 
by simple acceptance of Khrush- 
chev’s demands and infinitely bet- 
ter than can be provided by the 
nuclear war which, according to 
President Eisenhower, must be 
our final resort since successful 
ground war is impossible. 


Our debt to West Berlin arises 
out of its importance as an out- 
post of democracy, the present 
plight of whose people is largely 
due to the grave mistakes of our 
Western leaders and their ap- 
proach to peace in 1945. 


They did not even reduce to 
writing guarantees of free access 
to the city which they left as an 
island in a Communist sea. In 
this situation negotiation is im- 
perative and has been accepted 
in principle by all the powers.

Logically negotiation can find 
Other and better guarantees for 
West Berliners than war or a con- 
tinuance of the fantastic status 
quo, If they haven't got such 
guarantees, as the Soviet dead- 
line draws near, the United States, 
keeping its garrison in Berlin, 
should take the case to the U.N., 
pledging itself not to use force 
pending U.N. action. (It is under- 
stood that the city and its gar- 
rison have large stockpiles of 
necessities.) Khrushchev himself 
has admitted the possible use of 
the U.N. in this crisis. 


Meanwhile the negotiators have 
a second and inter-related obliga- 
tion which all Americans share, 
the achievement of conditions in 
Central Europe better suited than 
at present to peace and Germa 
reunification. 3 


Obviously the latter cannot be 
won for a reunited, rearmed Ger- 
many as a military member of 
either NATO or the Warsaw Pact. 
It would be man’s ultimate mad- 
ness if the atomic powers should 
plunge us all into a nuclear war 
of possible annihilation on the 
issue of rearming the nation pri- 
marily responsible for two world 
wars. 

It is a monstrous absurdity to 
believe that a threat of such dis- 
aster as an alternative to the 
present unsatisfactory status quo 
will liberate any satellite people.

Therefore a treaty should be 
negotiated on the basis: 

1. Recognition of the existing 
Oder-Neisse line as the boundary 
of Poland, thus removing the fear 
that will always force any Poland 
into Russia’s arms. 

2. Extending in Central Europe 
by phased and carefully balanced 
military withdrawals the prin- 
ciple of demilitarization success- 
fully applied in Austria. 

Such demilitarization in Cen- 
tral Europe could and should be 
made a step toward universal con- 
trolled disarmament under a 
strengthened U.N. Under it Ger- 
mans would be more, not less, 
likely to work out ultimate reuni- 
fication, and guarantees for Ber- 
lin then could be easily provided.

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What Recovery Left Behind 


A year ago the nation was concerned with 
unemployment arising from a recession. To- 
day the nation is concerned with unemploy- 
ment persisting in economic recovery. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has invited nine Governors 
to discuss the problem with him on Monday. 

A year ago, also, unemployment stood at 
more than 5,000,000, yet today, with indus- 
trial production up 10 per cent, the figure is 
still 4,749,000, or 6 per cent of the labor 
force. Jobs often lag behind recovery, and 
the Administration predicts that the number 
of jobless will drop to about 3,000,000 by 
October. But beginning in 1960, as a result 
of the postwar baby boom, the labor force 
will expand rapidly. So both the present and 
foreseeable situations require action. 


Economic progress calls for a better un- 
employment insurance program, at the very 
least. State jobless benefits range from maxi- 
mums of $25 to $45 for from 16 to 36 weeks. 
Missouri’s top of $33 and 26 weeks is close 
to average. This average is not enough to 
sustain a family in times of high prices, and 
will not sustain them very long. 

. * * 


In the last 12 months, 17 states have ac- 
cepted federal credits under a special un- 
employment program to extend their bene- 
fits. Five states extended benefits out of 
their own insurance reserves. Still, nearly 
a million persons have exhausted their bene- 
fits, and the special program expires March 
31. Congress may extend it for three months, 
but there will be no lasting improvement in 
unemployment compensation. 


What is needed is federal legislation to 
induce all the states to improve their insur- 
ance programs. President Eisenhower's re- 
peated appeals to them to do so voluntarily 
have had little effect. 


Last December the Federal Advisory Coun- 
cil on Employment Security recommended 
new federal standards to Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell. The standards called for maximum 
benefits of two thirds of a state’s average 
weekly wage for periods up to 30 weeks. With 
five of the eight employer representatives 
objecting, the Council suggested an optional 
program for varying employers’ payroll tax 
credits with a state’s acceptance of the pro- 
posed standards. 


Secretary Mitchell has been trying to get 
the Administration to approve a stronger 
federal program, and Senator Kennedy of 
Massachusetts has introduced a bill to extend 
both benefits and insurance coverage. Sure- 
ly most states could afford improvements. 
Missouri, for example, reduced its payroll 
tax level in 1951 yet its insurance reserve 
remains high. (The Missouri Senate has tenta- 
tively approved the Journey bill to raise the 
maximum benefit to $38.) 


Even a stronger insurance program, how- 
ever, will not cope with some local unemploy- 
ment emergencies involving technological 
changes and dying enterprises. One worker 
in seven is jobless in Detroit. Pittsburgh 
faces a crisis. The situation in the West Vir- 
ginia coal fields is especially pitiful. Nearly 
14 per cent of the labor force there is unem- 
ployed, rickets have appeared among children 
and family desertion and crime have in- 
creased.

Senator Byrd of Virginia has introduced 
an emergency food bill to help vary the 
diet of families existing on surplus foods. 
Localized public works assistance and aid pro- 
grams for retraining workers seem advisable. 


In particular, Congress ought to pass, and 
the Administration ought to accept, the dis- 
tressed areas bill sponsored by Senator Doug- 
las of Illinois and supported by. 38 Senators 
of both parties. This $375,000,000 measure 
would grant federal loans to new industries 
in depressed urban or rural areas, and to 
communities building water or sewage or 
other facilities to support new industry. 

So serious a defect in a prosperous econ- 
omy as protracted unemployment is first of 
all a federal responsibility. The states can- 
not cope with it alone. Given better stand- 
ards for unemployment insurance, given spe- 
cial public works and retraining authority 
and the distressed areas bill, the Government 
would be in a strong position to deal with 
existing kinds of joblessness. Beyond the 
present crisis, national policy must recognize 
that an expanding economy should not leave 
many citizens behind.

A Budget Trick Trumped 


The degree to which symbols can take over 
from substance was emphasized in Senate ac- 
tion on the nation’s increased contribution to 
the International Monetary Fund. Only 10 
Senators opposed making the contribution, 
though it was a sizable item of one and one- 
third billion dollars. The issue was whether 
to charge the item to this year’s budget, as 
President Eisenhower urged, or to next year’s. 


With a twinkle in its eye, the Senate Demo- 
cratic leadership drove through a bill to spend 
the money after July 1, instead of before. 
There was some politics in the decision, but 
as Republican Senator Aiken of Vermont was 
fair enough to say, there had been some poli- 
tics also in the President’s request to get the 
expenditure out of the way before the present 
fiscal year ends. 


The current budget already shows a deficit 
of something like 12 billions, and the Presi- 
dent evidently figured this would provide pro- 
tective coloration for an additional billion and 
a third. The 1959-60 budget, however, is 
theoretically balanced, and Mr. Eisenhower 
did not want its purity sullied by an expendi- 
ture for which there is no matching revenue— 
especially since the 1959-60 budget is the one 
most campaign orators will be talking about 
in 1960. 

What makes the whole argument empty and 
trivial is the fact that, if our government is 
going to contribute a billion and a third to 
the Fund some time between March of 1959 
and July of 1960, it doesn’t make a bit of dif- 


money were going to be inflationary, it 
would be so in March quite as well as in Aug- 
ust. And similarly, if a budget balance for 
next year depends upon charging off this 
money in a hurry, then the balance is inher- 
ently spurious in any case. The Democrats 
were justified, we think, in making the point. 


Man or Dinosaur ? 


Even in the infinite depths of the endless 
galaxies, man continues to let his reach ex- 
ceed his grasp—and on a truly gigantic scale. 
Thirteen years ago he bounced a radar signal 
off the moon, 225,000 miles away. Now he 
is in the midst of experiments intended to 
land him on that lunar body. Scientists of re- 
pute say the feat may be accomplished in five 
to 10 years. 


Last week it was proved that a radar signal 
had been bounced from the planet Venus 
back to the earth—a total distance of 56,000,- 
000 miles. Thus radar has penetrated 100 
times farther into space than ever before, 
Thousands of dollars and 500,000,000 calcula- 
tions were required to prove what 10 cents 
worth of electricity did during a five-minute 
period in February, 1958. Scientists at the 
Lincoln Laboratory in Westford, Mass., estab- 
lished that for the first time a direct measure- 
ment on interplanetary space had been ob- 
tained with extreme accuracy. Now they hope 
to learn more about the surface of Venus. 


There is much to be learned. Although 
Venus is the nearest of all planets to the 
earth and is known as the earth’s twin be- 
cause of its resemblance in size and gravity 
pull, it is always concealed by heavy white 
clouds. Never once have they parted for as- 
tronomers using telescopes. Now radar can 
probe beneath the clouds and possibly give 
exact knowledge of the planet’s topography. 


Mariners have long used Venus in their 
navigation. Seen in the eastern sky at sun- 
rise, it is called the morning star. Seen in 
the western sky at sunset, it is familiar as the 
evening star. There are two schools of thought 
about Venus. According to one, the planet is 
a waterless desert; according to the other, it 
is completely covered by ocean waters. Radar 
should give the correct answer. 


Many scientists hold that Venus right now 
is in an early stage of the cycle through which 
the earth went and that centuries hence the 
Venusian age of dinosaurs will begin. If that 
is so, is it too much to ponder over the possi- 
bility that man may arrive on the scene even 
before the dinosaurs? 


Abodes Along the Levee 


It was hard, we suspect, for St. Louisans 
generally to read about the city’s first evic- 
tion steps against the 225 squatters, along the 
riverfront south of MacArthur bridge, without 
being pulled first in one direction and then 
the other. 


The occupants of the rude dwellings have 
paid no property taxes any of the time they 
have lived there. Thus, they have, as St. 
Louis Safety Director Joseph P. Sestric said, 
“taken advantage of the taxpayers.” The 
structures, on the whole much improved from 
the Hooverville shacks of the ’30s, still are 
fire hazards and the city affords unpaid-for 
fire protection. The wharf area belongs to 
the Government and now the Army Corps of 
Engineers needs ground on which the squat- 
ters are established for the St. Louis flood 
control project. 

These are reasons for proceeding with the 
condemnation of the 70 abodes and the clear- 
ing of the space for a necessary community 
improvement and protection. But there is an- 
other light in which to see this picture in gray 
tones. To the people who live there this is 
home as much as if not more than the most 
lordly castle. Some are elderly and alone. 
Others have families of small children. 

Quite a few have paid out hard-earned dol- 
lars—or insurance money—for the roofs over 
their heads. And there is more than a little 
of commendable community spirit. A covered 
wooden stand marks the Madison street en- 
trance and within it are the mailboxes for the 
area’s families. There is an unofficial “mayor” 
—a 68-year-old pensioner who serves as a 
Pentecostal minister—and he and a lawyer 
are reviving a phrase freighted with Ameri- 
can history, “squatters’ rights.” 

In the end these places will have to come 
down. But not roughly and harshly and not 
without allowance of ample time for the resi- 
dents to move elsewhere. The situation calls 
for sympathy and understanding on both sides 
and helpfulness from both the City Hall and 
the office of the Army Engineers. 


Warning Disdained 


Well in advance of Spring’s official arrival 
at 2:55 a.m., Saturday, Mr. Brancato, the 
weather man, took a dim view of the season. 
It would come in with a splash and a crash, 
he said. Even if St. Louis missed the over- 
ture of thunder and rain, it could be sure of 
plenty of storms and nastiness in the three 
months to come. Powderpuff clouds, budding 
flowers, gamboling lambs? Nonsense. Mr. 
Brancato is a “‘let’s face the facts” realist.

It 
means new clothes for the family, and income 
taxes for Jeff City and Washington, and the 
annual wonder about where the money is to 
come from. Check. And how many more 
facts should a man face, and what’s the good 
in it? 

Spring also means longer days. Double 
check. It means more and more spells of 
sunshine. Double check. It means the gnats 
and midges which to a trout are filet mig- 
non and sirloin, and which your fly-rod man 
offers in alluring facsimile. It means the 
crack of a bat against a ball, or the thud 
of a ball in a glove. In the end, it does mean 
grass and leaves and flowers. And above all, 
it means hope—not like last year’s hope which 
was disappointed—but brand new hope. Check 
and double check. 

Winter’s boredom and summer’s sloth are 
held at a long arm’s length. Spring is here, 
the geese know why they fly north, and the 
poets know why they sing. Spring.... 

With soft mists in her hair, 
And a warm wind in her mouth again.

What Khrushchev Proposes for Berlin 


Excerpts from Soviet Premier's Speech in German Capital March 9, 1959 


A peaceful settlement with Ger- 
many would be an important step 
toward improving the international 
situation. This question, which is 
awaited by the German people, by 
all the peoples of the world, is ripe 
for solution. Is it normal that 14 
years since the end of the war no 
peace treaty has yet been concluded 
between Germany and the countries 
which fought against her?

Unfortunately, we do not see any 
desire on the part of the ruling 
circles of the Western Powers to 
contribute to an early conclusion of 
a peace treaty and to the abolition 
of the occupation regime in West 
Berlin. But we are not losing hope. 


The conclusion of a peace treaty 
would at the same time solve the 
problem of West Berlin which, being 
a part of Greater Berlin, lies in the 
territory of the German Democratic 
Republic. We considered the fact that 
an economic and political system 
other than that in the GDR has been 
established in West Berlin during 
the postwar years. 


We regard this state of affairs 
soberly and realize that the inclu- 
sion of West Berlin in the GDR 
would produce a painful breakup of 
the way of life of the population of 
West Berlin. That is why the Soviet 
Union proposed that West Berlin 
should be given the status of a free 
city. 

The realization of this proposal 
will not alter in any way the exist- 
ing situation in West Berlin, it will 
only abolish the occupation status. 
The former social system will be 
preserved, there will be no change 
in the mode of living. 

Fears are voiced in the West that 
someone is threatening the freedom 
and independence of West Berlin. 
Such fears, naturally, are totally un- 
founded. Nevertheless, we proposed 


that the Great Powers guarantee the 
independence and free development 
of the free city. No states, includ- 
ing both German states, should in- 
terfere in its internal affairs. 

We do not object to the United 
Nations being a party to these guar- 
antees either. 

If need be, we are even ready to 
have the United States, Britain, 
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“December, January, February, 
March, April, May—Here I 
Come, Ready or Not” 


France and the Soviet Union or neu- 
tral countries maintain a minimum 
of troops in West Berlin to assure 
the observance of the _ free-city 
status which, however, would have 
no right to interfere in the city’s 
internal life. 


Some statesmen of the Western 
Powers declare that they will not 
retreat an inch over the Berlin prob- 
lem. But may we ask, gentlemen, 
what kind of retreat you are talking 
about? Is it not a fact that our pro- 
posal does not call for anyone to 
retreat so much as an inch? 


We want only one thing—to re- 
move a dangerous hotbed of tension 
in Central Europe, to create the con- 
ditions for tranquil and normal life 
in West Berlin. If the Western Pow- 
ers wish the West Berlin population 
well, not only in words but in deeds, 
they will acceed to the proposal. 

Those who stand for the preserva- 
tion of the occupation status in West 
Berlin are spreading various fables 
about the alleged intention of the 
German Democratic Republic to 


seize West Berlin. This is undis- 
guised slander about the German 
Democratic Republic. 


We are told that our proposals 
are unacceptable because there is 
still no proper mutual confidence 
between the countries of the social- 
ist camp and the Western Powers. 
Indeed there is no such confidence 
yet, but that is no reason for refus- 
ing to sign a peace treaty. It would 
appear, then, that with the obtain- 
ing international situation we cannot 
sign a peace treaty with the German 
Democratic Republic and the Fed- 
eral Republic of Germany at all. 
The international situation, natural- 
ly, will not improve so long as there 
are states in Central Europe with 
which a peaceful settlement has not 
been achieved as yet. Such logic 
can lead to a dangerous impasse. 


The proposal for making West 
Berlin a free, demilitarized city has 
gained broad support. But there are 
some who consider that perhaps not 
only the western but also the eastern 
part of Berlin should be proclaimed 
a free city. 


These ‘gentlemen are apparently 
forgetting that Berlin is the capital 
of the German Democratic Republic. 
Their appetite is great. Evidently 
following East Berlin, they would 
like to incorporate the entire terri- 
tory of the German Democratic Re- 
public in the free city. 


It would be much more logical to 
speak of incorporating the entire 
territory of Berlin in the German 
Democratic Republic. Naturally, I 
am not advancing such a proposal 
and am saying this only to show how 
absurd are the proposals for convert- 
ing all of Berlin into a free city. 


We want everyone to realize clear- 
ly that our proposals are prompted 
by concern for disengaging the 
armed forces of the two camps and 
normalizing the situation in that 
area of the world. 

In the event that the Western 
Powers refuse to sign a peace treaty 
with the two German states, we shall 
sign a peace treaty with the German 
Democratic Republic anyhow. We 
shall do that whether Mr. Adenauer 
likes it or not, and then his policy 
will be finally exposed as one of war 
preparation. We are convinced that 
the people will not tolerate that be- 
cause they have learned, at their 
expense, the fatal consequence of 
such a policy. The German people 
will find the strength and power to 
say their weighty word—there ghall 
be no war!

J intorma atmosphere of Camp David, the British Prime 
Minister and the President of the United States have an 
enormous responsibility. 


It is not merely that Mr. Macmillan and Mr. Eisenhower 
must try to reach a formal agreement on the bargaining posi- 
tion of the West for a foreign ministers and later a summit 
conference. That should not be too difficult. The formal com- 
munique that will probably be issued on Monday or Tuesday 
will hail a fine accord between the heads of government of 
the two Western powers. 


But the degree of realism in meeting three months later 


the bargaining position—real- 
ism in relation to any possibii- 
ity of a meaningful negotiation 
— will still be an unknown 
quantity. Macmillan has been 
eager for a summit conference, 
Mr. Eisenhower has been re- 
luctant. If in agreeing to go to 
the summit, as has now been 
announced in Gettysburg, they 
have obscured their differences 
in a broad compromise, there 
may be trouble ahead. 


This could mean that a sum- 
mit conference would be no 
more than a confrontation of 
the old opposing viewpoints of 
East and West. It m'étht in thot 
event, as President Eisen- 
hower has sug’ecniucu, do iio 
harm than good. Hopes aroused 
in the atmosphere of a confer- 
ence publicized to the world 
would be dashed. 


By secluding themselves at 
Mount Catoctin, the two heads 
of government will not have 
excluded differing pressures 
each is under. They have come 
to their meeting with domestic 
necessities that make their task 
more difficult. 

Macmillan can never forget 
the deep undercurrent of de- 
sire in Britain to negotiate out 
the basic issues of the cold war. 
Call it illusion or even delu- 
sion, this desire is a fact of 
British political life. It is seen 
in the stand of the powerful 
Labor party opposition, calling 
for disengagement in Central 
Europe along the lines of the 
Rapacki plan. The Conserva- 
tives must call an election some 
time before May of 1960, and a 
willingness to negotiate is an 
all-important factor with many 
voters. 

Pressure on President. | 

As for the President, he has 
been under pressure from some | 
of his closest advisers to take 
a hard and uncompromising 
line on any and all negotiation. 
The Pentagon, the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission and others in 
highly influential positions 
want to see the Geneva talks 
on suspension of atomic tests 
broken off, because they insist 
further tests are essential to 
America’s security. Macmillan 
wants to try for at least a lim- 
ited test agreement. 

Both among some of the 
President’s advisers and in cer- 
tain sectors of public opinion 
there is a conviction that any 
agreement of whatsoever kind 
with the Soviet Union must be> 
to the disadvantage of the 
United States. That view owes 
not a little to the numerous 
preachments of Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles on 
the long trail of past agree- 
ments broken by Soviet Russia. 

In recent weeks, when he 
was still deploring the idea of 
a summit conference, the Pres- 
ident gave some credence to 
this viewpoint. He said at a 
press conference that the re- 
sults of the summit conference 
at Geneva in 1955 were zero.

Norman Thomas on Berlin 


All Americans recognize two 
obligations in the Berlin crisis. 
The first is to provide West Ber- 
lin and its gallant people with far 
firmer guarantees of peace and 
freedom than can be established 
by simple acceptance of Khrush- 
chev’s demands and infinitely bet- 
ter than can be provided by the 
nuclear war which, according to 
President Eisenhower, must be 
our final resort since successful 
ground war is impossible. 


Our debt to West Berlin arises 
out of its importance as an out- 
post of democracy, the present 
plight of whose people is largely 
due to the grave mistakes of our 
Western leaders and their ap- 
proach to peace in 1945. 


They did not even reduce to 
writing guarantees of free access 
to the city which they left as an 
island in a Communist sea. In 
this situation negotiation is im- 
perative and has been accepted 
in principle by all the powers. 

. o* . 

Logically negotiation can find 
other and better guarantees for 
West Berliners than war or a con- 
tinuance of the fantastic status 
quo, If they haven't got such 
guarantees, as the Soviet dead- 
line draws near, the United States, 
keeping its garrison in Berlin, 
should take the case to the U.N., 
pledging itself not to use force 
pending U.N. action. (It is under- 
stood that the city and its gar- 
rison have large stockpiles of 
necessities.) Khrushchev himself 
has admitted the possible use of 
the U.N. in this crisis. 


Meanwhile the negotiators have 
a second and inter-related obliga- 
tion which all Americans share, 
the achievement of conditions in 
Central Europe better suited than 
at present to peace and German 
reunification. 

Obviously the latter cannot be 
won for a reunited, rearmed Ger- 
many as a military member of 
either NATO or the Warsaw Pact. 
It would be man’s ultimate .mad- 
ness if the atomic powers should 
plunge us all into a nuclear war 
of possible annihilation on the 
issue of rearming the nation pri- 
marily responsible for two world 
wars. 

It is a monstrous absurdity to 
believe that a threat of such dis- 
aster as an alternative to the 
present unsatisfactory status quo 


will liberate any satellite people.

Therefore a treaty should be 
negotiated on the basis: 

1. Recognition of the existing 
Oder-Neisse line as the boundary 
of Poland, thus removing the fear 
that will always force any Poland 
into Russia’s arms. 

2. Extending in Central Europe 
by phased and carefully balanced 
military withdrawals the prin- 
ciple of demilitarization success- 
fully applied in Austria. 

Such demilitarization in Cen- 
tral Europe could and should be 
made a step toward universal con- 
trolled disarmament under a 
strengthened U.N. Under it Ger- 
mans would be more, not less, 
likely to work out ultimate reuni- 
fication, and guarantees for Ber- 
lin then could be easily provided.

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What Recovery Left Behind 


A year ago the nation was concerned with 
‘unemployment arising from a recession. To- 
day the nation is concerned with unemploy- 
ment persisting in economic recovery. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has invited nine Governors 
to discuss the problem with him on Monday. 

A year ago, also, unemployment stood at 
more than 5,000,000, yet today, with indus- 
trial production up 10 per cent, the figure is 
still 4,749,000, or 6 per cent of the labor 
force. Jobs often lag behind recovery, and 
the Administration predicts that the number 
of jobless will drop to about 3,000,000 by 
October. But beginning in 1960, as a result 
of the baby boom, the labor force 
will expand rapidly. So both the present and 
foreseeable situations require action. 

Economic progress calls for a better un- 
employment insurance program, at the very 
least. State jobless benefits range from maxi- 
mums of $25 to $45 for from 16 to 36 weeks. 
Missouri’s top of $33 and 26 weeks is close 
to average. This average is not enough to 
sustain a family in times of high prices, and 
will not sustain them very long. 


In the last 12 months, 17 states have ac- 
cepted federal credits under a special un- 
employment program to extend their bene- 
fits. Five states extended benefits out of 
their own insurance reserves. Still, nearly 
a million persons have exhausted their bene- 
fits, and the special program expires March 
31. Congress may extend it for three months, 
but there will be no lasting improvement in 
unemployment compensation. 

What is needed is federal legislation tq 
induce all the states to improve their insur- 
ance programs. President Eisenhower's re- 
peated appeals to them to do so voluntarily 
have had little effect. 


Last December. the Federal Advisory Coun- 
cil on Employment Security recommended 
new federal standards to Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell. The standards called for maximum 
benefits of two thirds of a state’s average 
weekly wage for periods up to 30 weeks. With 
five of the eight employer representatives 
objecting, the Council suggested an optional 
program for varying employers’ payroll tax 
credits with a state’s acceptance of the pro- 
posed standards. 


Secretary Mitchell has been trying to get 
the Administration to approve a stronger 
federal program, and Senator Kennedy of 
Massachusetts has introduced a bill to extend 
both benefits and insurance coverage. Sure- 
ly most states could afford improvements. 
Missouri, for example, reduced its payroll 
tax level in 1951 yet its insurance reserve 
remains high. (The Missouri Senate has tenta- 
tively approved the Journey bill to raise the 
maximum benefit to $38.) 


Even a stronger insurance program, how- 
ever, will not cope with some local unemploy- 
ment emergencies involving technological 
changes and dying enterprises. One worker 
in seven is jobless in Detroit. Pittsburgh 
faces a crisis. The situation in the West Vir- 
ginia coal fields is especially pitiful. Nearly 
14 per cent of the labor force there is unem- 
ployed, rickets have appeared among children 
and family desertion and crime have in- 
creased. 

* * . 

Senator Byrd of Virginia has introduced 
an emergency food bill to help vary the 
diet of families existing on surplus foods. 
Localized public works assistance and aid pro- 
grams for retraining workers seem advisable. 


In particular, Congress ought to pass, and 
the Administration ought to accept, the dis- 
tressed areas bill sponsored by Senator Doug- 
las of Illinois and supported by 38 Senators 
of both parties. This $375,000,000 measure 
would grant federal loans to new industries 
in depressed urban or rural areas, and to 
communities building water or sewage or 
other facilities to support new industry. 


So serious a defect in a prosperous econ- 
omy as protracted unemployment is first of 
all a federal responsibility. The states can- 
not cope with it alone. Given better stand- 
ards for unemployment insurance, given spe- 
cial public works and retraining authority 
and the distressed areas bill, the Government 
would be in a strong position to deal with 
existing kinds of joblessness. Beyond the 
present crisis, national policy must recognize 
that an expanding economy should not leave 
many citizens behind.

Missing neon letters not only play tricks 
but tell stories. Friday night when you looked 
west on Washington boulevard from Broad- 
way, the big red sign high in the sky had 
been changed somewhat by an electrical mis- 
order of things. It read: HOTEL S AT ER.

Wonder if Conrad Hilton knows about these 
eyebrow lifting goings-on above his St. Louis 
roof? Certainly the top man ought not be 
the last to know! 


A Budget Trick Trumped 


The degree to which symbols can take over 
from substance was emphasized in Senate ac- 
tion on the nation’s increased contribution to 
the International Monetary Fund. Only 10 
Senators opposed making the contribution, 
though it was a sizable item of one and one- 
third billion dollars. The issue was whether 
to charge the item to this year’s budget, as 
President Eisenhower urged, or to next year’s. 


With a twinkle in its eye, the Senate Demo- 
cratic leadership drove through a bill to spend 
the money after July 1, instead of before. 
There was some politics in the decision, but 
as Republican Senator Aiken of Vermont was 
fair enough to say, there had been some poli- 
tics also in the President’s request to get the 
expenditure out of the way before the present 
fiscal year ends. 


The current budget already shows a deficit 
of something like 12 billions, and the Presi- 
dent evidently figured this would provide pro- 
tective coloration for an additional billion and 
a third. The 1959-60 budget, however, is 
theoretically balanced, and Mr. Eisenhower 
did not want its purity sullied by an expendi- 
ture for which there is no matching revenue— 
especially since the 1959-60 budget is the one 
most campaign orators will be talking about 
in 1960. 

What makes the whole argument empty and 
trivial is the fact that, if our government is 
going to contribute a billion and a third to 
the Fund some time between March of 1959 
and July of 1960, it doesn’t make a bit of dif- 


ference, so far as fiscal policy is concerned, 
how the bookkeeping is done. If spending 
this y were going to be inflationary, it 
would be so in March quite as well as in Aug- 
ust. And similarly, if a budget balance for 
next year depends upon charging off this 
money in a hurry, then the balance is inher- 
ently spurious in any case. The Democrats 
were justified, we think, in making the point. 


Man or Dinosaur? 


Even in the infinite depths of the endless 
galaxies, man continues to let his reach ex- 
ceed his grasp—and on a truly gigantic scale. 
Thirteen years ago he bounced a radar signal 
off the moon, 225,000 miles away. Now he 
is in the midst of experiments intended to 
land him on that lunar body. Scientists of re- 
pute say the feat may be accomplished in five 
to 10 years. 


Last week it was proved that a radar signal 
had been bounced from the planet Venus 
back to the earth—a total distance of 56,000,- 
000 miles. Thus radar has penetrated 100 
times farther into space than ever before, 
Thousands of dollars and 500,000,000 calcula- 
tions were required to prove what 10 cents 
worth of electricity did during a five-minute 
period in February, 1958. Scientists at the 
Lincoln Laboratory in Westford, Mass., estab- 
lished that for the first time a direct measure- 
ment on interplanetary space had been ob- 
tained with extreme accuracy. Now they hope 
to learn more about the surface of Venus. 


There is much to be learned. Although 
Venus is the nearest of all planets to the 
earth and is known as the earth’s twin be- 
cause of its resemblance in size and gravity 
pull, it is always concealed by heavy white 
clouds. Never once have they parted for as- 
tronomers using telescopes. Now radar can 
probe beneath the clouds and possibly give 
exact knowledge of the planet’s topography. 


Mariners have long used Venus in their 
navigation. Seen in the eastern sky at sun- 
rise, it is called the morning star. Seen in 
the western sky at sunset, it is familiar as the 
evening star. There are two schools of thought 
about Venus. According to one, the planet is 
a waterless desert; according to the other, it 
is completely covered by ocean waters. Radar 
should give the correct answer. 


Many scientists hold that Venus right now 
is in an early stage of the cycle through which 
the earth went and that centuries hence the 
Venusian age of dinosaurs will begin. If that 
is so, is it too much to ponder over the possi- 
bility that man may arrive on the scene even 
before the dinosaurs? 


Abodes Along the Levee 


It was hard, we suspect, for St. Louisans 
generally to read about the city’s first evic- 
tion steps against the 225 squatters, along the 
riverfront south of MacArthur bridge, without 
being pulled first in one direction and then 
the other. 


The occupants of the rude dwellings have 
paid no property taxes any of the time they 
have lived there. Thus, they have, as St. 
Louis Safety Director Joseph P. Sestric said, 
“taken advantage of the taxpayers.” The 
structures, on the whole much improved from 
the Hooverville shacks of the ’30s, still are 
fire hazards and the city affords unpaid-for 
fire protection. The wharf area belongs to 
the Government and now the Army Corps of 
Engineers needs ground on which the squat- 
ters are established for the St. Louis flood 
control project. 

These are reasons for proceeding with the 
condemnation of the 70 abodes and the clear- 
ing of the space for a necessary community 
improvement and protection. But there is an- 
other light in which to see this picture in gray 
tones. To the people who live there this is 
home as much as if not more than the most 
lordly castle. Some are elderly and alone. 
Others have families of small children. 

Quite a few have paid out hard-earned dol- 
lars—or insurance money—for the roofs over 
their heads. And there is more than a little 
of commendable community spirit. A covered 
wooden stand marks the Madison street en- 
trance and within it are the mailboxes for the 
area’s families. There is an unofficial “mayor” 
—a 68-year-old pensioner who serves as a 
Pentecostal minister—and he and a lawyer 
are reviving a phrase freighted with Ameri- 

can history, ‘squatters’ rights.” 

In the end these places will have to come 
down. But not roughly and harshly and not 
without allowance of ample time for the resi- 
dents to move elsewhere. The situation calls 
for sympathy and understanding on both sides 
and helpfulness from both the City Hall and 
the office of the Army Engineers. 


Warning Disdained 


Well in advance of Spring’s official arrival 
at 2:55 a.m., Saturday, Mr. Brancato, the 
weather man, took a dim view of the season. 
It would come in with a splash and a crash, 
he said. Even if St. Louis missed the over- 
ture of thunder and rain, it could be sure of 
plenty of storms and nastiness in the three 
months to come. Powderpuff clouds, budding 
flowers, gamboling lambs? Nonsense. Mr. 
Brancato is a “let’s face the facts” realist. 

So Spring means gray skies, raw winds, pelt- 
ing downpours, swamps of mud, sudden cold 
snaps. Check. It means robins and redbirds 
and thrushes and all kinds of winged creatures 
which make a noisy din before the alarm clock 
goes off. Check. It means premature raking 
and spading, fertilizing and mulching, seeding 
and planting and the consequent sniffles and 
back-pains. It means taking down the storm 
windows and painting the fence. It means 
the dust and confusion of house-cleaning. It 
means new clothes for the family, and income 
taxes for Jeff City and Washington, and the 
annual wonder about where the money is to 
come from. Check. And how many more 
facts should a man face, and what’s the good 
in it? 

Spring also means longer days. Double 
check. It means more and more spells of 
sunshine. Double check. It means the gnats 
and midges which to a trout are filet mig- 
non and sirloin, and which your fly-rod man 
offers in alluring facsimile. It means the 
crack of a bat against a ball, or the thud 
of a ball in a glove. In the end, it does mean 
grass and leaves and flowers. And above all, 
it means hope—not like last year’s hope which 
was disappointed—but brand new hope. Check 
and double check.

Spring is here, 
the geese know why they fly north, and the 
poets know why they sing. Spring...,

What Khrushchev Proposes for Berlin 


Excerpts from Soviet Premier's Speech in German Capital March 9, 1959 


A peaceful settlement with Ger- 
many would be an important step 
toward improving the international 
situation. This question, which is 
awaited by the German people, by 
all the peoples of the world, is ripe 
for solution. Is it normal that 14 
years since the end of the war no 
peace treaty has yet been concluded 
between Germany and the countries 
which fought against her? 


The conclusion of a peace treaty

Unfortunately, we do not see any 
desire on the part of the ruling 
circles of the Western Powers to 
contribute to an early conclusion of 
a peace treaty and to the abolition 
of the occupation regime in West 
Berlin. But we are not losing hope. 


The conclusion of a peace treaty 
would at the same time solve the 
problem of West Berlin which, being 
a part of Greater Berlin, lies in the 
territory of the German Democratic 
Republic. We considered the fact that 
an economic and political system 
other than that in the GDR has been 
established in West Berlin during 
the postwar years. 


We regard this state of affairs 
soberly and realize that the inclu- 
sion of West Berlin in the GDR 
would produce a painful breakup of 
the way of life of the population of 
West Berlin. That is why the Soviet 
Union proposed that West Berlin 
should be given the status of a free 
city. 

The realization of this proposal 
will not alter in any way the exist- 
ing situation in West Berlin, it will 
only abolish the occupation status. 
The former social system will be 
preserved, there will be no change 
in the mode of living. 

Fears are voiced in the West that 
someone is threatening the freedom 
and independence of West Berlin. 
Such fears, naturally, are totally un- 
founded. Nevertheless, we proposed 


that the Great Powers guarantee the 
independence and free development 
of the free city. No states, includ- 
ing both German states, should in- 
terfere in its internal affairs. 

We do not object to the United 
Nations being a party to these guar- 
antees either. 

If need be, we are even ready to 
have the United States, Britain,

France and the Soviet Union or neu- 
tral countries maintain a minimum 
of troops in West Berlin to assure 
the observance of the free-city 
status which, however, would have 
no right to interfere in the city’s 
internal life. 


Some statesmen of the Western 
Powers declare that they will not 
retreat an inch over the Berlin prob- 
lem. But may we ask, gentlemen, 
what kind of retreat you are talking 
about? Is it not a fact that our pro- 


posal does not call for anyone to - 


retreat so much as an inch? 


We want only one thing—to re- 
move a dangerous hotbed of tension 
in Central Europe, to create the con- 
ditions for tranquil and normal life 
in West Berlin. If the Western Pow- 
ers wish the West Berlin population 
well, not only in words but in deeds, 
they will acceed to the proposal. 

Those who stand for the preserva- 
tion of the occupation status in West 
Berlin are spreading various fables 
about the alleged intention of the 
German Democratic Republic to 


seize West Berlin. This is undis- 
guised slander about the German 
Democratic Republic. 


We are told that our proposals 
are unacceptable because there is 
still no proper mutual confidence 
between the countries of the social- 
ist camp and the Western Powers. 
Indeed there is no such confidence 
yet, but that is no reason for refus- 
ing to sign a peace treaty. It would 
appear, then, that with the obtain- 
ing international situation we cannot 
sign a peace treaty with the German 
Democratic Republic and the Fed- 
eral Republic of Germany at all. 
The international situation, natural- 
ly, will not improve so long as there 
are states in Central Europe with 
which a peaceful settlement has not 
been achieved as yet. Such logic 
can lead to a dangerous impasse. 


The proposal for making West 
Berlin a free, demilitarized city has 
gained broad support. But there are 
some who consider that perhaps not 
only the western but also the eastern 
part of Berlin should be proclaimed 
a free city. 


These gentlemen are apparently 
forgetting that Berlin is the capital 
of the German Democratic Republic. 
Their appetite is great. Evidently 
following East Berlin, they would 
like to incorporate the entire terri- 
tory of the German Democratic Re- 
public in the free city. 


It would be much more logical to 
speak of incorporating the entire 
territory of Berlin in the German 
Democratic Republic. Naturally, I 
am not advancing such a proposal 
and am saying this only to show how 
absurd are the proposals.for convert- 
ing all of Berlin into a free city. 


We want everyone to realize clear- 
ly that our proposals are prompted 
by concern for disengaging the 
armed forces of the two camps and 
normalizing: the situation in that 
area of the world. 

In the event that the Western 
Powers refuse to sign a peace treaty 
with the two German states, we shall 
sign a peace treaty with the German 
Democratic Republic anyhow. We 
shall do that whether Mr. Adenauer 
likes it or not, and then his policy 
will be finally exposed as one of war 
preparation. We are convinced that 
the people will not tolerate that be- 
cause they have learned, at their 
expense, the fatal consequence of 
such a policy. The German people 
will find the strength and power to 
say their weighty word—there ghall 
be no war!

Permanent Friends. 


Lemnitzer has made firm 
friends wherever he has served, 
and holds thera.

Nations commander, Lemnitzer 
made 110 trips from Japan to 
Korea, more than one a week 
and each of about 1800 miles 
flying.

HE ANNUAL BATTLE over foreign aid is joined, with 
advocates recommending a substantial increase in military 
and economic assistance to America’s allies and opponents 


determined on sharp reductions. 
The added element in this year’s struggle is a warning by 
the strongest committee the Administration has yet appointed 


to survey the problem, that the 


United States cannot postpone 


much longer a basic decision on the course it intends to take 


in the next few years. 

In a letter to President 
Eisenhower Tuesday, the com- 
mittee, headed by William H. | 
Draper Jr., said: 

“Simply put, the issue is 
whether we intend to seek sur- 
vival in isolation—a state of 
siege—as the world continues 
to shrink. This is not a new 
issue. It is an old one, but the 
new feature is that time to) 
settle it is running out.” | 

Takes Note of Criticism. | 

The committee took careful | 
note of the whole range of 
criticism emanating from the 


public, from Congress and 
from within. the executive 
branch, and concluded never- 


theless that “to abandon the 
program, for errors in execu- 
tion or for other reasons, 
would be to abandon the free 
world and to lose the cold war.” 

As Draper expressed it: 

“We shouldn't throw out the 
baby with the bath water.”

Approved Prevailing Levels. 

Fairless urged a continuation 
of foreign aid at about the 
levels then prevailing and 
recommended greater empha- 
sis.on loans rather than direct 
grants.

Backlog Nearly Gone. 

The reason for the increase 
is entwined with the commit- 
tee warning that the United 
States must make a basic pol- 
icy decision. For several years, 
appropriations have been sup- 
plemented with unexpended 
balances and materiel from the 
“pipeline.” This backlog is 
virtually exhausted, 

The committee pointed out 
that, if the appropriation for 
the next fiscal year is only 
$1,600,000,000, the expenditure 
level will sink to $1,850,000,000 
and decline by additional 
amounts in the succeeding fis- 
cal years. The average in re- 
cent years has been §$2,400,- 


000,000, and the committee said 


it “viewed with concern” the 
possibility of any sharp decline 
in the average. 

While the $400,000,000 addi- 
tional would be appropriated 
for use next year, most of it 
would not be spent until later 
because of the “lead time” nec- 
essary for deliveries of modern 
weapons. Incidentally, most of 
it would be spent in the United 
States. 

The committee said, “There 
is every indication the initial 
and maintenance cost of mod- 
ern weapons will be substan- 
tially higher in the future.” 
It added that partially offset- 
ting the implication of this 
prospect is the fact that sev- 
eral NATO countries can pay 
their own way. But. the outlook 
appeared to be that appropri- 
ations for several years should 
be at least as large as the 
total now sought for next year.

“What we cannot afford,” the 
committee said, “are the costs 
and risks involved in abandon- 
ing or emasculating the mutual 
security program.” 

The economic side of the 
double-barreled program, the 
committee said, has experi- 
enced a proportional rise in the 
last three years. The group 
stressed there was no “magic 
balance” between economic and

Emphasis on Loans 


The Draper committee, like 
the Fairless group, recom- 
mended increased emphasis on 
loans.

The relatively new develop- 
ment loan fund has pledged its 
entire capital of $700,000,000 
to finance projects and has 
before it $1,500,000,000 in ap- 
plications. It is seeking a $225,- 
000,000 supplemental appropri- 
ation for the current fiscal year 
and $700,000,000 in new money 
for the year starting in July. 

Request Turned Down. 

In trimming back the fund

‘‘A SHOT IN THE DARK”? by 
David Garnett tells the story of an ex- 
patriate American who seeks refuge in 
a small Italian town in order to write a 
book, heal the wounds of an abrasive 
love affair, and make a limited income 
go as far as possible. What he encoun- 
‘ters is unfavorable both to spiritual 
convalescence and to creative effort. 

Robert Harcourt, the American in 
question, makes his first contact with 
the townspeople of San Frediano through 
Signor Luchesi the local pharmacist 
and mayor. Luchesi turns Harcourt over 
to his daughter Gemma, a tall dark girl 
of striking appearance and decidedly 
independent ways. In the course of his 
preliminary wanderings through the 
town Robert is surprised to hear the 
sound of jazz music coming from the 
ground floor of a building whose blaz- 
ing lights and neon sign set it apart. 

On closer investigation Robert is even 

more surprised to discover that the gar- 
ish dance hall is a part of the bishop's 
palace. An explanation is provided a 
few days later. Because of inadequate 
revenue in the diocese the bishop had 
rented the floor below his residence to a 
certain Tommy Angelo with the under- 
standing that it would be used as a 
hostel for tourists. In return Angelo has 
agreed to repair the palace which is in 
a ruinous condition. 
ANGELO KEEPS only one part of 
his bargain, but the bishop, who feels 
that he has been victimized by an un- 
scrupulous character is further out- 
raged by the fact that Angelo’s dance 
hall has become the center of San 
Frediano’s social life. 

When Robert pays a courtesy call on 
the Bishop he finds that the prelate is 
in despair over the vulgarization of 
modern life which the dance hall sym-

So when 
Angelo makes it known that he intends 
to run for mayor, Robert agrees with 
the bishop that Angelo is not only an 
immoral force but a crook who intends 
to victimize the whole town, With these 
developments the stage is set for a 
“showdown” between the two men. 


The story has three strong elements: 
the growth of the love affair between 
Robert and Gemma, the impending 
clash, with its possibilities of violence, 
between Robert and Angelo, and the 
social tremors caused by préssure of 
the town’s younger element who want 
to become modern. Aside from these 
Robert has discovered that a “cult of 
Diana” exists in the community and 
that while most of its members have 
successfully blended the pagan rites 
with Christian worship, a few—Gemma 
Luchesi among them—are conscious 
votaries. 

WITH ALL THIS MATERIAL 
the author could easily have written a 
novel of broad dimensions with a rich 
mixture of contrasting elements. Un- 
fortunately only the love story is given 


an adequate treatment. The influence . 


of Diana,.on anybody except Gemma 
is forgotten, the social revolution in the 
town is slighted, and even the promised 
melodramatic climax explodes like a 
wet firecracker. The events of the last 
100 pages are so tersely and so hur- 
riedly described that one could be- 
lieve they were preliminary notes that 
the author had sent to publisher by 
mistake. 

“A Shot in the Dark” would not be 
worth the space here given to it if the 
author were a lesser person than Da- 
vid Garnett.

POETS TODAY are no longer considered to be “born.” 
They are made by the long discipline of graduate English

But if any poet can be said to have a mainly 
natural talent, that poet is Langston Hughes. The reason for 
this is that Hughes draws his inspiration not so much from 
books as from life around him and from his experience.

All the more jfemarkable, 
thereforé, is the achievement of Miss 
Elizabeth Jenkins, author of previous 
books on Jane Austen and Lady Caro- 
line Lamb, in producing a biography 
that is not only a Book-of-the-Month 
Club selection but has been acclaimed 
by competent critics as one of the very 
best that has appeared.

name tops the list of great Princes. 

It was her weaknesses almest as 
much as her virtues that made her 
unforgettable however; her fits of nerv- 
ous irritability and downright stingi- 
ness, for example. But her famous 
evasions, indecisions and vacillations so 
often and so well served the purposes 
of statecraft that they had the stamp 
of positive genius upon them. 

Sometimes viewing the reign in such 
personal terms puts the picture a bit 
out of focus. Sympathizers with Mary 
Queen of Scots won't like the one-sided 
treatment of the long struggle between 
the queens, and historians will object 
that Philip when he launched his of- 
fensive against England had more of a 
motive than merely the desire to seat 
himself on Elizabeth’s throne. But these 


clude some work never published before. The several 
hundred poems are grouped under 13 sections having titles 
like “Afro-American Fragments,” “Shadow of the Blues,” 
“Lament Over Love” and “Montage of a Dream Deferred.” 
Altogether the collection is handsomely designed and printed, 

Hughes is most successful in his poems and ballads which 
have a definite rhythm or beat; the free verse, written mostly 
in the ’'20s, has not worn so well. Whether or not he is the 
“original jazz poet,” as Arna Bontemps has acclaimed him, 
he remains the most active lyricist of that category of jazz 
still known as the “blues.” He was the first poet fully to ex- 
ploit and appreciate the regular poetic pattern of the blues. 
THE BEST ELEMENTS of Hughes’s poetry are its 
clarity, its depth and authenticity of feeling, and its varied 
treatment of moods and themes. In the conventional sense 
his technique is not outstanding, but his verse often carries 
a power lacking in verse by more fussy craftsmen. The poems 
here range from fast-moving conversational pieces to ballads 
on traditional topics. Hughes has a mystical strain, too; cer- 
tain poems (‘“Cross,” “Silhouette,” “Genius Child”) are 
reminiscent of Blake’s “Songs of Experience.” 

Underlying these ‘selected Poems,” both the grim and the 
glad, is a voice of pain and isolation, of a deeply felt con- 
temporary anguish. “I am the American heartbreak,” the 
poet writes; and the song of his “Night of the four songs un- 
sung” repeats like a cante hondo or lament: “Sorrow! Sor- 
row! Sorrow! Sorrow!” By whatever name it is known— 


There is an endless fascination to 
Elizabeth. In any list of 10 greatest 
or most remarkable women of history 
she would rank near the top. She was 
great as a ruler and great because of 
the age to which she gave her name. 
Elizabethan can be equated with Au- 
gustan and Periclean. 

Except in fiction—and here the name 
of Margaret Irwin comes first to mind 
—Elizabeth has been the almost exclu- 
sive property of the male historian. 
Now, while I am of course partial to 
my own sex, I think when it is a matter 
of understanding the mind and heart of 


a woman like Elizabeth one of her own 


sex could do the better job, and Miss 
Jenkins sustains that belief at every 
point. Masculine admiration the great 
Queen has always had aplenty, from 
Rob Dudley, her first lover, down even, 
shall we say, to Mr. A. L. Rowse. 


BUT A WOMAN’S EYES and 
tongue may not be quite so kind, and it 
is therefore very interesting to find 
that Miss Jenkins is not less sympa- 
thetic, she is even if anything tenderer 
in her regard for the great Queen. The 
reader is made to feel, too, that this 
sympathy and admiration is not the 
result of any short, superficial acquaint- 
ance but of having lived intimately 
with her for a long time. 

Her book has the hallmark of thor- 
oughness upon it, and I would express 
the opinion that the author has come 
as close as anyone has to genuine un- 
derstanding of Elizabeth. The result is 
a most interesting, persuasive, psycho-

fashioned narrative of a life. 

The author has shown wisdom, also, 
in not trespassing far into the domain 
of the historian. While there is plenty 
of scholarship and research here, it 
has been concentrated on the Queen’s 
personal history. Letters and _ state 
papers have been diligently searched 
for every scrap of information bearing 
on this, The result is a much fuller 
and more vivid picture of her than in 
any previous biography. 

THE POLITICS of the reign can- 
not, of course, be passed over entirely. 
Whether or not she married and who 
was to be her husband — a domestic 
lover like Leicester or a foreign prince 
like Alencon—was a matter that con- 
cerned her most deeply, but it was 
also the foremost political question of 
her reign. Miss Jenkins naturally does 
not stint any aspect of this but there 
are whole stretches of the reign—like 
her relations with Parliament, her ec- 
clesiastical policy, her part in the ex- 
pansion of England—which are omitted. 

Here then we have the great Queen 
in all her unfading glory. The adjec- 
tives begin to flow one upon another 
as one attempts to describe her: pale, 
aquiline, beautiful, magnificent, bril- 
liant, magnetic. If only for the grand 
proclamation that she “wished to open

THE GREAT QUEEN’S STORY 
is really that of a life-long love af- 
fair—her love for England and the 
ardent reciprocity of a people grateful 
for all that her reign had meant to 
them: peace, freedom from foreign in- 
vasion and civil war, and prosperity 
such as they had never known before. 

Patriotism was virtually born in her 
reign. Henry V may or may not have 
spoken the words on the eve of Agin- 
court which Shakespeare put into his 
mouth, but we know the actual words 
that Elizabeth addressed to her troops 
at Tilbury on the eve of the Armada 
and they have the same ring: “I know 
I have the body of a weak feeble woman 
but I have the heart and stomach of a

Saul Bellow ‘Talks About Modern Writing

THE LATEST of emi- 
nent writers to travel to the 
University of Illinois, at Ur- 
bana, to lecture in its bicen- 
tennial arts festival is Saul 
Bellow, who appeared there 
this month. 

Bellow was introduced to 
his university audience as a 
writer who, more than most 
of his colleagues, is a con- 
temporary novelist, one who 
has lived through two world 
wars and a depression and 
has examined the state of 
mind of the so-called “Silent 
Generation.” Honors paid 
him include a National 
Book Award for “The Ad- 
ventures of Augie March” 
(1953). 

His appearance at Urbana 
followed close on the publi- 
eation of his novel, “Hender- 
gon the Rain King,” which is 
attracting considerable atten- 
tion from reviewers. Bellow 
discussed that book and 
writing in general in an in- 
terview on the campus before 
the lecture. He was well 
dressed, genial and, not sur- 
prisingly, deft in speech, 

He said he meant for 
“Henderson” to be funny 


and added that broad humor, 
in the genre of Mark Twain, 
is no longer so prominent in 
American literature as it 
once was. “We've stopped 
making fun of institutions,” 
said Bellow. 

In Bellow’s highly fanciful 
book, Henderson, an Ameri- 
can millionaire, encounters 
two African tribes. They 
are imaginary, but the au- 
thor thinks they would sound 
plausible in an anthropologi- 
cal field report. He himself 
studied anthropology at the 
University of Chicago and 
at Northwestern University. 
BELLOW didn’t major in 
literature, although he al- 
ways assumed he would be a 
writer, because he felt that 
“what the English depart- 
ment could give me I could 
easily get for myself.” An- 
thropology simply interested 
him, he said. He didn’t have 
any practical plans regard- 
ing it. 

“Asa matter of fact, I didn’t 
have a prudent thought un- 
til I was 40,” he said. 

On the inevitable subject 
of the Beat Generation, Bel- 
low said he had hoped that 
that rebellion was genuine, 


but that he was surprised to 
find so little intellectual con- 
tent in the writing. 


“It's old-fashioned Rim- 
baud with water. Whitman 
with even more water. I’m 
interested in the Beat Gen- 
eration as a social phenom- 
enon, and I’m all for the 
attitude behind it. Some- 
times a writer feels he has 
to strike an extravagant atti- 
tude, and that’s good for 
him. But in the last analysis, 
it’s talent that counts. 


“A small rebellion becomes 
decor, window dressing, and 
is taken up by business. Now 
surrealism is used in adver- 
tising, and beat poetry is 
read in cabarets. And the 
beat writers are rich.” 


Bellow said he isn’t rich, 
with one best-seller, “Augie 
March,” in 20 years of writ- 
ing. But he recently received 
a writer’s grant from the 
Ford Foundation, and any- 
way he isn’t complaining. 


Bellow’s other books are 
“The Dangling Man,” 1944, 
“The Victim,” 1947, and 
“Seize the Day,” 1956. Peri- 
odicals that have printed his 
stories include Partisan Re- 


view, The New Yorker and 
Harper's Bazaar. 
BELLOW’S PARENTS 
emigrated from Russia to 
Canada in 1913, and he was 
born in Lachine, Quebec, two 
years later, but he grew up 
on the Northwest Side in 
Chicago and considers him- 
self a Chicagoan ‘‘out and 
out.” He is married and has 
two sons, aged 15 and 2. 

He currently has “a very 
loose connection” with the 
University of Minnesota. “I 
teach every now and then, 
and I give talks. Writers are 
supposed to give talks these 
days. Writing is considered a 
branch of the ministry.” 

A writer’s problems may 
include having to write in 
the evening, after a _ full 
day’s work at something else. 
If so, he has a difficult time 
finding access to life itself, 


said Bellow, unless he has. 


“a privileged occupation.” 
“If he works for the New 
York State Employment Bu- 
reau, for instance, he has a 
chance to learn about other 
people’s lives, but most per- 
sons have their closest con- 
tacts with people in child- 
hood, with their families.

SMOLENSK UNDER SOVIET RULE, by Merle Fainsod.

WHEN POLITICAL SCIENTISTS ARE NOT 
daydreaming about the things that everybody else daydreams 
about, they escape from reality with a professional fantasy: 
they imagine that they will secure access to sources which 
will make it possible for them to describe and analyze the 
motivations and pressures that shape the “real” process of 
decision-making in a society; and thus they will penetrate 
beyond the facade of written constitutions, laws and public 
speeches which characterize the formal procedures of rulers. 
Only uninhibited political scientists of course allow the Soviet 
political system to enter their professional] reveries. 

Yet the grim vicissitudes of German military victory and 
defeat in the Second World War have enabled Merle Fainsod, 
who is Professor of Government and Director of Political 
Studies at the Russian Research Center at Harvard Univer- 
sity and who qualifies easily as the most distinguished aca- 
demic specialist on Soviet politics, to probe deeply behind the 
visible structure of government in the U.S.S.R. 

In July 1941, German army units seized Smolensk, a city 
200 miles west of Moscow, and intelligence officers shipped 
back to Germany 200,000 pages of captured documents, des- 
ignated the Smolensk Archive. Consisting of records and 
correspondence of the Communist Party of the region for 
the period 1917-1938 (current records evidently were de- 
stroyed by Party officials), as well as reports of governmental 
bodies, security policy, courts and militia, the Smolensk 
Archive fell into the custody of the United States Army at 
the end of World War II. Subsequently, the Rand Corpora- 
tion, a research organization sponsored by the United States 
Air Force, placed this unique collection of documents at the 
disposal of Professor Fainsod. 


WHATDO WE LEARN from Professor Fainsod’s metic- 
ulous analysis of materials which Soviet Communists did not 
intend for general circulation? 

In the first place, at least between the First and Second 
World Wars, expanded productivity became the supreme 
value shaping Communist behavior. Ideological consistency, 
economic standards of living, considerations of humaneness, 
legality, even the ostentatious demands of Party discipline 
were sacrificed to the overriding requirements of increased 
production. Doctrinal baggage was dumped or shifted around 
if it retarded productivity — in fact, what we call Stalin- 
ism largely represents an attempt to provide an umbrella 
composed of Marxist symbols for leaders committed to an 
awesome rate of industrialization; starvation among groups 
with low potentiality for economic productivity was per- 
mitted to run its course; and violations of law and disci- 
pline were ignored or condoned if only norms of production 
were maintained. 

The Smolensk Archive reveals that not even the most 
powerful Party official in the area was immune from the 
pressures for increased production and was forced to resort 
to pathetic pleas for support in fulfilling quotas. 

Secondly, the Smolensk Archivé documents in poignant 
detail the insecurity of lives and careers in a society subject 
both to the pressures of industrialization (with fts concom- 
itant of collectivization in the Smolensk region) and the 
vagaries of what Khrushchev called Stalin’s “sickly sus- 
picion.” The Archive incorporates directives issued dur- 
ing the purges of the 1930s, desperate appeals from victims 
addressed to Rumyantsev as first secretary of the local party 
organization, and, ultimately, the denunciation of Rumyant- 
sev as a “traitor,” a “spy” and a member of a “right-Trotsky- 
ite band of enemies of the people.” 


THIRDLY, THE ARCHIVE explodes the myth of 
the monolithic party and monolithic society. Conflict, rather 
than unity, is the theme of the Archive. There are conflicts 
between Bolsheviks and groups attached to the czarist regime, 
conflicts between Communists and non-Communists, con- 
flicts within the Party between Communists and communists, 
conflicts between Party officials and the secret police, con- 
flicts between local and central Party organizations. 

Fourthly, the Archive demonstrates that organizational 
charts of the Communist Party and the Soviet government 
poorly reflect the complexity of decision-making in the So- 
viet system. Despite paper plans, decisions do not flow 
smoothly from the organs at the top, through intermediate 
bodies, down to groups at the bottom of the formal. hier- 
archy of decision-making. Petitions and letters from below 
sometimes modify and sometimes sabotage policies deter- 
mined at higher levels; informal ‘family circles” attempt to 
protect their members from suffering penalties for evading 
Party and governmental decisions; the secret police encour- 
age informers to report outside the channels of the Party; 
and splits among Party members at the central levels may 
encourage them to circumvent the formal channels of organi- 
zation in their quest for allies. Factory manager, military 
commander, director of secret police, and Party secretary do 
not always pull and push in the same direction, 

Finally, the conflicts and tensions of the period between 
the First and Second World Wars ultimately created what 
Fainsod calls “a new class of beneficiaries” in Soviet society. 
The removal of old Party officials and economic directors 
provided spectacular opportunities for rapid upward mobil- 
ity. Since Smolensk was the center of an agricultural area, 
the Archive does not adequately reflect this facet of Soviet 
behavior. For one of the most conspicuous attributes of 
contemporary Soviet society is the emergence of the techni- 
cal specialists, indispensable to an economy dependent on an 
advanced technology, at dominant levels of Soviet power. 


WITH REGARD TO ONE ASPECT of Soviet pol- 
icies, the Archive suggests that Communist policy after 
World War II broke sharply with its antecedents. Hence 
during the entire period covered by the Archive, Communist 
officials, while confronted with numerous manifestations 
of antagonism to Jews, consistently condemned and, in some 
cases, punished anti-semitism. In contrast, Party officials 
during the more virulent phases of the anti-cosmopolitan 
campaign following the Second World War fanned, rather 
than contained, the winds of Russian anti-semitism. 

Certain marginal aspects of “Smolensk Under Soviet Rule” 
will hold special interest for St. Louis readers. Fainsod at- 
tended local schools, and received A.B. and M.A. degrees, as 
well as an honorary degree, from Washington University. 
And he dedicates the book to the former head of the De- 
partment of Political Science at Washington~University, Dr. 
Arnold J. Lien. -A generation of students no doubt joins 
in the sentiments of his dedication to Dr. Lien — “devoted

“Landmarks” Group Seeks Recognition of Historic Sites

ON APRIL 19, St. Louisans are invited 
to take a tour of St. Louis. This will be 
a bus expedition, the sort of trip that 
we make as visitors in other cities to 
places of historical interest. The after- 
noon tour is intended to show St. Loui- 
sans that we actually do still have a few 
relics of our past, to show what and 

re they are, and to encourage the 
idea of preserving the best of them. 


This will be the introductory project 


of the Landmarks Association of St. 
Louis. 

After that, the group will under- 
take: 


1. A survey of buildings and places 
of historical and architectural interest 
inside St. Louis. 


2. Renewed efforts to save the Lewis 
Bissell Mansion at 4426 Randall place, 
near the old North Side water tower. 


3. Efforts to redevelop the entire 
neighborhood around both the old water 
tower, and others, such as Lafayette 
Square. 


The. Landmarks organization also will 
interest itself in downtown planning, 
where landmarks are in the making. 

“It has been suggested that we call 
ourselves the Janus Society, after the 
two-faced Roman god, with one face 
looking towards the past, the other to 
the future,” said Joseph Passonneau, 
the president. The society has a third 
aspect—it is involved with the present, 
too, the time for action being now. 
ALMOST EVERY PHASE of the

have already done so much pioneer 
work at preservation. 

St. Louis has invariably found itself 
at a disadvantage when the question 
arose as to the fate of an important old 
building. There seldom was warning 
enough of its danger, or resources 
enough to deal with the problem, or 
people enough to work out a rescue 
operation, or interest enough to assure 
even moral support from the public. 

The Landmarks survey is intended to 
find and identify buildings of historical 
interest in this city, to determine where 
they stand in a scale of values that fol- 
lows established standards, and to be 
prepared to call important buildings to 
the attention of city planners whose ar- 
rangements might need to make allow- 
ances for them. The group will, by no 
means, be at war with the State High- 
way Department and others whose clear- 
ance projects often necessitate whole- 
sale removals of old buildings. 

In the case of the Lewis Bissell Man- 
sion, which is on the Mark Twain Ex- 
pressway route, the state agency has 
shown willingness to go along with any 
practical solution to the problem of 
building a retaining wall that would 
make razing of the house unnecessary. 
The advantage of advance surveys is 
that they remove the vexing and discon- 
certing element of surprise. They serve 
notice that certain buildings may be 
tampered with only at a loss to the 
community, and they afford planners 
opportunity to avoid. these structures, 
or, better still, to include them in new 
developments. 

THE EXPERIENCE of other com- 
munities has established, in court rul-

ings, the legal right of a city and state 
to enact preservation legislation. In 
other words, laws that protect the qual- 
ity of distinctive neighborhoods by 
prohibiting major exterior changes in 
buildings without consent of a board of 
review. In one case, the United States 
Supreme Court held that a community 
has “as much right to ordered beauty 
and harmony as to police protection.” 


As Richard Howland, president of the 
National Trust for Historic Preservation, 
said at the Landmarks’ first meeting: 
“Communities are finding it very good 
business, besides being good historical 
practice, to preserve worthy buildings.” 


Howland said that the best progress 
was made, in fact, in cities that kept old 
neighborhoods in normal use, rather 
than to convert old buildings into 
museums. 


In the Georgetown section of Wash- 
ington, D.C., he said, a group calling 
itself Historic Georgetown, Inc., and or- 
ganized with the specific idea of making 
a profit, interested itself in three threat- 
ened eighteenth-century buildings. It 
sold $115,000 in common and preferred 
stock — NOT tax deductible —to adapt 
these structures to house a restaurant, 
shops and apartments. This improve- 
ment saved the entire neighborhood 
from deteriorating into a slum. After 
seven years, the development has not 
yet returned a profit, but it has proved 
self-sustaining and beginning next year 
it is expected to yield 3 per cent. 
VARIATIONS ON THIS plan have 
brought about profitable preservation in 
Baltimore, Richmond, Va., Charleston, 
S.C., Providence, R.I., Portsmouth, N.H., 
and other communities where private 
groups of citizens have made rentals 
pay for improvements. 

In St. Louis, residents of the Hyde 
Park neighborhood accomplished a no- 
table job of preservation of their own 
homes, with aid from the city’s rehabili- 
tation program. Some _ neighborhoods 
don’t lend themselves to this kind of 
preservation, but this section of mellow 
old brick houses made an admirable 
comeback from the very brink of be- 
coming a slum. Its buildings are of his- 
toric value only in the sense that they 
are representative of the St. Louis nine- 
teenth-century neighborhood scene, but 
that is important, too. 

The Lafayette Park section has even 
greater possibilities; its imposing old 
dwellings, many now used as cheap 
rooming houses, offer attractive apart- 
ment possibilities. 

Where only individual buildings are 
of special interest, Landmarks hopes to 
work out agreements with the owners 
to maintain their exteriors in their orig- 
inal style, but offering suggestions as 
to how the interiors can be adapted to 
continued use. 

Landmarks is enlisting public member- 
ship on the basis of $5 to $100 annual 
tax-deductible contributions.

Confusion in Education Debate 


A Warning Against the “Belaboring of Straw Men”

WHEN THE TUMULT over edu- 
cation finally dies down, as it certainly 
will, let us hope that some echo of good 
sense will remain to repay us for all 
the noise. Nobody denies that educa- 
tion—from elementary school through 
graduate school—has its problems, but 
what these problems are and how to 
solve them are questions which daily 
become more bewildering as the debate 
over them becomes warmer. Just to 
make matters worse, there is the danger 
that while well-intentioned doctors are 
busy disagreeing, the patient will fall 
info the hands of witch doctors. 

Some of the present difficulties are 
the result of the newness of our educa- 
tional system. Free public education in 
the United States was not universally 
accepted until the 1870's. However, 
some of the difficulties are also the 
result of having established an educa- 
tional policy without providing clear 
means for putting it into effect, Even 
today there is not sufficient awareness 
of what it takes to educate an entire 
population. As the enormity of the 
problem gradually becomes plain, edu- 
cators begin, as they should, to experi- 
ment in order to find out what to teach 
(curriculum) and how to teach it 
(methods). 


Present critics of education seem to 
fall into three major groups: those who 
generally prefer the .curricula and 
methods of the past, those who sud- 
denly are worried about Soviet scien- 
tific successes and want the schools to 
require more and stiffer courses in 
technical subjects, and those who have 
objections to a specific aspect of the 
educational system and are worried that 
more may be amiss. 


SOME OF THE CRITICISMS 
of education are surely justifiable and 
long overdue; others are misconceived, 
or more rarely, malicious. One of the 
loudest complaints has been raised 
against so-called snap electives and “life 
a“astment” courses. This complaint is 
loaded with misunderstanding. It is as- 
sumed that adjustment means merely 
conforming: or getting by; and it is 
assumed that’ the adjustment to life 
being urged by the schools is concerned 
only with trivia. These assumptions 
have never been proved. 


The complaint that the schools do not 
teach enough science and mathematics 
has leaped into prominence as the re- 
sult of dramatic Soviet advances in 
rocketry; but it would be folly to em- 
phasize technical subjects alone. 

The public schools cannot be con- 
verted into preparatory schools for the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 


= 


without ceasing to be public schools, 
that is, schools to educate all children. 
At best, only a fraction of. the student 
body of the nation is able and willing 
to enter defense-related scientific fields. 


THIS FRACTION SHOULD, of 
course, receive a thorough technical 
education. However, the country also 
needs fine doctors, lawyers, musicolo- 
gists, teachers, professors, entomolo- 
gists, carpenters, social workers, and 
others—all of whom are both proficient 
in their specialties as well as broadly 
knowledgeable as parents, citizens and 
members of a civilization with a long 
and valuable cultural history. In short, 
we cannot afford to be panicked into 
emphasizing science alone when what 
we need is more science, more social 
studies, more language and literature, 
and more of everything that helps cre- 
ate the informed citizenry upon which 
democracy depends. 


That educators (contemptuously called 
“educationists”) are watering down the 
curriculum, failing to uphold standards, 
and gearing education to suit the stu- 
dent who is the lowest common denomi- 
nator is a charge that deserves careful 
examination because it is equivalent to 
saying that education is being scuttled 
by the people most directly responsible 
for its well-being and progress. 

AT FIRST GLANCE the charge 
is convincing because it is true that 
contemporary education is geared te the 
“average” and is not flexible enough to 
supply the needs of a student body 
which contains minds ranging from the 
most divinely acute to the most distress- 
ingly obtuse. Unfortunately, the critics 
do not seem really to want to increase 
the flexibility of the schools but instead 
are interested in providing a classical 
education for the gifted few and are 
willing to let the “masses” sink or swim. 


If we are seriously interested in edu- 
cating all the children, not just some, 
then we must recognize that public edu- 
cation cannot and should not be exclu- 
sively college preparatory. 

As for some of the genuine weak- 
nesses (as I see them), it is certainly 
true that the best and the weakest stu- 
dents often do not get. the attention 
they deserve. Also, too much time, ef- 
fort, and money are poured into spec- 
tator sports, such as football and bas- 
ketball, and it would seem that physical 
education teachers could spend their 
time to greater advantage by encour- 
aging healthful and useful activities, 
such as swimming, in which large num- 
bers of students can participate. 

Again far too much time is purchased 
with precious tax dollars, is wasted each 
year. For example, there is no real edu-

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cational benefit to be derived from 
students’ doing busy work while the 
teacher does clerical work, making 
Christmas decorations for the class- 
room, attending assemblies designed for 
entertainment only, and attending sports 
rallies intended to arouse extremely 
competitive (though not very sportsman- 
like) feelings. 


EXCEPT IN RARE instances, 
education is ill-paid and sometimes ill- 
housed as well. 
tion is long overdue which would en- 
dow teachers with genuine professional 
status by enabling them to control, at 
least partially, membership in the pro- 
fession and to set professional standards 
of conduct and performance. Teachers, 
if they are truly professionals, should 
have a voice in formulating educational 
policies. Certainly deplorable work- 
conditions (such as inadequate rest- 
rooms, twenty minute or shorter lunch 
“hours,” and numerous clerical duties) 
should be eliminated. 


One of the great weaknesses of Ameri- 
can education is the result of the way 
school systems are controlled, Either 
the state exercises rigid control, even 
to the extent of choosing textbooks, or 
local school boards exercise control with 
only spotty state supervision. In the 
first case there is a danger that the 
state will be insensitive to local prob- 
lems and stifle local initiative, and in 
the second there is the danger that lo- 
cally sanctioned practices will be below 
an acceptable standard for the state as 
a whole. What is needed is a better bal- 
ance between state supervision and local 
control and a determined effort to up- 
grade the personnel of school boards. 
For a start, it might be worth experi- 
menting with the modest requirement 
that school board members possess an 
education which is at least equal to the 
highest grade under their control. 


THE SAD THING about the pres- 
ent debate over education is that so 
much of it is devoted to jousting with 
windmills, flailing dead horses, and be- 
laboring straw men. It is high time to 
stop blaming John Dewey and progres- 
sive education for everything. Regard- 
less of their merits and deficiencies, 
they were not nearly so influential as 
their critics assert. The schools should 
get a searching look but only so that 
we may learn how we may better build 
an educational system that will make 
the most of each student's capacities. 
When the great debate subsides, let it 
not be said that we wasted our breath.

WHEN THE NAME BACH is mentioned in a musical 
context one immediately thinks of Johann Sebastian. The 
Leipzig cantor was indeed the greatest of them all; but 
members of the Bach family were making music in Germany 
from the time of Martin Luther to the time of Bismarck and 
no less than 40 of them, all connected by blood ties, are 
listed in Grove’s Dictionary. Boston Records, a company 
which relies heavily upon the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
for its performers, has made a start on what promises to be 
a far-reaching exploration of music composed by this re- 
markable clan. Volume One contains the Overture in D by 
Johann Bernard Baeh, played by the Zimbler Sinfonietta 
with Richard Burgin conducting, and the Sextet in E-Flat 
by Wilhelm Friedrich Ernst Bach, as performed by members 
of the’ Boston Symphony. 

Johann Bernhard was roughly contemporaneous with the 

great Sebastian and his Overture is a well made euphonious 
work, pleasant but hardly outstanding. Wilhelm Friederich 
Ernst Bach, a grandson of Sebastian and the last of his 
famous line, lived through the beginnings of the Romantic 
period but his sextet is a throw-back to the eighteenth cen- 
tury. Again one hears a well-schooled musical mind at work 
but without striking results. 
IN THE SECOND VOLUME Car! Phillip Emanuel 
Bach is represented by his Sinfonia in D Minor and Johann 
Christian Bach by three instrumental pieces derived from his 
opera “Amadis de Gaul.” The sinfonia is a work of sub- 
stance supported by interesting harmonies. Johann Chris- 
tian’s mellifluous and vivacious melodic character reminds 
one of a lesser Mozart which is quite ironic in view of the 
fact that Mozart was influenced, in some degree by the Lon- 
don Bach’s music. These two sons of Johann Sebastian far 
outshone their brother Wilhelm Friedemann, but the latter's 
Sonata for Two Flutes and his Harpsichord Concerto in F, 
are superior in strength and inventiveness to those of the 
London Bach. The flutists Anthony Dwyer and. Phillip 
Kaplan play the flute sonata. The Zimbler Sinfonietta plays 
the sinfonia and the concerto. Daniel Pinkham is the harp- 
sichord soloist and his instrument is kept too much in the 
background. In other respects the sound reproduction for 
both reoordings is first rate. \Boston Records, Stereophonic, 
two records.) 


PAUL BADURA-SKODA is the soloist with the 
Vienna State Opera Orchestra in a recorded performance 
of Beethoven's Piano Concerto No. 3 in C Minor. Herman 
Scherchen is the conductor. Badura-Skoda is sensitive to the 
lvrical qualities of this concerto and gives an appealing per- 
formance for that reason A little more driving force in 
the first and third movements, however, could have added 
something to the total effect of his performance without 
minimizing its fluent charm. (Westminster, Stereophonic, 


one record.) 

AS A CONTRIBUTION to the 200th anniversary of 
Handel's death the Choir and Orchestra of the Netherlands 
Bach Society give a solid if somewhat too pontifical per- 
formance of the Dettingen Te Deum. The solo parts are 
beautifully sung by’ the mixed quartet Anthon van der 
Horst is the conductor. Many of the choruses in this work 
represent Handel at his best. The reproduction is excellent. 
(Epic, Monaural, one record.) 

HANS SCHMIDT-ISSERSTEDT and the London 
Symphony Orchestra take their turn with Mozart's Symphony 
No. 39 in E-Flat and the “Jupiter’’ Symphony in C Major. 
These lively, aggressive recordings make one respect the 
conductor's courage more than his judgment Sometimes 
they are quite exciting but the thickness of texture and heavi- 
ness of accentuation are not favorable to the graceful qual- 


ities of either work. Mozart, to be sure, was a strong as 
well as a sensitive composer. The conductor's task is to 
bring out the whole range of his character wherever they 
appear as in these two symphonies. (Mercury, Monaural, 


one record.)

“Dick had great confidence 
in St. Louis,” said DeWitt, 
| general manager of the 
| Browns throughout Mucker- 
| man’s official association with 
the late, lamented American 
League ball club, “and it’s 
just too bad enough other 
people who talked about the 
Browns weren't as willing to 
act in their behalf—and to 
spend—as Dick was.” 


A sports writer who knew 
him only casually has to have 
a warm spot for Muckerman, 
too, for it was he who gave 
St. Louis one of the finest 
press boxes anywhere, cer- 
tainly the bestin the National 
| League. 


The Ball Park Story 


Muckerman might have 
stayed in baseball—and the 
Browns in St. Louis — if it 
hadn’t been for the Grand 
and Dodier ball park that, 
unfortunately, has been more 
expensive than a new sta- 
dium. 

The center. section of 
Sportsman’s Park, built by 
Robert Lee Hedges 50 years 
ago, was the first steel and 
concrete stands of its kind 
in the Midwest. Sid Keener 
recalled the other day that 
Phil Ball paid $600,000 in 
1926 to expand the park’s 
seating capacity from 18,000 
to 34,000. 

That means, therefore, not 
counting annual maintenance 
or minor repairs, that the 
park has cost nearly $4,- 
000,000 in purchase and im- 
provements since the year 
the tenant Cardinals won 
their last pennant. (Gussie 
Busch has spent about $2,- 
600,000). 

By the time Muckerman 
bought out Don Barnes dur- 
ing the 1945 season, Sports- 
man’s Park was shoddy. The 
Ball Estate declined to make 
improvements. Sam Breadon, 
who had plans then to build 
his own ball park, refused 
to become partners in pur- 
chase of the property. 

As Luke Sewell liked to 
tell, the Browns had come 
out of the war solidly in the 
black financially. DeWitt con- 
firmed that the Browns had 
$600,000 in the bank, no 
debts and a pretty sound nu- 
cleus, he thought, when they 
finished sixth in 1946. 

“Taking over in ‘37 with 
practically no accounting 
staff or farm system, we'd 
built to a ball club that fin- 
ished third in °42, a pre-war 
season for talent, and then 
won with a war-time team in 
44,” said DeWitt. “We had 
reason to believe the future 
could be bright.” 

Then came _ misfortune. 
Muckerman bought the run- 
down ball park for $450,000 
and contracted for improve- 
ments, including the ele- 
vator and rooftop writers’ 
view that replaced the 102- 
step climb and inadequate 
chicken-coop press box. 
Spiraling post-war costs, De- 
Witt explained, plus struc- 
tural defects and a city rul- 
ing requiring new exits onto 
Spring avenue sent the tab 
soaring to $786,000. 

Simultaneously, the San 
Antonio school board sold 
the real estate and old Texas 
League park of the Browns’ 
Double A farm club. A new 
10,000-seat park was built by 
the Browns and caught up in 
inflationary prices. It cost 
more than $700,000. And the 
Browns finished last in the

Tony Anthony, New York 
light heavyweight, won off 
by himself in his bout with 
Sonny Ray at Madison 
Square Garden but specta- 
tors, television and ringside, 
barely missed an unusual 


sight—that of a winner be- 
ing knocked out in the last 
round but too late to be 
counted out. 

The situation was that 
Anthony went into the last 
round with a big lead, Then 
the rugged Ray, who 
bounced into prominence 
with victories over Jesse 
Bowdry, St. Louis’ 175- 
pounder, connected with a 
right-left combination. This 
staggered Anthony. He fired 
back but just before the 
final bell Ray got in another 
one-two which’ so befuddled 
Anthony that he dropped his 
hands and turned his back 
on Ray. 

One more punch in the 
right spot and Anthony 
would, undoubtedly have hit 
the deck. His chin contains 
more than an_- ordinary 
amount of glass, which is at- 
tested by the five knockouts 
he has suffered. 

Before Ray could take ad- 
vantage of the situation the 
final bell rang and, of 
course, Anthony was a big 
winner on points. 

Under the system of round 
scoring, had Anthony actu- 
ally been knocked cold with 
less than 10 seconds left he 
could not have been counted 
out. Then spectators would 
have seen a knocked out 
fighter being declared the 
winner. 

You can easily imagine 
the uproar but what else 
could the officials have done? 
The rules provide, in New 
York, that each round is 
treated separately so that if 
a fighter wins a round by a 
close margin, he gets only 
the same credit as one win- 
ning a round by a wide mar- 
gin. 

Anthony’s manager said 
his boxer heard the bell ring, 
that’s why he dropped his 
hands. He probably heard 
bells all right. but from the 
inside of his head, not from 
outside. 

Max Baer fought Ernie 
Schaaf in Chicago, Aug. 31, 
1932. Baer got the decision 
in 10 rounds of a fairly close 
fight. At the finish, Schaaf 
was lying on the canvas com- 
pletely knocked out, but the 
final bell rang before the 
count could be completed. 
So Baer received credit for 
a point victory instead of 
a knockout. 

At the time, ringsiders 
pointed to the possibility of 
Schaaf being declared the 
winner while being knocked 
out, The officials, however, 
had scored Baer ahead on 
points before the kayo. 

Schaaf later died after a 
loss to Carnera in New York 
and it was always suspected 
that it was an injury he suf- 
fered in the bout with Baer 
which contributed to his 
death.

A Florissant resident wrote: 

“Can you tell me why the 
stream at Alley Spring State 
Park has not been converted 
into a daily-fee trout stream? 

“I've visited this park and 
am impressed by the beauty of 
its surroundings as well as the 
history that goes with that part 
of the country. It has been said 
that we don’t have enough 
places in Missouri where daily 
fee trout streams can be estab- 
lished, 

“TI see very little difference 
between conditions at Alley 
Spring and Bennett Spring. Of 
course, I realize some dredging 
would have to take place. 

“There’s about as much 
water at Alley Spring as at 
Bennett Spring. I believe the 
conversion could be made. 

“The stream itself enters 
into the Jack’s Fork, truly a re- 
nowned stream for its bass 
fishing in addition to walleye. 
The natives tell me there are 


occasions when the trout pres- 
ently kept in the spring wan- 


der off to the Jack’s Fork 
and are caught miles down- 
stream.” 

Analyzing this suggestion, 
Dr. G. B. Herndon, fisheries 
superintendent for the com- 
mission, said: 

“There is very little com- 
parison between Bennett 
Spring and Alley Spring inso- 
far as trout management po- 
tential is concerned. 

“Bennett Spring branch is 
about three times as long as 
Alley Spring branch, and has 
considerably more than twice 
the flow. 

“The former is much more 
centrally located and more eas- 
ily accessible. It lends itself 


far better to intensive trout 
Management than does Alley

The following statement was sent fo the members of the staff 
of the St. Louis Globe-Democrat yesterday. 
March 21, 1959 


At this week’s negotiating sessions, it became apparent that 
the only major issue which separates the parties now is the Guild’s 
insistence that we pay people for whom we have no work. 


The Guild submitted a proposal last week that would give 
any purchaser or successor of the Globe-Democrat the right to 
pay severance pay and lay off people for whom there is no work, 
but they are unwilling to give this same right to the present com- 
pany. 

In the meetings thus far, the Guild committee admitted that 
the restrictive security provision is “unique in St. Louis and in 
the nation” and admitted that no other newspaper had so restric- 
tive a clause. The Guild absolutely refused to change this clause. 
When we asked if this gave the Guild veto power over the right to 
discharge people for whom there is no work, they said that it did 
and that they should have it. We simply cannot and will not live 
under such an arrangement. 


We do not ask for a blank check to destroy Guild security. We 
do not ask for a “unique” provision in the contract. We only ask 
for the rights of management which are in Guild contracts 
throughout the country and which have given Guildsmen secur- 
ity on countless other newspapers. 


The Globe-Democrat’s position is this: We have had to cur- 
tail some functions because of the strike. We cannot pay people 
for whom there is no work. We must have the right to lay off such 
people on an inverse seniority basis if no other job can be found 
for them and to pay them severance pay as provided in the for- 
mer contract. Following this, however, the Post - Dispatch has 
agreed to hire on a preferential basis Globe - Democrat employes 
whom they regard as qualified and competent and whom they 
need, and my guess is that they will need substantially all, if not 
all, of our maintenance people. 


This means, as illustration, that a janitor for whom we no 
longer have any work might collect as much as $5,500 in sever- 
ance pay and accrued vacations from us and start work elsewhere 
the next day. 


Is this unreasonable or a hardship on the employes affected? 


Is this worth the continuation of the strike for the over- 
whelming majority of our employes who will not be affected, for 
we have repeatedly said that there will be no lay offs in the edi- 
torial department, that there would be no retribution against any 
of the Guild leaders for their strike activities, and that other dis- 
charges (which we cannot estimate until we get back into pro- 
duction and make up the ground we have lost during the strike 
and can assess our needs for the future in the light of changed 
operations) would in all probability be minimal? 


Statement OF THE GLOBE-DEMOCRAT 


The Globe-Democrat has the second highest Guild scale in 
the country. We have security, severance pay, sick pay and vaca- 
tion provisions which are not exceeded by any newspaper in 
America. We have a pension plan which, by the Guild’s own 
admission, is at least as good in results in every case and in many 
cases better than that of others in our industry. 


Why then prolong a strike which benefits no one, which has 
already cost a million dollars in lost wages, salaries and commis- 
sions to our people and which is causing greater hardship day by 
day not only to our employes but to the community which we 
serve? The continuation serves no useful purpose except to grati- 
fy the stubborn pride of the Guild leadership by retaining this 
“unique” clause, without which the strike might have been set- 
tled three weeks ago. This is especially pertinent since the rela- 
tively few people affected would receive large severance pay and, 
in all probability, find employment on the other paper. 


Why does the Guild prolong the strike? Is its admittedly 
“unique” anti-management provision intended merely to insult 
The Globe-Democrat? Or is it designed to destroy The Globe- 
Democrat? 


If the Guild leadership, which would give all we ask to any 
unnamed possible purchaser but not to us, would give us the same 
right, the strike would be settled. We cannot resume publication 
until we have these rights. 


Is it worthwhile to you to continue such a strike? Is it worth 
jeopardizing your job and the stability of the newspaper to which 
you will look for employment for many years to come — in all 
probability for the rest of your life — simply to maintain a 
“unique” veto power over management? 


Enclosed is a summary of the proposals we have made to the 
Guild committee on a number of occasions in an effort to settle 
the strike. The Guild committee has advised us they will submit 
this proposal to its members at the meeting today and urge its 
rejection. I feel sure, however, if it is fairly presented by the 
Guild committee and voted on BY SECRET BALLOT, it will be 
accepted. 


I hope you will study this summary. I am sure you will find 
that it contains effective guarantees for the overwhelming major- 
ity of our employes, fair treatment for all, and that its benefits 
make what is already the best Guild contract in America even 
better. 


It is up to you! You can end this strike tomorrow with jus- 
tice and honor to all concerned. |

Electrical Changes. 


These patients reacted to an 
oncoming storm before the 
weather change could be de- 
tected by intruments. This sug- 
gested electrical changes in the 
atmosphere as a_ possible 
factor, 

Variations in the electrical 
charge of the air at Orlando 
are recorded daily to deter- 
mine if they are related to the 
behavior of people iwth aller- 
gic respiratory trouble, Dr. 
Klotz reported. 

There are constant but slight 
variations in the electrical 
charge of the _ atmosphere, 
caused by cosmic radiation, 
solar activity, lightning flashes, 
ultra-violet light, falling water 
droplets, and wind-driven dust 
or snow. 

These natural forces knock 


or add extra electrons to other 
air molecules. A molecule de- 
prived of one or more of its 
normal electrons becomes a 
positively charged particle 
called a positive ion. A mole- 
cule acquiring an extra elec- 
tron becomes a negative ion. 
The process is called ioniza- 
tion. 

Normally, said Dr. Klotz, the 
air contains about one ionized 
molecule for every 27 trillion 
molecules. Usually there are 
Slightly more positive than 
negative ions. 


Simple Instruments. 


Relatively simple and inex- 
pensive instruments are avail- 
able for producing either nega- 
tively or positively ionized air. 

Dr. Klotz. said two German 


researchers found that test sub- 
jects breathed more calmly:on | 
negatively ionized air.

One big handicap for BOAC 
is its union setup. It has to} 
deal with 17 unions, represent- | 
ing various types of aircraft 
workers.

The Customs Bureau has de- 
cided to permit importation of 
Henry Miller’s long - banned 
novel, “Tropic of Cancer” — 
but only for literary and 
scholarly purposes. 

The book, published in Paris 
fn 1931, has always been ex- 
cluded from the United States 
as obscene. But it has been 
praised by such literary figures 
as T. S. Eliot. 

The new Customs Bureau 
ruling was sought by Dr. Clark 
Foreman of New York, director 
of the emergency Civil Liber- 
ties Committee. 

A copy of “Tropic of Can- 
eer”—published in English by 
the Obelisk press of Paris— 
was brought back from Europe 
by Dr. Foreman last fall. Cus- 
toms officials seized it when 
he landed at Idlewild airport 
Oct. 1 


Lawyer Enters Case. 


His attorney, Leonard B. 
Boudin of New York, wrote to 
Customs asking return of the 
book. He contended that the 
work was recognized as one 
of literary merit and that Dr. 
Foreman “has a serious in- 
terest in the study of the book 
and a need for it in his work.” 

Customs, with the approval 
of the Treasury, decided to re- 
turn the book to Dr. Foreman. 
The reason for its decision was 
not stated, but officials gave 
this general explanation: 

In the first place, they in- 
dicated, the literary recogni- 
tion given “Tropic of Cancer” 
carried weight. It has been 
discussed in so many publica- 
tions by now that it is cer- 
tainly more of a “classic’”’ than 
when first barred 25 years ago. 

Second, officials said Dr. 
Foreman was regarded as a 
person of responsibility, not

On one side are 
those who say all drives should be united into one. 
Not long ago I read about a town where the wom- 
en organized their own single health fund drive 
for the many national organizations. 


. A WOMAN in the block where I collect refuses to con- 
tribute to anything but the United Fund. Each year I ring 
her doorbell and say, “I know how you feel but here I am 
again.” 


This year, to my surprise, she said, “I still feel that 
way but try me again next year because I may weaken. 
I used to feel we should have one over-all drive but frankly, 
now I’m so confused I don’t know what I think. My hus- 
band and I are going to have a family council and decide 
whether to spread our gifts out or make a major donation 
to some one cause each year.” 


The MS Society has this to say in answer to 
the question, “Are there really ‘Too Many 
Drives’?”—“If you had an MS patient in your 
family, and nothing were being done, you would 
say there are too few drives.” 


p I THINK there are two good arguments on the side of 
the many individual drives. First of all, you can work for 
and donate to the cause which interests you specifically 
because you have personal knowledge of a sister’s cancer, 
a child’s cystic fibrosis, or muscular dystrophy. Secondly, 
people do not support over-all drives as generously. A 
neighborhood solicitor may collect only $10 from her block, 
mostly in dollar bills, but if she solicits for 10 causes in 
one, she won't collect $100. Americans, geared to install- 
ment payments, will part with a dollar every other week 
much more freely than with a single lump-sum payment. 


Personally I favor fund raising projects in which 
something is sold, whether it's candy, baked goods, or pot- 
holders, but these involve more volunteers and more work. 


If any of our readers has the solution to this problem 
send it along. The Lord loveth a cheerful giver but many 
of the Lord’s cheerful givers are thinking of disconnecting 
the doorbell.

HOME BUYING: You get this picture of the “typical” 
tract home buyer from one recent study.

+ CAR GADGETS: For some people, a car isn’t just to 
drive and enjoy; it’s a challenge to spend money on gadgets 
claimed to stop wear, save gat, up performance. So notes 
one automotive engineer in Popular Mechanics. Included 
in his list of those not likely to do what the buyer hopes 
they'll do: Additives to make batteries last longer; special 
plugs or coils for more or “hotter” sparks; gaS-tank addi- 
tives to cut engine carbon formation; and pills, pastes or 
liquids to “rebuild” the engine. Tests of “rebuilding” pills, 
for example, have shown no significant weight loss after 
use. “Even if metal could be gotten into the cylinder,” says 
the engineer, “it is hard to see how any metal could be 
expected to stick to the oil-covered cylinder walls.” Solvents 
to remove deposits from carburetor and other engine parts 
are another matter, do have value. 


y TRENDS AND TIP-OFFS: Don't believe it when a 
company claims “our prices are always lower.” It may 
make the claim in good faith. But an extensive study of 
discount houses, appliance dealers, catalogue houses and 
retailers in general shows that no single institution can 
consistently undersell its competition. Only by intelligent 
comparative shopping can you intelligently determine 
where to buy and at what price. ... Insects can attack 
synthetic fibers and blends. In recent tests, carpet beetles, 
responsible for much so-called “moth demage” in wool 
fabrics, were found to eat holes through food-stained syn- 
thetic materials. They did not touch unstained fabrics. 


2d AROUND THE HOUSE: Some heating engineers now 


recommend moving the thermostat down to sitting level 
to keep the temperature at the point you prefer at that 
level. You'll have to stoop a bit to check it but you'll be 
fore comfortable. . . . Plan to paint your basement? If 
walls are dry, you can choose from solvent-thinned rubber- 
based paints, solvent-thinned masonry paints, or water- 
thinned latex paints; all are alkali-resistant. Portland 
cement paint also is good. Where walls are damp and the 
dampness is likely to be permanent, the one safe paint 
is Portland cement, since moisture improves its cure.

The Night the Doria Went Down 


F or Good Causes? Collision Took Place Despite Radar That Revealed Stockholm at 17 Miles, New Book Points Out

IN THICK FOG, the 29,000- 
ton luxury liner Andrea Doria 
sped at 21 knots toward New 
York. A small dot of yellow 
light began to glow on the 
radarscope. Superior Capt. 
Piero Calamai and three of 
his officers studied the yellow 
dot. It denoted another ship 
coming toward them about 17 
miles away. 

On the other ship, Third 
Officer Ernst Carstens-Johann- 


sen, 26 years old, ruddy- 
cheeked and looking even 
younger, stood in the wheel- 


house studying his radarscope. 
His ship was the Stockholm, 
a 12,500-ton liner on its way 
at 18 knots from New York 
to Swedish ports. There was 
no fog and the moon played 
in and out of the clouds. Sud- 
denly Carstens saw a yellow 
blip on his scope that informed 
him another ship was only 12 
miles away. 


Thus officers on both ships 
were alerted that possible dan- 
ger lay ahead. That wonder 
of this electronic age, radar, 
had warned them. The old re- 
liable rules for safe navigation 
at sea, the “rules of the road” 
which they knew by heart, told 
them what to watch for and 
what to do. 


Despite radar and the rules, 
the two liners continued on 
inexorably, as though drawn 
by magnets, until they collided 
in a patch of fog 40 miles 
southwest of Nantucket island. 


Almost miraculously only 
51 persons of the 2650 aboard 
the two liners perished. But 
for several hours during that 
night of July 25, 1956, the 
fate of the majority of the 
1134 passengers and the 572 
crewmen on the Andrea 
Doria remained in doubt. 


Within minutes after the col- 
lision at 11:10 p.m., a score of 
rescue vessels—liners, freight- 
ers, Coast Guard cutters—were 
on the way to give aid. Some 
had to plow through fog, risk- 
ing danger of the same kind 
that mortally wounded the 
Doria. Radio spread the news. 
Listeners sat up all night to 
hear the bulletins as the peril 
mounted. A ship was going 
down. 

Much of the story was told 
soon after the collision. More 
of it followed as the legal pro- 
ceedings develaped. On Jan. 
24, 1957, after four months of 
pre-trial hearings before mari- 
time experts in federal court, 
the two steamship lines came 
to an understanding and 
dropped their cases against 
each other, 

A definitive account of the 
entire disaster and the legal 
ramifications has just been 
published. 

It is “Collision Course” by 
Alvin Moscow, published by 
G. P. Putnam’s Sons of New 
York. 

All the known facts, and 
some hitherto undisclosed, are 
compiled for the first time 
in this exciting book that 
should please the marine ex- 
pert and surprise the lay 
reader. 

The author, an Associated 
Press reporter, covered the An- 
drea Doria-Stockholm hearings. 
Deciding he had the makings 
of a book, he interviewed the 
key crew personnel and many 
of the passengers of the two 
ships, as well as captains of 
rescue vessels. He reviewed 
more than 6000 pages of testi- 
mony and inspected more than 
200 exhibits. It took him 18 
months to produce this book 
which compares favorably with 
Walter Lord’s “A Night to Re- 
member,” the story of the Ti- 
tanic, 


Mr. Moscow describes with 
compelling accuracy the rou- 
tine procedures on the naviga- 
tional bridges of the two big 
liners as they converge in the 
fog and the darkness. His de- 
tailed and precise analysis of 
the accident is marked by a 
warm degree of compassion and 
understanding for all the per- 
sons involved. Shifting back 
and forth from one bfidge to 
the other, he shows step by 
step, what happened. 

The Doria, bound for New 
York from Genoa, was within a 
few hours of journey’s end. 
With Capt. Calamai on the 
bridge were Staff Capt. Osval- 
do Magagnini, Second Officer

Curzio Franchini, Third Offi- 
cer Eugenio Gianini and three 
seamen, All three officers held 
captain’s certificates. 

Just about 10:40 p.m., the pip, 
denoting a ship, appeared on 
the radarscope 17 miles almost 
dead ahead. 


Franchini announced the ship 
was 17 miles away and four de- 
grees to starboard. But no one 
foresaw any difficulty in pass- 
ing a single ship in the wide 
ocean. Capt. Magagnini, who 
was off watch, went below. 
From time to time Franchini 
would report that the radar 
showed the other ship was still 
approaching on an opposite and 
parallel course to the right of 
the Doria. 


As the two ships closed, 
Franchini kept reporting. 
The author writes that he 
“was estimating the other 
ship’s course in his mind’s 
eye without plotting.” This 
method is described as akin 
to doing long division men- 
tally to find an approximate 
answer. And while the ap- 
proximate answer usually 
suffices at sea, “radar ex- 
perts shudder at the inher- - 
ent danger of the practice.” 
As the author sums it up: 
“The approximation is safe 
as long as the navigator re- 
members to take bold and 
positive action early enough 
to avoid any collision which 
might result from incorrect 
radar observations.” 


Capt. Calamai, who had been 
going to sea for 39.of his 58 
years, believed there was suf- 
ficient room for passing right 
side to right side. International 
sea rules require that each 
ship meeting head-on or near- 
ly head-on, turn right so that 
they will pass left side to left 
side. But it did not appear 
that the two liners were on 
collision courses. 

After all, Capt. Calamai had 
spent most of his years at sea 
sailing the large, fast liners of 
the Italian Line and why could 
he not depend on the high 
speed of the Doria and his 
ability to maneuver her? With- 
out a plot of the exact course 
and speed of the approaching 
vessel, he could not know that 
it was a large, fast ship instead 
of a pokey fishing vessel. A 
plotting would have revealed 
that the combined speed of the 
two ships was 40 knots—that 
they were closing at the rate 
of two miles every three min- 
utes. 

The two ships were between 
three to five miles apart when 
Capt. Calamai, wanting to be 
sure of adequate passing dis- 
tance, told the helmsman: 
“Four degrees to the left and 
nothing to the right.” This 
was a means of veering grad-

ually {in one direction so as 
to increase a passing distance 
without going too far off 
course. Capt. Callamai, stood 
on the bridge wing listening 
for the other ship’s foghorn. 
He heard only the Doria’s sig- 
nal every 100 seconds. 


Capt, Calamai did not hear 
the Stockholm’s foghorn be- 
cause the Stockholm was not 
in fog. Nor did the Stockholm’s 
watch officer, Carstens, know 
that fog lay ahead. Although 
Carstens, alone with lookout 
and the helmsman, did plot 
the Doria’s course as indicated 
by. the radarscope, he: waited 
to see the Doria’s lights before 
changing course. It did not oc- 
cur to him that there was fog 
ahead which might obscure the 
lights of the other ship until it 
was right on him. 


“Good seamanship as Cars- 
tens had learned it at school 
called for him to wait if possi- 
ble until he visually sighted 
the lights of the other ship be- 
fore taking action. And he ex- 
pected to see the lights then 
or at any moment at about 20 
degrees off his port bow.” 


As he watched, the mast- 
head lights of the other ship 
appeared and Carstens satisfied 
himself that the ships would 
pass left side to left side. At 
that moment his telephone 
rang. He answered. The look- 
out in the crow’s nest reported, 
“Light 20 degrees to port.” 
Carstens acknowledged the call 
and hung up. 

As he reached the bridge 
wing after hanging up the 
phone, Carstens was astonished 
to see that the safe-passing

situation had suddenly changed. 
Here was instant peril con- 
fronting him, 

“He saw the enormous broad- 
side of a giant black ship, 
sparkling, with lights like Co- 
penhagen'’s Tivoli. The ship 
was heading across his bow. 
Amidst this phantasmagoria, 
he saw the glow of the ship’s 
green running light. It was the 


starboard side of the other 
vessel! 
“Carstens lunged at the 


engine telegraph in front of 
him, Heaving his body over 
the telegraph stanchion, he 
gripped a handle in each of 
his huge hands and pulled 
the twin levers together to 
the upright STOP position 
and an instant later plunged 
them down to FULL SPEED 
ASTERN.” 

It was also about this time, 
according to the author, that 
the Andrea Doria began to 
take emergency action: 
“Capt. Calamai saw the dim 
outline and then the bow of 
the other ship as it came out 
of the night at the Doria. 
The slender bow seemed 
aimed directly at him as he 
stood transfixed on _ the 
bridge of his ship, realizing 
that no matter what he did, 
his ship could not get away. 
At the last moment, instinct 
for self- preservation pre- 
vailed. Capt. Calamai_re- 
treated from the horror be- 
fore him, backing away to- 
ward the door of the wheel- 
house. Then the Stockholm 
struck!” 


The Stockholm, although 
less than half the tonnage of 
the Doria, sliced into the 
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Doria’s hull like a dagger Into 
a block of cheese. The Stock- 
holm’s bow was specially con- 
structed to permit her to fol- 
low an icebreaker through the 
ice fields off the Scandinavian 
coast. It was driven by 14,600 
horsepower, With the Stock- 
holm’s prow pinioned in her, 
the Doria pivoted sharply un- 
der the impact, dragging the 
Stockholm. along. Then they 
swung apart and water began 
pouring into the Doria. 


The doors to the ship's 11 
watertight compartments were 
closed but the trim indicator 


on the forward bulkhead of 
the wheelhouse showed the 
ship was listing 18 degrees. 


Capt. Calamai was incredulous 
—but the indicator crept on in 
seconds to 19 degrees and then 
to 20. The Doria, built to the 
standards of the 1948 Inter- 
national Conference for Safety 
of Life at Sea, was not sup- 
posed to list more than 7 de- 
grees initially and 15 at worst. 


Theoretically, the Doria was 
supposed to stay afloat with 
any two watertight chambers 
flooded. But the 20-degree list 
—now increased to 22 degrees 
~—meant the water would flow 
over the top of the flooded 
chambers until it had flooded 
all 11 or until the ship cap- 
sized. Capt. Calamai knew 
what must be done. An SOS 
and get the lifeboats out. 


In the radio room behind 
the wheelhouse there was a 


deathly silence after the send- 
ing of the SOS. 


Then the answers came 
pouring in. The Stockholm, ly- 
ing a mile away with her bow 
stove in and her captain un- 
certain as to whether she was 
sinking or not, answered. The 
Coast Guard soon had 11 cut- 
ters on the way. Nearest help 
of all was the 390-foot United 
Fruit Co. cargo ship, Cape 
Ann, only 15 miles off but 
in heavy fog. A tanker was 45 
miles away. A troop ship was 
only 19 miles. 

But the real stroke of luck 
was the giant Ile de France, 
only 44 miles away and 
equipped with many lifeboats 
that were so badly needed for 
immediate transfer of the sink- 
ing Doria’s crew and passen- 
gers. The 44,500-ton Ile re- 
versed her course and headed 
through the thick fog at 22 
knots as Capt. Raoul de Beau- 
dean hunched over the radar- 
scope, chain smoking cigarettes 
to quarter-inch stubs. 

The heeling’' Doria was now 
drifting down directly for the 
crushed bow of the Stockholm 
as if seeking vengeance. 


Capt. Gunnar Nordenson 
rang up full speed astern 
and ordered the helm hard 
a-starboard. The ship began 
to vibrate as the engines 
started but there was no 
movement, Helpless Capt. 
Nordenson stared at the ap- 
proaching Doria. Was there 
to be another collision? His 
pink face changed to a deep 
red as his blood pressure 
mounted. The Doria, com- 
pletely out of control, drifted 
by, missing the Stockholm by 
less than a third of a mile. 
Then it was found that the 
Stockholm’s anchor chains 
had fallen out of the crushed 
chain locker and snared on 
something on the ocean floor. 


It was 45 minutes after mid- 
night when the Cape Ann 
reached the scene and dis- 
patched its two lifeboats to the 
Doria. By this time, Capt, 
Nordenson had determined the 
Stockholm would not sink so he 
began sending his lifeboats to 
the Doria. The Ile de France 
arrived at2 am. Five minutes 
later the first French lifeboat 
was in the water. Ten others, 
each capable of carrying 90 per- 
sons, hit the oil-slick water in 
rapid succession, For the safe- 
ty of his own passengers, Capt. 
de Beaudean kept 17 lifeboats 
aboard. 

The Doria was listing 25 de- 
grees now. Her port lifeboats

Mike Fink

IF YOU LIVE in the river 
city of St. Louis and are fa- 
miliar with your river lore, 
probably you have heard of 
Mike Fink, king of the keel- 
boatmen. Mike, by his own 
boastful admission, was “half 
horse, half alligator.” In fact 
that was part of Mike’s war 
cry when he was working him- 
self into fighting form for one 
of his victorious river brawls. 

Mike would kick his heels 
together, beat his hairy chest 
and shout, “I’m a salt-river 
roarer, chock-full of fight, 
half horse and half alligator 
and I love the women.” 


Mike Fink, unlike his myth- 
ical contemporary of the north- 
woods, Paul Bunyan, actually 
lived, breathed and brawled, 
mightily. Yet such was his 
prowess with his fists, his 
marksmanship with his “long- 
rifle gun” or “Kentucky rifle,” 
his deft handling of a keel- 
boat paddle, that many of his 
feats have become legendary. 
He is never known to have lost 
a fight—except his last one. In 
thai one he was killed. 


History pretty well agrees 
that the pugnacious Mike was 
born shortly before the Revolu- 
tionary war, in 1770, in one of 
the little cabins that clustered 
around Fort Pitt. 


At 17 he became a frontier 
scout and joined the “Kentucky 
Rifles.” He then began his 
career as a keelboatman on the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers. 

History places Mike in St. 
Louis about 1814 when he pad- 
died and hauled a keelboat up 
the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers on a trapping expedition 
to Montana. 

Mike early came into fame 
on a trip on the Mississippi 
when he spied an Indian on 
shore, his back toward the boat- 
man. “Now that ain't no way 
for that Injun to act, to turn 
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The Journey to Calvary, a painting by Tintoretto (1518-1594).

THIS HAS BEEN quite a year for conversation, if con- 
versation is quite the word for it. From California, Jack 
Paar issues a howl of rage to the effect that the movie 
stars don’t know how to ad lib, that they are lost without 
their writers. Mr. Paar 
wonders mournfully 
what he’s doing out there 
with an ad lib show, 

Yet Hollywood is the 
place that spawned Oscar 
Levant than whom you 
can’t get ad libber. From 
the same community 
comes word that Pamela 
Mason on her ad lib 
show stirred up a small 
hornet’s nest by declar- 
ing that Rod Steiger is 
the kind of actor who 
scratches his _ behind 
(that is not the word she 
used) and called it Meth- 
od acting.

SEVERAL TIMES in recent 
years, our household has ad- 
vanced to the brink of acquir- 
ing new record-playing equip- 
ment, and each time it has 
pulled back. Our spasms of re- 
newed interest always seem to 
come just as the recording in- 
dustry is on the threshold of 
some splendid new develop- 
ment that will produce even 
higher high-fidelity. Then we 
always say that we will bide 
our time just a little longer to 
see how things work out. 


One day not long ago, while 
we were sitting tight and bid- 
ing our time, our devious prog- 
ress in the recorded arts went 
straight into reverse. Kinsmen, 
shipping us an inherited piece 
of furniture, sent another item 
for good measure. It was a 
Model XVI, Type H, Victrola. 
According to a label pasted in- 
side the record compartment, 
it was made in 1915. 


The arrival of this relic out 
of the low-fidelity, or “lo-fi,” 
or it might even be said, “no- 
fi’ past, caused a good deal of 
excitement. We walked ail 
around it, taking in its impos- 
ing 52 inches of height and its 
flared-out corners, carved in 
leaf and scroll designs in 
opulent emancipation from the 
straight line. 


Here was an instrument not 
intended to fit reticently into 
a grouping of living room units 
placed flank-to-flank. It was 
not designed to look, in its off 
hours, like a buffet, or a com- 
mode or a lamp table. It was 
designed to look like exactly 
what it was, the Victrola XVI, 
Type H, and to stand alone in 
its glory, with chairs, sofas and 
other appointments arranged in 
subsidiary positions around it. 


Except for a dulling of the 
varnish, this mahogany edifice 
was in what collectors call mint 
condition. For years it had 
stood in a seldom-used parlor 
in a small town of north Mis- 
souri, its original owner a den- 
tist who, after his wife’s death, 
just locked it up. My father- 
in-law, a physician in the same 
town, came into the Victrola 
after tending the dentist, an 
old friend, for many years. 


The manual that came with 
it stated that our model of 
the Victor Talking Machine 
cost $200. Not $199.95, but 
a clear, cool, man-to-man $200. 
It was about the midpoint in 
a line that began with the Vic- 
tor Jr. Gramophone, which sold 
for $10, and reached its sum- 
mit with a model called the 
“Auxetophone (Pneumatic Vic- 
tor),” at $500. 


“The Victor Talking Ma- 
chine is not an instrument 
requiring great or expert 
care,” the manual began re- 
assuringly. It told how to 
remove the instrument from 
the packing case, and where 
to find and how to install 
the motor and the pickup 
arm, which it referred to as 
the “taper tube.” 


Once the purchaser had mas- 
tered his excitement, and had 
got straight as to trip “D,” 
yoke “A,” knob “B,” and brake 
lever “E,” the phonograph was 
beautifully simple. You put 
on a record, gave a few turns 
to the crank that stuck out 
from the right side of the 
cabinet, lowered the needle 
into the groove—keeping a 
firm grip, because the sound 
box assembly weighed close to 
a pound—and then sat down 
to listen. No warmup, no bass 
and treble controls, no record 
compensator. 


The only maintenance need- 
ed, the manual said, was occa- 
sional lubrication of the spring 
motor, and a drop of oil now 
and then on two or three bear- 
ings and the friction leather of 
the brake. No tubes, no 
switches, no service man. Of 
course, the hi-fi devotee could 
be expected to add: and no 
tone. The little mica dia- 
phragm that is the old phono- 
graph’s entire means of con- 
verting needle vibrations into 
speech and music has its limi- 
tations, but it seems a wonder 
that it can reproduce anything 
at all. 

Our youngsters quickly rum- 
maged through the record al- 
bums, stored on two shelves in 
the lower part of the cabinet, 
for an old favorite that they 
knew would be there, “The 
Preacher and the Bear,” sung 
and recited by Arthur Collins. 
We fitted a needle into the 
sound box, wound up the mo- 
tor and were wafted back to 
a childhood when the predica- 
ment of a preacher treed by a 
bear and imploring, against 
the sound of menacing growls, 
“O Lord, if you can't help 
me, for goodness sake don't 
you help dat bear,” was ripe 
comedy. 

Like archeologists recon- 
structing a past era by dipping 
into a cache of artifacts, we 
explored the other albums. 
They were stocked with a 
fairly numerous sampling of 
what stirred, amused and edi- 
fied family groups at a time 
when much of the Middle West 
retained a semi-rural charac- 
ter, with few outside diver- 
sions, 


Among records that showed 
signs of frequent usé were sev- 
eral small discs, about the size 
of today’s 45 r.p.m. records, of 
Swiss yodelers, and quite a few 
10-inch records, mostly hymns, 
gospel songs, Civil War songs 
and plantation echoes, done as 


tenor solos and male trio and 


quartet numbers, The tenor 
solos are of the stylized nasal 
quality that is imitated today 
in the spirit of savory reminis- 
cence and parody, but these 
were done straight. 


The perpetrator of “Where 
Is My Wandering Boy To- 
night?” who is left anony- 
mous on the label, was giving 
it his all. The Chautauqua 
Preachers’ Quartette, which 
sounds like all its members 
were tenors with handlebar 
mustaches, were not doing 
takeoffs of an old-time male 
quartet—they WERE an old- 
time male quartet. In their

gade” and “The Church In 
the Wildwood,” they were 
taking a calculated tug at 
heartstrings in many a coun- 
try parlor, such as the one 
where these records were 
played in what our children 
callously refer to as “the 
olden times.” 


The Neapolitan Trio (violin, 
flute, harp) is there with “‘The 
Herd Girl's Dream,” a genteel, 
nineteen-fifteenish Sunday aft- 
ernoon sort of record. There is 
Alma Gluck, the sweet singer 
of the 12-inch section, with 
“Carry Me Back to Old Vir- 
ginny.” There is quite a spate 
of Old Harry Lauder. And Ho- 
mer Rodeheaver, the bouncy 
baritone soloist, choir leader 
and trombone blower, the first 
of a long line of gospel singers 
to make a name for himself on 
phonograph records, singing, or 
perhaps rendering is the word, 
“If Your Heart Keeps Right” 
and “Brighten the Corner 
Where You Are,” and carrying 
the melody to a Mrs. William 
Asher’s alto on “In the Garden.” 


This same tuneful old favor- 
ite, which is still going strong 
in Sunday School intermediate 
departments and around the 
evening fire at summer camps, 
is also on a record by Marion 
Talley. This would have to be 
one of the newer sides in the 
collection, for Miss Talley’s 
brief blaze of glory came in 
the early 1930s—the Kansas 
City soprano who showed op- 
eratic promise, became the 
prima donna at the Met and 
then just took up wheat-farm- 
ing. I wonder what's become 
of Talley? 


Most of these selections glow 
with the mauvish aura of a 
period that now seems far-off 
and quaint, yet it was not so 
long ago. Those who were 
around then will recognize this 
as the kind of music and fun 
that pulled in the buggies from 
over the countryside for after- 
noon and evening preformances 
in hinterland opera houses, 
Masonic halls, Chautauqua 
tents set up for one-week 
stands, in tent revival meet- 
ings and tent repertory shows. 


It was a time when outlying 
communities responded avidly 
to road show offerings of 
wholesome, refined entertain- 
ment that you could take your 
best girl, or your sister or your 
mother to, and all these sup- 
plied it. There would be 
speeches by Congressmen and 
other masters of the resound- 
ing phrase who would hit the 
road with offerings like “The 
Cross of Gold,” “How to Be 
Happy,” “Needs of the Hour,” 
“Acres of Diamonds,” ‘More 
Taffy and Less Epitaphy” and 
“Yellow Peril,” and the music 
provided breathing spells in

between these excursions of 
the mind. 


Phonograph records helped 
fill the long gaps between 
shows, and catered to the ap- 
petites whetted by them. Some 
of the oratory may have been 
put on records but if it was, 
my father-in-law’s dentist 
friend, who was a perennial 
Chautauqua season-ticket buy- 
er, didn’t have any in his al- 
bums. They run to music and 
monologues. Victor made a 
good many cuttings of the 
monologues of Ralph Bingham, 
an old Chautauqua hand who 
danced, sang, played the piano 
and violin and acted out amus- 
ing stories for an hour-and- 
a-half stint. Bingham is affec- 
tionately recalled in last year’s 


Hastings House book, “Culture 
Under Canvas,” by Harry P. 
Harrison and Karl Detzer. 
“Whether he winked, scowled, 
yawned, whistled or hummed, 
the people liked it; but they 
laughed hardest when he 
laughed, which was much of 
the time,” they said. 


One of Bingham’s specialties 
was dialect stories like those 
of his record, “Jests from 
Georgia” and “Mrs. Rastus on 
the Telephone,” which came 
with the old Victrola. These 
would be beyond the pale now, 
but it doesn’t seem to have 
occurred to anyone then that 
they reflected unkindly on the 
Negro race, any more than the 
Uncle Josh sort of humor re- 
flected on the white race. On 
the old records in the old par- 
lors, they brought back the 
bright-lighted stage, the spec- 
tators on folding chairs and 
on planks, tirelessly plying 
their fans, the smell of hot 
canvas and the excitement of 
the week-long array of celeb- 
rities. 


The craving for a _ hearty 
laugh and the dearth of any- 
thing to provoke it is eloquent- 
ly testified to in the indica- 
tions of hard wear on a series 
of 10 sides about Uncle Josh, 
classified on the labels as 
“Rural Comedy,” “Rural Dia- 
lect Monologue” or ‘“‘Laughing 
Story.” 


Uncle Josh was a specimen 
of the classic rube character, 
played by Cal Stewart. His rec- 
ord series of the hayseed from 
Punkin’ Center was almost as 
widely distributed as Rover 
Boy books. There are records

But it brings back 
a mellow recollection of listen- 
ing to Uncle Josh records with 
a roomful of young cousins, 
with the sweet smell of hay 
blowing in through the open 
window, and of having to re- 
play them because shouts of 
delight had drowned out some 
of the lines. And of grownups 
in the background still relish- 
ing the records they had heard 
so many times that they knew 
every rasp. 


The Victrola XVI, Type H, 
may have strained out some of 
Alma Gluck, but it delivered 
Uncle Josh entire. He and the 
no-fi phonograph were made 
for each other, and while our 
ear is. more demanding now 
and our taste more critical, we 
can picture the family circle 
around the old phonograph and 
envy its readiness for laughter. 


The venerable talking ma- 
chine that could summon up 
laughter with a few turns of a 
crank and a drop of oil every 
now and then on the bearings 
and the friction leather excites 
our admiration. We have in- 
stalled it in a suitable corner, 
where it stands in quiet dig- 
nity, still ready to perform any 
time it is called upon. 
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Guide Has 
To Watch

PARIS, March 21. 


THERE IS MORE to beinga 
tourist guide than meets the 
eye. So says Fernando Sai- 
mondo, who has been a guide 
at Thos. Cook Son since 
1926, president of the French 
Tourist Guides since 1945, and 
one of the chief instructors at 
the French Tourist Guide 
School in Paris. 


In order to be an official 
guide you have to go to school 
full time for two years and 
Pass an examination in e@Véry 
phase of tourism from lan- 
guages to historical monu- 
ments. There are 200 licensed 
guides in Paris, M. Saimondo 
said, They get paid by the day, 
an average of $7.50 a per- 
formance, plus tips. The work 
is hard and seasonal and re- 
quires a knowledge of human 
behavior far beyond anything 
a guide could possibly learn in 
school. 


“Not everyone can be a 
guide,” M. Saimondo as- 
sured us. “You have to want 
to be a guide, and above all 
you have to be a diplomat. 
Each nationality requires 
different treatment. The Ger- 
mans, for example, want a 
lot of facts. They want to 
know everything about ev- 
erything, The Spaniards, the 
Italians, and South Amer- 
icans, on the other hand, 
don’t seem to want to know 
much about anything.” 


“WHAT ABOUT the Amer- 
icans?” 


“On the whole, they don’t 
want to know too much about 
monuments, history, or archi- 
tecture, but they want to know 
all about the people and how 
they live. They're full of good- 
will, but things have to be ex- 
plained to them.” 


“What things?” 


“Well, some of them can't 
understand why the French 
carry home their bread un- 
wrapped. They think it’s very 
unsanitary, and I have to ex- 
plain to them why they do it.” 


“What do you tell them?” 


“T tell them they do-it like 
that because that’s the way it's 
always been done. No one is 
afraid of microbes in France.” 


“And they're satisfied with 
this explanation?” 


“I don’t know. Americans 
also don't like to take time 
for lunch, on tours. They don’t 
understand that the guide 
HAS to have his lunch, and 
even if the guide would pass 
up his lunch, the chauffeur of 
the bus never would.” 


“Who are the best tourists?” 


“The English. They are not 
so demanding and they take 
anything we throw at them. 
They’re used to organization 
and discipline. When I tell 
them to get on the bus, they 
get on the bus. The Latin 
people always keep everyone 
waiting.” 


M. Saimondo said a guide 
must be firm at the begin- 
ning of a tour and be in 
command at all times. “If 
you let the clients take ad- 
vantage of you at the begin- 
ning you lose prestige and 
you can never get it back 
again,” he said. “The most 
important rule is never to 
tell them something false in 
place of something you don’t 
know. If you do, there Is al- 
Ways someone on the tour 
who knows the correct an- 
swer, and if he shows you 
up, no one on the tour will 
believe anything you say 
after that.” 


OTHER IMPORTANT RULES 
of the trade are never to dis- 
cuss politics or religion with 
clients, never be familiar with 
the clients, never be familiar 
with the chauffeur of the bus, 
and never solicit tips. 


Besides guides there are men 
who do courier work. A guide 
only takes people around Paris 
or to Versailles or Fontaine- 
bleau. A courier can take a 
tour all over Europe. Courier 
work is more dangerous, ac- 
cording to M. Saimondo, be- 
cause you have to live with 
the people. In many cases 
middle-aged widows and di- 
vorcees fall in love with their 
couriers or somebody else's 
courier or even the chauffeurs, 
and it takes a great deal of 
courage to stick out the tour, 


“The basic rule of a courier 
is to keep the number of his 
hotel room a secret,” M. Sail- 
mondo said. 


The worst thing that can 
happen to a courier is to lose 
a client along the way. A guide 
in Paris doesn’t have to wait 
more than a reasonable time 
for a tourist, but a courier is 
under obligation to come back 
with the same number of peo- 
ple he left with. 


Once an American woman 
turned up in Paris at the rail- 
road station just as her train 
was pulling out. She ran along 
the tracks screaming “Aidez- 
moi, aidez-moi. Je suis gauche 
derriere.” 


Couriers are recruited from 
many sources, including ez- 
diplomats and ex-army officers, 
“A courier must be a man used 
to giving orders and able to be 
a good organizer. He is the 
captain of the ship. If a tour 
arrives in a town and there are. 
not enough baths to go around, 
he and he alone must decide 
who gets the rooms with the 
baths. Not everyone can cope 
with this kind of decision.”

“The stage has the advantage of sustaining a char- 
acter and a mood. One little part of your mind is aware 
of the audience, but you can throw yourself into the 
tele. Live TV is a monster. You’re always trying to 

' register in a closeup and actually be staring at a tech- 
‘ nician a couple of feet away and trying to take your 
‘mind off him, The strong, unrealistic TV lighting, I 
don’t like. For someone like myself with deepset eyes, 
it’s very bad. If I drop my head my eyes disappear. 
My mother’s invariable last words: ‘Be sure to keep 
your head up, dear.’ (Her comments are very candid: 
‘Dear, I thought you were very disappointing.’ She 
- wants me to play only nice young men.)

Inge Explains His Play, 
‘Dark at Top of Stairs’ 


WILLIAM INGE, the former drama critic of the St. Louis 
Star-Times, who has written four straight hit plays—including 
“Come Back, Little Sheba,” “Picnic,” and “Bus Stop”—has 
forwarded an explanation of his latest, “The Dark at the Top 
of the Stairs,” which comes to the American Theater the week 


of Monday, March 30. 

It is, he says, “an explora- 
tion into an era I once knew, 
living as a boy in a small oil 
boom town in southern Kan- 
sas.” He goes on: “I have set 
the play, however, in Oklaho- 
ma, somewhat arbitrarily. Ok- 
lahoma was the center of the 
oil territory then, and I guess 
I was a little tired writing of 


Kansas and feared my audi- 
ences might be, too. 


“The play is too general 
in its subject matter to be 
classed as autobiographical. 
The characters in it are not 
members of my family, nor 
have I created any specific 
portrait. Instead, I have 
striven to write characters 
that are a distillation of the 
personality types of the 
time, and place, and so give 
a picture of life that extends 
beyond a family. 


“THE TIME of the play is 


portant, human values are ig-

“The play symbolizes, as 
much as I feel I can dare to 
symbolize anything, a fear of 
the future. Everyone in the 
play suffers some harmful 
fear of life. But it is the 
children, of course, who feel 
the uncertainty of the times 
most keenly.

NEW YORK, March 21 (AP). 
AFTER A LONG absence from television, Mary Mar- 
tin returns to the home screen a week from tomorrow 
(March 29)—not just once, but twice. 
On the mead that aves things should go in pairs, 


TARY MARTIN 


NBC-TV will present her 
in a program directed 
primarily to children in 
the afternoon and then in 
a show aimed chiefly at 
an older audience in the 
evening (KSD-TV, 3 p.m. 
and 7 p.m.). 

Possibly because of—or 
possibly in spite of—the 
fact that Miss Martin ap- 
pears rarely on televi- 
sion, she undoubtedly can

MISS MARTIN recalled that she rehearsed 16 weeks

“You can’t separate a television performance from a 


stage performance,” she said. 


“You can say that it grows 


from the stage. If you seek perfection, you can never have 
enough practice. You rewrite and you eliminate and you 


change. It’s 
right.”

Care of Hands 


Is Important

MORE WOMEN are doing 
their own housework today 
than ever before. Few can af- 
ford more aid than a cleaning 
woman once a week. This is 
true because of the high cost 
of living, high taxes and the 
high cost of’ such help. 

There has been a definite 
increase in dermatitis of the 
hands due to the fact that a 
woman’s hands are under a 
constant attack from deter- 
gents and all sorts of miracle 
cleaners. These are wonder- 
fully efficient but may play 
havoe with the feminine hand 
unless it is protected, 

Not only do the many magic 
cleansing and polishing agents 
play their part but the fact 
that the hands are in water so 
much of the time is also a fac- 
tor. A recent survey revealed 
that such activities as dish- 
washing, hand laundry, prepa- 
ration of certain foods, bathing 
the baby and sterilizing its 
bottles, washing the dog and 
Junior's neck, keep the aver- 
age woman’s hands wet three 
hours and 27 minutes each day 
—or one whole day in every 
seven. 

Most dermatologists empha- 
size the fact that prevention 
rather than treatment is pref- 
erable. Rough, red hands, if 
neglected and unprotected, 
may develop into a serious in- 
flammation of the skin; der- 
matitis. 

Dr. Mathew J. Brunner of 
Northwestern University, who 
is a leading dermatologist, rec- 
ommends sturdy rubber gloves 
when doing “wet work.” Those 
which have a cotton lining are 
especially desirable because 
the cotton absorbs moisture. 
These gloves should be long 
enough to cover the wrist so 
that the water will not seep 
in. The palms should have a 
rough texture to provide a 
good grip. 

Our hands require attention 
just as our. faces and figures 
do. It seems the housewife 
would be wise to add rubber 
gloves to her hand care equip- 
ment along with hand lotions.

Well, a 
teen-aged girl can’t do that 
kind of singing for four hours, 
so they get women like me, 
and most of the men are far 
from giants.

(UPI) — The Supreme Court 
turns its attention next week 
to the validity of three of Vir- 
ginia’s anti-National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of 
Colored People laws. 

Outcome of the case will 
have an indirect bearing on 
similar laws in a number of 
other states. The court will 
hear two hours of arguments 
(starting Monday or Tuesday) 
on the Virginia test and later 
will hand down a written opin- 
ion.

Instead, I have found stu- 
dents in New York who have 
discussed poet Gabriela Mis- 
tral with me, people who have 
asked me how our new Presi- 
dent is fighting inflation in 
Chile, others who have wanted 
to know what university life 
is like in my country. 

In general, I have found in 
the American student a grow- 
ing interest in the problems 
of the Latin-American coun- 
tries, an eagerness to learn 
more about their customs, 
economy and political situa- 
tion. 

Trying to Catch Up. 

One student -I asked about 
this told me: “American stu- 
dents have realized they have 
lost too much time, They have 
isolated themselves from the 
rest of the world and now 
they're trying to catch up.” 

It is the same with the lan- 
guages, she explained. North 
Americans didn’t care much 


about learning other languages. | 
They expected foreigners to | 
own | 


them on. their 

And when Americans 
went abroad, they always 
found someone who could 
speak English. 

But things have changed. 
Every American student I 
have met is either anxious to 
learn another language or is 
already studying one. French, 
Spanish, Russian and German 
are the favorites. 

“You will find that every- 
body lives in a hurry in the 
United States. No one cares 
what happens to his neighbor; 
everyone minds his own busi- 
ness there, and this indiffer- 
ence is even greater in New 
York.” All this I was told. 

Indifference Elsewhere. 

It is true that life seems to 
be faster in New York than in 
other places, but the indiffer- 
ence you find here is not 
greater or smaller than the 
indifference you will find in 
any cosmopolitan city. 

When I was on my way to 


meet 
ground. 


New York, I stopped in Phila-| 


delphia. As an ordinary tour- 
ist, I wanted to visit the his- 
torical places there, so I got 
myself a little map and start- 
ed to wander around the city. 
Several times I had to stop in 
some corner, take out my map 
and figure out where I was. 
Twice, as I was doing this, 
people came to me an_ asked, 
“Can I do anything for you? 
Do you need any help?” 

Small details, like this one, 
have been enough to show me 
that the American people are 
as cordial as can be. 

As to my classmates in the 
university, I discovered they 
are always willing to help me. 
Though it took us some time 
to get acquainted, now the 
whole groups is like a big fam- 
ily. I have found some of my 
best friends among them. 

Professors’ Tactics. 

One of the differences I 
have found between Chilean 
and North American university 
life is the relations between 
the professor and the students. 

In Chile, the prof essor 
comes into the classroom, says 
what he has come to say, and 
leaves. If the student has 
doubts, he usually 
the class is over, and then goes 
to the professor with his ques- 
tions. Not much _ discussion 
goes on in the classroom be- 
tween students and professors, 
though during recent years stu- 
dents’ direct participation in 
the class has increased. 

The relations between stu- 
dents and professors are much 


more friendly in the United | 


States than in the Latin Amer- 


{can countries. Professors here | 


are easier to approach. They 
show more interest in the stu- 


waits till | 


dents’ problems and offer them | 


more guidance and advice. 
But there is one thing I have 
noticed in this student-profes- 
sor relation that I would like 
to point out. When professors 
allow their students too much 


familiarity they are apt to lose | 


the students’ respect. 

In graduate schools like the 
one I’m attending at Columbia 
University, students have to 


work: if you don’t apply your- | 
self to your studies you are. 


better off somewhere else. 
There is an enormous amount 
of competition in the United 
States, and if you can’t keep 
up with the rest of the class, 


you soon find yourself in trou- | 


ble. 
Learning of Family Life. 
Foreign students who have 


come to study in the United | 
States have often complained 


that they didn't get to know 


what American family life is | 


really like. 

This is quite understandable. 
They spent half of their time 
in the classrooms and the

During last year’s recession, 
wien steel production was re- 
duced sharply, shipping was the 
poorest in 19 years. Many oper- 
ators used only a part of their 
fleets, and some ships didn’t 
said until summer.

MACAO, March 21 (AP)—

tions in 1956. 


The reconciliation lasted 
about two years during which 
Tito and Khrushchev again 
met, this time in Romania, and 
the Soviet Union repeatedly 
recognized Yugoslavia's “spe- 
cial position and respect for 
its independent policy.” 

It came to a bitter and early 
end last year when the Soviet 
Union resumed its attacks on 
Tito’s “independent” Commu- 


nism and demanded that Yugo- | 


slavia rejoin the Communist 
bloc unconditionally. 


Tito refused and in a speech 


before the seventh congress of | 
the Yugoslav League of Com- | 
munists (Communist party) on | 


April 22, 1958, he called on 
Russia to give up its “absurd” 
ideas about re-educating Yugo- 
slavia and bringing it back be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. 


A month later, on May 28, 
1958, the Yugoslav news agen- 


cy Tanjug announced that Rus- | 


sia had “unilaterally proposed” 
a five-year “postponement” in 
its credit agreement with Yu- 
goslavia.

SCHOOL BOARD CANDIDATE 
Charles J. Dyer Retains Policy 


Of Silence on School Program| 


(Seventh in a series of arti- re 


eles describing school board 
candidates and their programs. 
Four board members will be 
elected April 7.) 

Charles J. Dyer, who is seek- 
ing his fourth consecutive term 
on the Board of Education, con- 
tinued his policy of refusing to 
make public statements yes- 


terday. 

He declined to answer ques- 
tions about school board poli- 
cies, and has turned down all 
invitations to appear at public 
meetings. Over the years he 
has consistently refused to ex- 
press an opinion on school is- 
gues. 

Dyer has not been inactive, 
however. He has elicited the 
support of most North Side 
Democratic ward organizations 
and through political patronage 
in the building department he 
has built up an effective staff 
of campaign workers and fund 
raisers. 

To facilitate electioneering, 
Dyer keeps alphabetized lists 
showing which of the 28 wards 
each building department em- 
ploye lives in. 

Despite this well-organized 
force of precinct workers and 
contributors, Dyer has been 
unable to secure as much sup- 
port among the South Side 
wards as he did in past years. 
In addition, he failed this year 
for the first time to obtain the 
indorsement of leading St. 
Louis labor groups. 

Ten Others in Race. 

Ten other candidates are 
eompeting for the four board 
seats at stake in the April 7 
municipal elections. 

Dyer has been the principal 
opponent of efforts to reform 
school board organization and 
policies. His position is usually 
supported by board votes by 
Dr. James J. McCaffery, also 
seeking re-election; Michael J. 
Hart, Mrs. Irma H. Friede and, 
on most occasions, Donald L. 
Carpenter. 

Dyer took the lead in oust- 
ing Building Commissioner V. 
Harry Rhodes in 1956, after 
Rhodes angered him by his re- 
fusal to fire an employe at 
Dyer’s request. 

Rhodes was succeeded by 
George H. Fletcher, who was 
nominated by Dyer. Last De- 
cember Fletcher was removed 
from office by court order for 
gross misconduct. 

At last month’s board meet- 
ing, Dyer seconded an unsuc- 
cessful motion to oust Harold 
E. Dessau, acting building 
commissioner, Dessua had or- 
dered Dyer’s nominating pe- 
titions removed from _ board 
property earlier this year.

OLLY HEMUS, the St. Louis Cardinals’ 
new manager, has been working 
hard under the warm Florida sun at 

St. Petersburg to transfuse some of his 
baseball aggressiveness and enthusiasm 
into a team that he hopes to make a 
pennant contender. A player with the 
old Gas House spirit, Hemus faces long 
odds in realizing his hopes. A few weeks 
away from his thirty-fifth birthday, he 
is the youngest manager in the major 
leagues and the least experienced, hav- 
ing never held a managerial post — even 
in the minors. Furthermore, he has in- 
herited a Red Bird team that finished fifth 
last year, still has many shortcomings. 
But the Mighty Mouse, as he is 
called, has been meeting baseball chal- 
lenges successfully since he broke into 
organized baseball in 1946.

HE AGGRESSIVE TEAM SPIRIT that Solly Hemus 
¥ is trying to instill in his Cardinal team was ac- 
quired by the new manager during spring training 

in 1946 when he was a rookie. 

Out to win his first professional baseball job with 
the Pocatello, Idaho, club, he went to bat in a late 
inning of a training game with a teammate on second 
base, one out and his team a run behind. Always 
keenly alert, Hemus noticed that the second baseman 
was playing deep. So he dragged a bunt deftly to 
the second baseman, beat it out for an infield hit, 
and moved the baserunner to third. 

“That's all right if you want to play for yourself,” 
Bill Brenzel, the Pocatello manager, told Solly when 
he returned to the bench, “but you have to play for 
the team if you want to be a good ball player.” 

Solly was enraged. Weary of regimentation and 
discipline after four years in the Navy, he resented 
criticism of what he considered a neatly executed 
play. But as anger cooled and the manager elaborated 
on what constituted good team play, Solly realized 
he was hearing the truth and saw his error. He should 
have gone all out to get that run over the plate; that’s 
what the team needed, not a base hit for Hemus. The 
rookie soon acquired a higher regard for his manager, 
noticed he had the respect of all his players. 

"I decided right then that I'd like to do that kind 
of work, to have charge of Pen to direct them 
and still have their respect and regard,” Solly recalled. 
"I decided to work and study to become a manager, 
some day a manager in the major leagues.” 

Hemus played for many managers through his 

ears in baseball. After Brenzel there was Johnny 
on at Houston, Eddie Dyer at St. Louis, Rollie 
Hemsley at Columbus, Ohio; then Marty Marion, Eddie 
Stanky and Fred Hutchinson in St. Louis and Mayo 
Smith and Eddie Sawyer at Philadelphia. 
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"I studied them and learned from them all,” 
Hemus recalled. “I won't rate them. But Stanky was 
the smartest baseball man I ever knew. From him I 
learned the importance of the little things, the intang- 
ibles; the delayed steal, the false break from a base, 
how to get a double play out of many a pop fly bunt, 
about pick-off plays aw | base running. Those things 
can make the difference in five or six games a seca- 
son—the difference, perhaps, between a pennant 
and second or third place.” 

Hemus, never a great ball player measured by 
the usual yardsticks —fleetness of foot, strong arm, 
power at the plate — nevertheless gained the respect 
of fans and fellow players by his aggressive, alert 
play. He was an artist and an actor at the plate. He 
would crowd the plate and court being hit by a close 
pitch. He could pretend that he was hit with such skill 
that umpires were deceived and pitchers enraged. 
And always he was striving to play better, smarter 
baseball. . 

"No, I'm not going to fashion myself as a manager 
after anybody,” was his reply to a question. “I’m 
going to try to put everything together that I learned 
from all those managers and just be Hemus.” 

Solly, who learned early that it pays to be alert, 
has learned, too, that tact and diplomacy can pay 
off. Instead of feeling sorry for himself or flying 
into a rage when he was traded away from his first 
baseball love, the Cardinals, he sat down and wrote 
a letter to Gussie Busch, owner of the ball club. He 
told how happy his 10 years with the Red Birds had 
been and ventured the hope that some day he’d like 
to come back to the organization. Perhaps someday, 
even, the Cardinals might need a manager. 

Last fall Gussie Busch decided the Cardinals 
needed a new manager. Solly, the letter writer, got 
the job. He signed a one-year contract for $35,000.

HE LURE OF THE FRONTIER has long run strong in 
the minds of Americans. The frontier meant new 
land, a new start in life and freedom from the past. 

But gradually the good land of the continental United 
States filled up, and the frontier disappeared. 

Now, however, there is increasing awareness of a 
new frontier to the north—the State of Alaska. And the 
old frontier lure lives again. Among those caught in its 
spell are 38 men, women and children from Detroit who, 
with their belongings, headed west, wagon style, in a 
motorized caravan. Their move began with the spark 
of an idea in an after-dinner conversation last summer 
and was fanned by further talk and planning during the 
fall and winter. They were tired of city life, its dirt, 
noise and hustle. They were tired of their jobs or, in a 
few cases, of having no jobs. 

Their goal, 4300 miles away, is the Kenai Peninsula 
on Alaska's southern coast, where they intend to farm 
160 - acre grants of virgin land under the old Homestead 
law, which is still on the books. Many have little knowl- 
edge of farming and are short of money and equipment, 
but they do have a great deal of determination to carve 
out a new life on their own terms in a new land.

The Mississippi from Hannibal to Cairo— Work Has Been Going on More Than 120 Years 
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At district headquarters in the Boatmen‘s Bank Building annex at 420 Locust 
street, Colonel Schweizer measures distance between St. Louis and a pro- 
posed dam and reservoir on the Big River at Cedar Hill.

OLONEL CHARLES B. SCHWEIZER, head of the Army Corps of 

Engineers’ St. Louis district, carries out functions first performed 

here by a lieutenant named Robert E. Lee more than 120 years ago. 
The functions are to maintain navigation and to undertake other projects 
on the Mississippi River and its tributaries, as ordered by Congress. 

The lieutenant, who later commanded the Confederate army in the 
Civil War, was sent to St. Louis in 1837 to see what could be done to 
keep the Mississippi from wandering away from the city’s front door. 
The river was beginning to show a preference for a cut east of “Bloody 
Island” on the Illinois side. Lieutenant Lee suggested construction that 
made the western channel more attractive to the big stream, and today 
“Bloody Island,” so named because of its periodic use as a site for duels, 
exists only in history. The former island is now firmly attached to IIli- 
nois, and among other things provides a footing for a pier of Eads Bridge. 


Colonel Schweizer's domain embraces a 26,000 - square - mile area 
(bigger than West Virginia) of Missouri and Illinois. At its heart is a 
300- mile stretch of the Mississippi, from Hannibal south to Cairo. Be- 
sides maintaining navigation, the district's other principal job is flood 
control. In carrying out these duties, Colonel Schweizer and the dis- 
trict’s 800 civilian employes plan, build and operate dams and dikes, 
locks and levees. The district impounds water, releases it, dredges 
navigation channels, determines the advisability of new projects. 

Much of the planning and construction is performed by private con- 
tractors, and the magnitude of the work is indicated by fact that con- 
struction is now in progress on projects that will cost $289,000,000 to 
complete over the next 10 or more years. These undertakings, like all 
the Engineers’ work of a non-military nature, were authorized by Con- 
gress in response to requests from individuals and organizations in the 
affected areas. Appropriations come in the annual rivers and harbors 
legislation. (In wartime, the district concentrates on military rather than 
civil projects, and during World War II was responsible for $300,000,000 
worth of construction.) 


Colonel Schweizer, a quick-stepping man who began a three- 
year tour of duty here in September 1957, considers his primary task 
seeing that "the citizens get 100 cents in value for every tax dollar we 
naar I don’t want anyone ever to say of us, ‘Look at that bunch of 
a “ Ranking a close second to this aim is his desire to tell 
the public how its money is being used. 

In pursuing these objectives, Colonel Schweizer moves about the 
district at a pace that has earned him the nickname “Chopper Charlie.” 
Chopper is a military slang term for helicopter, a conveyance the colonel 
uses for about half the 20,000 miles he travels annually to inspect proj- 
ects and to make public appearances — at the rate of about 150 a year. 
Colonel Schweizer is sure he would know far less about what is going 
on in his district if the helicopter had never been invented, and he is 
equally certain the people would know less, too. 


The hotrs he puts in are long—55 to 60 hours a week is average— 
but he does not mind them. “I enjoy my work thoroughly,” the colonel 
says, “and find it no chore.” Two facts help explain this. The assign- 
ment has brought him home — home to a familiar field. He spent his 
childhood and early youth in Kirkwood, and his father was a civilian 
engineer for the Corps of Engineers here and at Vicksburg, Mississippi, 
for nearly 50 years. 

Although the basic functions of the Army Engineers in St. Louis 
have changed little since Lieutenant Lee came here in 1837, the nature 
of the work has varied. Whereas Lee's job was to keep the Mississippi 
from leaving the levee, the biggest project now in progress is a 
$133,000,000 program to protect St. Louis from floods. Such are the 
changing came that Old Man River presents the Corps of Engineers.

LISTENING GELATIN molded in the shape of eggs makes 
an attractive Eastertimie salad when nested in a bowl 
of cottage cheese and assorted greens. Mrs. Joseph 

Wagner of North St. Louis uses actual egg shells for the mold- 
ing. She puts bits of canned fruit salad and shredded coco 
nut into empty oad shells before adding liquid gelatin of as- 
sorted colors. With this salad she serves a dressing of sour 
cream and mayonnaise conibined, and provides tinted coco- 
nut to be ed on as desired. 

Mrs. Wagner first prepares four different colored fruit 
flavored gelatins, using about one-third cup less water for 
each than called for in recipe. Shells of eggs are pierced at 
one end with a sharp nutpick and the hole is enlarged to about 
size of a dime. Shells are then shaken vigorously until empty. 
After being washed thoroughly, the shells are returned to the 
carton to be filled with fruit, coconut and gelatin before 
paca = ge: in refrigerator to chill. 

: latin eggs may be made well in advance of serving. 
To remove the shells, edges are picked away carefully until 
half of gelatin egg is exposed, then, without extra handling, 
dropped out of shell into position desired on bed of salad 
greens and creamy cottage cheese.

month an uneasy mass 

of earth, rock and ice 
has been ominously poised 
on Mount Nadelhorn, 4000 
feet above the little Swiss 
village of Herbriggen.

OT LONG AGO I walked down a side street on the

Tax men want to be loved, but if they browbeat you, remember... 


NO TAX COMPLAINT GOE

WASHINGTON, D.C. 

HEN COMEDIAN Charlie Chaplin quit the 
United States,;thumbing his nose at the coun- 
try that had given him fame and fortune, he left be- 
hind a bad joke: $700,000 in unpaid taxes. After a 
long legal hassle, Uncle Sam settled for $425,000. 
Yet at the same time Uncle Sam was relentlessly 
pursuing a host of small tax debtors, poor but loyal 
Americans, many of whom were in debt for reasons 
beyond their control. He was garnisheeing their 
wages, seizing their property, confiscating their bank 
accounts, depriving them of their jobs, driving them 
out of business—in short, stripping them of every- 
thing they possessed except the clothes on their backs. 
Why were the tax enforcers so lenient with Chap- 
lin? “The more taxes you owe, the better deal you can 
get,” is a common lament. Is it true that the big de- 
faulters get a better break than the small ones? With 
settling day coming around again April 15, what re- 
course has the hard-pressed taxpayer who finds him- 
‘self in debt because of a trivial,unintentional error in 
an old return, the failure of an employer to withhold 
the correct tax or a personal tragedy that cleans him 
out of the money he had set aside for Uncle Sam? 


Taxpayer Complaints 


The files at Internal Revenue headquarters here are 
stuffed with complaints from taxpayers who say they 
have been hounded, bullied and browbeaten by col- 
lectors. Many a widow’s last mite, they charge, has 
been snatched from her. Men have been stripped of 
their livelihood and, along with it, their only means 
of paying the Government. 

PARADE has just completed a searching investiga- 
tion in the rights and wrongs of tax delinquency. It 
has questioned taxpayers who have sweated through 
back payments, accountants and attorneys who special- 
ize in tax cases, revenue agents who have talked con- 
fidentially about their work. The sum total of this 
probe can be stated briefly. 

Uncle Sam’s aim is to be firm but fair with all tax- 
payers. Rich and poor are equal in the sharp eyes of 
Internal Revenue, which tries to administer the tax 
laws without regard for social standing or political 
pull. Yet policy and practice don’t always coincide. 
The rich man has recourse to lawyers and experts, 
assistants whose stock in trade is their ability to find 
loopholes or to drag a case through the courts. 

Technically the poor man is entitled to the same 
prerogatives as the rich. As a practical matter, though, 
he generally is left to his own devices, and he is both 
uninformed and fearful about what the tax men will 
do. Even when he does realize that something can be 
done, he can hardly afford the expert assistance 
needed to put his best tax foot forward. Tax lawyers 
are among the highest paid in the trade, a tribute to 
the generous savings they often bring to their clients, 


and the poor man can rarely afford their services. 

Since Uncle Sam loses almost half the cases that 
are tried, he will settle for what the court would likely 
award. This saves legal costs, which whittle away the 
money he is trying to collect. In the Chaplin case, the 
irascible Charlie stashed away most of his funds out 
of Uncle Sam’s reach in those Swiss banks that have 
become a haven for the world’s runaway money. In- 
ternal Revenue squeezed every dime out of Chaplin its 
collectors figured they could get. 

Too often the tax lawyers are able to find enough 
legal tape to truss up the Treasury until it can no 
longer move. Both the loopholes and cinches in the 
law were put there by Congress. “My job is to collect 
the Federal taxes levied by Congress, not to change 
them,” Internal Revenue Commissioner Dana Latham 
explained to PARADE. His contention: the rich may 
have the advantage of expert advice, but they get no 
special privileges. “We seize mink coats and yachts, 
too, you know,” added an aide. 

To thousands of small taxpayers struggling against 
arrears, this may seem cold comfort. For many a big 
defaulter has béen able to slip off the hook through tax- 
law loopholes. Consider these examples taken at ran- 
dom from the settlement files: A New York City 
printer settled a $211,552 tax bill for $7,500; a Gut- 
tenberg, N.J., button manufacturer satisfied a $1,791.- 
378 claim for $130,000; a Flushing, N.Y., belt maker 
owed $127,879, got off for $11,000; an Indianapolis 
beer distributor paid $262,094 of a $1,242,013 tax debt. 

Against such leniency is set the harshness that many 
small taxpayers have encountered. Revenue agents, 
forbidden by law to discuss individual cases, could 
not give their version of these incidents. But here are 


the facts as accurately as PARADE could check them: 

e A man, so hopelessly paralyzed that rehabilita- 
tion officials refused to give him vocational training, 
studied watchmaking on his own, devised a work- 
bench with a sliding chair, set up his own small shop 
here. He eked out a bare living for his wife, small son 
and himself. Sometimes he had trouble meeting his 
bills, including Uncle Sam’s annual bite of his tiny 
income. He arranged a $200 bank loan to cover his 
1956 tax but couldn’t raise enough to pay $68 still 
owed from the previous year. Revenue men tried to 
attach his bank account until they found it contained 
only $20. When they threatened to take away his car, 
the cripple pleaded that his wife could not get him to 
work without it. His family would become a total 
charge on the community, he said, if he were put out 
of business. No one knows what might have happened 
if a friend hadn't overheard the conversation and writ- 
ten out a check for the $68 tax bill: 


Liens on the Land 


e A Gonzales, Calif., vegetable grower mortgaged 
his home to the hilt and borrowed on his life insur- 
ance to pay off back taxes. When the Government 
slapped liens on his land, he went to tax court. The 
examiner didn’t take long to arrive at the obvious: the 
man could hardly pay Uncle Sam if Uncle Sam 
wouldn’t let him grow vegetables. The court ordered 
the liens lifted. 

e A freelance writer here complains he has been 
hounded to despair for $571 back taxes. He says the 
agents have called on him dozens of times, questioned 
business and personal friends about his finances, told 
neighbors he was evading taxes and asked his mailman 
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to report any envelopes that might contain checks. The 

writer pleaded that his fixed expenses, including the 

care of an invalid mother, exceeded his income. “What 

do you want me to do,” he asked, “move into a tent?” 

He quotes the agents as replying: “We don’t give a 
what you do, just so you pay the bill.” 

e A Huntington, W. Va., businessman, plagued 
by alimony troubles, was forced into involuntary bank- 
ruptcy by Government liens on his drugstore. His 
brother borrowed $3,000 so the man could meet a 
tax pavment. Reported a tax court examiner later: 
“The creditors seized all his assets. He lives alone in 


a small apartment . . . His only assets are a few pieces 
of furniture ... His net worth is almost nil... He 
cannot get any credit .. . The taxpayer appears to be 


a good businessman and if the liens were lifted so as 
to obtain credit, he could again go into business and 
earn a better income.” 

@ Only last month the Tennessee House of Repre- 
sentatives urged the Revenue Service to “go easy” in 
prosecuting World War I hero Sgt. Alvin York. York, 
now 72, who is charged with failure to pay $85,442 
on revenue froma movie of his life, has been vir- 
tually bedridden for years at his farm. 

Thousands .of luckless businessmen have been 
forced by Uncle Sam to put up their shutters. Internal 
Revenue says it keeps no record of the total number. 
That it is considerable can be-verified in court records. 

In Montgomery County, Md., alone (where 
PARADE’s reporter lives), for example, Uncle Sam 
slapped 1,196 liens on businessmen in 1957. A tax- 
payer has 30 days to bail his property out of Federal 
hock. Only 287 Montgomery County merchants were 
able to meet the deadline. Of the remaining cases, 


901 were put out of business and 18 were held over 
until the next year. To 107 of these unfortunates, 
Uncle Sam was no Santa Claus. They were closed in 
December, just before Christmas. 

Chairman Wilbur Mills (D., Ark.) of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, which writes the na- 
tion’s tax laws, appointed a panel of 22 prominent 
tax attorneys and accountants to investigate how the 
laws were being administered. The group found many 
acts of “overzealousness” that had infringed “the vital 
rights and dignities” of individuals. It was not suff- 
cient answer to say these acts were outside official 
policy. They had occurred. 

Agents had been known to bring fraud charges 
against a taxpayer simply to lengthen the time to in- 
vestigate his returns. The statute of limitations runs 
out in three years on delinquent taxes but extends in- 
definitely for fraud. The panel declared: “We are 
aware of situations in which agents have made reckless 
and inexpert overstatements of a taxpayer's liability 
in order to justify fraud charges and prevent the run- 
ning of the statute of limitations.” 

Another practice, found in some local offices, was the 
“quota system” to stimulate collections. Agents were 
threatened with dismissal if they didn’t close enough 
cases. This, of course, is strictly against official policy. 
Yet collectors are competitive, tending to judge one 
another by the amount of money they bring in. 


A Tough Collector 


Most states won't permit a creditor to garnishee 
more than 10 per cent of a person’s wage. Uncle Sam 
isn’t bound by such legal niceties; a tough collector 
sometimes demands whole pay checks. The favorite 
target is the taxpayer's car. 

A tax debtor can be put through a third degree that 
requires him to bare his finances down to the last dime 
in the family sugar bowl. He can be asked such un- 
nerving questions as: “What would your assets bring 
at a forced sale?” and “Do you carry life insurance?” 

Revenue agents naturally defend themselves against 
charges of wholesale callousness. They answer that, 
since Biblical times, the tax collector has always been 
the most disliked of officials. It is their duty, they 
point out, to rake in money on which national security 
and domestic services depend. Every defaulting dollar 
means a dollar that some other citizen must pay. With 
an accusing finger, they stress that at the end of the 
1958 fiseal year 1,505,000 Americans owed the Gov- 
ernment the staggering sum of $1,466,000,000 in back 
taxes—more than enough to run both the State and 
Interior Departments for a full year. 

They cite the strict code laid down for their deal- 
ings with the public. “Every taxpayer is entitled to 
careful and courteous attention,” collectors are in- 
structed by Revenue Service officials. “Employes 
should remember that their duty requires them to pay 
the same heed to the taxpayer's interest as to the Gov- 
ernment’s.” Another Revenue spokesman said: “We're 
not insensitive to human problems. We'll take into

Will your return be checked? 


if you work for wages, your chances are about 
one in 20 of having your income audited. If you 
are your own boss, you will get closer attention. 
The higher your income, the closer Uncle Sam will 
check it. If you earn more than $25,000, resign 
yourself to an annual check. 

What happens if a mistake is found and you arc 
in debt to the Government? All experts agree that 
the overwhelming weight of the law is on Uncle 
Sam’s side. His agents have the power to scize every 
cent you owe 10 days after you get your back tax 
bill—even if it should mean stripping you of your 
bank account, life insurance, home and car. 

But the law also states that “no taxpayer shall be 
subjected to unnecessary examination or investiga- 
tion.” Only one inspection of your books is per- 
mitted each taxable year unless the spot check 
produces grounds for investigation. 


if your return is tagged, an agent will arrange 
an interview. You may have an attorney or account- 
ant present (whose fee you can deduct from next 
year’s taxes). You must produce whatever pertinent 
information the agent requests. But never leave your 
papers so he can pore over them in your absence. 

You have the right to disagree with the agent's 
findings. If you do so, he will report to his district 
director, who will ask you to discuss the points at 
issue with a supervisor. Most scttlements are 
reached at this informal conference though you are 
under no legal obligation to attend. But let's assume 
you and the Government are still at odds. You will 
get a 30-day notice to pay and a copy of the report 
on your case. You now have four choices: 

1) Pay up and forget the whole thing. 2) Pay up, 
but claim a refund. This will probably be denied, 
thus opening the way for you to suc the Government 
in district court. 3) File a formal protest with the 
district tax office within the 30 days, asking that 
your case be transferred to the appellate division. 
4) Stand pat, let the 30 days expire and wait for a 
tax deficiency notice. Its arrival automatically gives 
you the right to petition the tax court for trial. 

The appellate division will offer you another in- 
formal hearing to settle the case. If you go to court, 
this avenue is closed forever. But if you choose a 
legal battle, most lawyers feel that you will have a 
better chance in district court than in tax court. 


if you are bullied or badgered by a collector, 
don’t hesitate to complain to the district director. 
“We let no complaint go unchecked,” a Revenuc 
spokesman declared. If your charge is a serious one, 
it must be turned over to the Inspection Scrvicc, 
which will conduct a probe free of pressure. 


if the browbeating continues and your complaint 
is ignored, write to your Congressman. This will 
speed action but won't reverse the result if your 
charges are unfounded.

account hardship cases, if not always the con- 
venience of the taxpayers, in collecting back 
taxes.” 

As evidence of this humanity, one col- 
lector recently called on a delinquent payer 
and found him out of work and his seven 
children hungry. The agent dipped into his 
own scantily lined pocket to buy food for the 
family. Another agent stopped at a laundry 
to ask a $32-a-week laundress about her back 
taxes. He was so. touched by her weeping 
that he found her a job at another laundry 
for $67 a week—and collected the taxes out 
of her increased pay packet. 

Internal Revenue would like its collectors 
to be loved. To this end, it tries eagerly to 
make more friendly contact with the public. 
Originally called Internal Revenue Bureau, 
it dropped the “Bureau” for “Service” be- 
cause the agency chiefs felt the former word 
had too harsh a ring—too much like the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation. They wanted to 
emphasize that their job was to help the tax- 
payer, not merely to pluck him. 

With the name change came increased ef.- 
forts to simplify tax forms and to help the 
public understand and prepare their returns. 
Employes were impressed with the import- 
ance of being fair, courteous and prompt in 
dealing with tax problems. “I intend to bend 
every effort to make the taxpayers’ participa- 
tion as easy as possible,” Commissioner 
Latham assured parape. “This includes his 


time-honored right of protest. There will be | 


no closed doors facing the taxpayer if he feels 
he has been treated unjustly.” 


Wanted: College Men 


The 6,000 collectors were redesignated 
“revenue officers” to get away from the old 
stigma of their calling. The word “warrant” 
was eliminated from final tax notices because 
it seemed unduly frightening. A special com- 
mittee also was set up to examine all form 
letters to make sure they contained no implied 
threats or disagreeable language. 

Wherever possible, college graduates are 
sought for the unpopular collecting job in the 
belief they will exercise more tact. The pay 
scale ($3,600 to $7,500 for collectors; 
$7,500 to $12,600 for supervisors ) isn’t lav- 
ish. For this they must be expert in the maze 
of tax laws, the defenders of Uncle Sam’s 
ineome. Everything is being done to indoc- 
trinate them with the ideas of a “blue rib- 
bon” service, operating the finest, fairest, 
most effective tax machine in the world. 

But, as in any large organization, petty ty- 
rants do exist. Even an occasional misfit

turns up. A Washington attorney was given 
such a rough time over his taxes that he 
started checking on the agent’s own back- 
ground. The revenue man turned out to have 
escaped from Baltimore’s Shepherd Pratt in- 
sane asylum. He gave the appearance of para- 
hoia, with delusions of grandeur and persecu- 
tion. The attorney whose returns were under 
scrutiny felt that the persecution was the 
other way round. 

Of course, this was a unique case. The 
great majority of Internal Revenue employes 
are decent, hard-working people doing their 
best in a difficult, unpopular job to serve both 
the Government and the public. They keep 
up a never-ending battle against the income- 
tax rogues, big and small, whose ingenuity is 
limitless and whose defalcations rob the hon- 
est citizen. 

After all its research, PARADE must state 
that the men and women of Internal Revenue 
sincerely believe in the word “Service,” which 
completes the title of their vital agency. Yet 
hardships and inequalities, perhaps inevita- 
ble when a great bureaucratic machine begins 
to grind, do exist. Many honest but harassed 
taxpayers on occasion have been forced to see 
the other face of Uncle Sam when he scowls 
and becomes Uncle Shylock. ®

_ Rainier—prince of a father 


Grace Kelly’s husband talks intimately of their two children

The infant in the crib clutched his toy 
tightly, refusing to hand it over despite 
the repeated demands of his older sister. 
So the little girl did what any 2-year-old 
might be driven to under similar frustrat- 
ing circumstances. 

She belted him. 

The little boy instantly set up a yowl 
that brought his parents on the run. 
Mother and dad comforted the baby, then 
let sister know they take a dim view of 
such behavior. 

In a few moments peace was restored, 
and he who got slapped—-His Highness, 
Prince Albert Alexandre Louis Pierre, 
Marquis des Baux, heir to the ancient 
throne of Monaco—was all gurgles once 
again. His sister, the golden Princess Caro- 
line, played happily across the room. And 
the parents, Prince Rainier III and Prin- 
cess Grace, had successfully weathered 
another family incident. 

Royal parents face the same minor day- 
by-day explosions as anyone else while 
raising children, and this instance of sib- 
ling rivalry is just one case in point. The 
delightful little story was related to me 
by Prince Rainier himself during an ex- 
clusive interview, in which he explained 
his views about children and revealed in- 
timate glimpses of family life behind the 
pink walls of his 200-room royal palace. 
He explained other warmly human things: 

That princes, too, can have those heart- 
stopping moments when someone rushes 
in with the cry: “The child has been 
hurt!” 

That royal children can toss temper 


tantrums, and royal parents must figure 
their own ways of handling such crises. 

That sovereigns also remember with 
photographic clarity the dramatic second 
when a child walked unaided for the very 
first time. 

Like most fathers, the Prince is per- 
fectly willing to talk endlessly about his 
children. It seems there is lots to tell . . . 

Blond Princess Caroline turned 2 at 
the end of January and fuzzy-haired 
Prince Albert was a year old on March 14. 
And their dad noted that they already had 
different temperaments and personalities. 

“Caroline is always alert and bubbling,” 
the Prince said. “She’s constantly on the 
go. In fact, she already is quite an out- 
rageous flirt, thoroughly feminine in her 
ways. She is learning to speak in two lan- 
guages at the same time, picking up 
phrases in French as well as English. She 
started with ‘how do you do’ and ‘au 
revoir’ and then there is ‘bye-bye.’ We 
haven't figured out if that’s English or 
French but no matter. It loses nothing in 
the translation. 


Sibling Rivalry 


“Caroline is altogether different from 
the boy. She’s bouncy and sparkling while 
he’s the philosophical type. He will sit for 
a long time and regard you gravely. We're 
certain he'll grow up to have a tranquil 
disposition and a quiet character.” 

About that sibling rivalry: 

“The little irl loves her baby brother,” 
Prince Rainier explained. “She hovers 
over him a good deal, kisses him, plays 
with him and makes him laugh. Very often 
she’ll stop what she’s doing and walk over 


to his crib just to pat him. But Princess 
Grace and I have noticed that every now 
and then those little love pats can become 
slaps if we aren’t watchful. 

“Of course, it’s perfectly normal jeal- 
ousy and Caroline is so transparent about 
it. If | make a fuss over the baby, Caroline 
takes my hand firmly and leads me over to 
the other side of the room and earnestly 
starts to show me her new teddy bear. 
When I bring toys to them, there’s always 
one for each. But every now and then, 
Caroline marches over and tries to appro- 
priate Albert’s, even if it’s a teething ring.” 

The Prince was confident that this state 
of affairs was not a permanent one. He 
estimated that within a year at most the 
heir presumptive would be big enough to 
put up a spirited battle in defense of his 
property rights and Caroline’s forays 
would thereupon cease. 


Life in a Palace 


The Prince and Princess spend as much 
time with their children as they can. 
Rainier heartily disapproves of the upper- 
class European practice that relegates tod- 
diers to an upstairs nursery fer most of the 
time in the care of a “nanny.” He said: 

“Until the ages of 4 or 5, the children are 
virtually invisible. They have their meals 
with nanny, play outside with her, do 
everything with her, not with their par- 
ents. They're not heard, but neither are 
they seen. Children and parents become 
virtual strangers.” 

The Monaco royal family lives about 
eight months of the year in a private 
apartment within the palace. Added to 
the apartment they occupy are several

rooms that comprise the children’s nursery. 

The nursery suite is on the first floor of 
the palace, facing west and looking over 
the magnificent gardens. The main nur- 
sery room is an immense-chamber, about 
20 by 40 feet, high ceilinged, light, won- 
derfully airy. It’s all done in primrose- 
yellow and white, with white wicker fur- 
niture and sliding glass doors that open to 
a terrace. From there, the family can 
descend a flight of steps into the garden. 

Each child has a nurse—Albert’s is a 
Swiss woman, Caroline’s is British. At- 
tached to the main chamber are a nurse’s 
room, kitchenette and a large dressing 
room lined with closets and drawers for 
the children’s things. 

Princess Caroline is constantly putter- 
ing about with her collection of dolls and 
stuffed animals, and she is especially fond 
of flowers. She picks these herself from 
the palace gardens, and she’s rarely with- 
out a bloom of some kind in her tiny hand. 

Another big favorite with the Princess 
is her pony cart, which is kept at a villa 
Prince Rainier built in France, about 30 
minutes by car from Monaco. Caroline 
loves to be taken on rides along the near- 
by paths. 

Both the little prinee and princess sleep 
in the large nursery chamber, which can 
be divided into separate rooms by sliding 
screens. Prince Rainier plays with the 
children in the morning after breakfast, 
then joins them in the garden following 
their afternoon naps. He’s with them once 
again in the evening, before their bedtime. 


A Busy Schedule 


Princess Grace is nearly always with 
them, though she has her own busy sched- 
ule, which includes attendance at many 
official events, supervising and planning 
frequent palace functions such as dinners 
of state and answering voluminous cor- 
respondence. As mistress of the huge royal 
residence, she must see that it operates 
smoothly and economically. 

Rainier and Grace agree on all major 
pioblems of child-raising, especially on 
the grave question of safeguarding their 
youngsters from the abnormal stresses 
that their public positions can create, yet 
imbuing them with their responsibilities. 

“We both have one deeply rooted wish 
for our children,” His Highness explained. 
“We pray that they might become fine, 
decent human beirigs, able to serve their 
fellow men. To this end, we want them to 
develop in as normal an atmosphere as 
possible. All our plans for them are cen- 
tered toward this goal. 

“On the question of schooling, perhaps 
the boy will attend an excellent prepara- 
tory school in Switzerland, where he will 
be in contact with other lads his age. But 
since he’s barely a year old, there's still 
time to make that decision.” 

That Prince Rainier is an adept man 
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kids seem like those of children everywhere 


around infants and toddlers is evidenced 
by the following: 

Item: He has helped diaper both Caro- 
line and Albert. 

Item: He has, on occasion, given both 
children their bottles and burped them. 
(“Caroline has a good appetite, but that 
boy! He eats like a vacuum cleaner!’”) 

Item: He has firmly and capably 
handled those rare occasions when Prin- 
cess Caroline gives her parents a rough 
time by throwing a temper tantrum. (“It 
became quite plain that the more attention 
she got, the more she was likely to carry 
on. So we ignore them. It’s remarkable 
how well this works.” ) 


A Cry of Pain 


How about those frightening moments 
that occur in all families, the ones that 
make a parent's heart skip beats? This 
happened not long ago in Monaco: 

Princess Caroline was walking in the 
grounds of their villa north of Monaco, 
her left hand held by a nursemaid. Sud- 
denly she stumbled and pitched forward. 
To keep the little girl from striking the 
ground, the maid pulled her upright by 
the hand she was grasping. In her anxiety 
to prevent a bad fall, the woman appar- 
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ently yanked too hard. Caroline cried out 
in pain and clutched her shoulder. Her 
right arm dangled at her side. 

“It was a terrifying moment,” the Prince 
recalled. “Caroline was howling, Princess 
Grace was alarmed, the maid was hysteri- 
cal. We were all afraid the arm was 
broken. Certainly it wasn’t the maid’s fault 
—she had only tried to protect the child. 

“I picked up Caroline, put her in a car 
with Princess Grace, got behind the wheel 
myself and rushed down to the office of an 
X-ray specialist in Monaco a short distance 
away. 

“We all gathered around, wondering 
and worrying, as the wise doctor sat Caro- 
line down and produced several brightly 
colored picture books. The little girl stared 
at them—then stretched out both arms 
and took the books! Her tears vanished 
and she was soon engrossed in the pictures. 

“It proved there was nothing wrong— 
a pulled muscle at worst. Everyone 
breathed easier, and then the father col- 
lapsed!” 

But if there were scary moments, there 
were shining ones, too—that first walking 
step, for example. It can give even royalty 
an unforgettable memory. Prince Rainier 
recalled the day: 
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Back to the castle they know as home go the children after stroll along Monte Carlo roads. 


“Caroline was 11 months old and it was 
Christmas time. For many weeks she had 
been able to pull herself upright and get 
around by holding onto things. On this 
day, 1 held her—and suddenly she took 
off by herself. 

“She walked, very wobbly but all by 
herself, to her mother across the room. It 
seemed like ages but she finally made it. 

“It was a moving experience. There was 
anxiety, pride and a little sadness, too, be- 
cause Grace and I realized right then that 
she was growing out of the baby stage. 

“Incidentally, she walked for only a 
day or two. She’s been running ever since!” 

The Prince, like many fathers, has 
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dipped into the child-care books but relies 
mainly on his own parental instincts. “Cer- 
tainly guides can be extremely useful in 
giving parents a deeper understanding of 
child behavior in general,” he said, “but 


* total reliance on them is another matter. 


Too many parents these days seem to mis- 
trust their natural feelings and are allow- 
ing the books to do their thinking and 
feeling for them.” 

It was time to go. As I got up, the Prince 
explained that he was eager to get back to 
Caroline and Albert. And every father who 
has ever gone off with his wife will know 
what he meant. 

He missed the kids. *

She is beautiful, so beautiful she could 
be a movie starlet. She is intelligent, 
so intelligent she had her choice of 
three different college scholarships. She 
is a talented swimmer, so talentegl she 
shares the Olympic backstroke. record 
and has won 12 U.S. backstroke titles. 

She is 18-year-old Carin Cone (see 
cover ), a blue-eyed blonde from Ridge- 
wood, N.J., now a freshman at the Uni- 
versity of Houston here. On the dean’s 
honor list, Carin logs 40 hours of study 
a week to stay on it. Yet she puts in an- 
other 25 hours a week, rising at 6 a.m., 
at swimming. Each day she ticks off 
two to three miles, preparing now to 
defend her backstroke title early next 
month at the AAU National Indoor 
Championships in West Palm Beach, 
Fla. 

Being beautiful and seagoing at the 
same time are valuable assets for any 


_girl—as Esther Williams has proven in 


a dozen movie successes. Thus it is not 
surprising that 20th Century-Fox in 
1956 offered Carin a screen test. 


No Time for Hollywood 


Carin was then on her way home 
from Australia after finishing second 
in the Olympic backstroke. (she lost by 
a fingernail, finishing with the same 
clocking, to the split-second, as the 
winner). With welcome-home affairs 
scheduled in New Jersey, she had to 
skip the screen test. 

But while studying to be a teacher 
—and taking dead aim at an Olympic 
title in 1960—Carin isn’t turning up 


_ her nose at Hollywood. “I would like to

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act in the movies,” she says. “I guess 
every girl dreams of it.” 

But seconds later—and speaking 
now is a girl who excels at many things 
—she adds: “If I found I couldn't act, 
I'd quit. I wouldn’t try anything I'd be 
hopeless at.” 

So far there is virtually nothing at 
which she has been “hopeless.” She 
learned to swim at 5. “She caught on so 
fast it amazed us,” recalls her mother, 
Ruth, a school teacher. At 9 her parents 
enrolled Carin in New York’s Women’s 
Swimming Association. “The first time 
I saw her take a backstroke,” says Mrs. 
Marie Giardine, association coach, “I 


_knew she would be a champion.” 


Carin was quick to prove Mrs. 
Giardine right, winning her first na- 
tional titke —a junior one — at 13. 
Since then she has picked up a dozen 
U.S. senior titles (Esther Williams had 
only one ). 

Like Esther—an intelligent and per- 
sonable businesswoman as well as an 
athlete—Carin has made as big a splash 
out of water as in. Items: 

e High-school tests showed she was 
in the 99th percentile, meaning she has 
an intelligence higher than 99 per cent 
of all students her age. Though she 
missed a third of her senior year be- 
cause of the Olympics, she was gradu- 
ated with honors. 

e An imaginative cook, she out- 
baked several hundred girls in her high 
school to be named the school’s 1958 
Betty Crocker Homemaker of the Year. 

e A slick hand with a needle, she 
makes many of her own clothes, doing 
so well she once appeared on Ed Sulli- 
van’s TV show in a white madras cock- 
tail dress she had made for herself. 

e A popular girl, she was voted a

Student Council Award in her senior 
year by all the students and faculty at 
Ridgewood High—1 of only 10 in her 
class to get the award. 

e An independent type, she has 
been thousands of miles from home 
much of the past two years—and loved 
it. “Of course, when I'm frantically 
trying to press a dress for a date,” she 
Says, grinning, “I really miss mother.” 

e Though she drives herself hard, 
she feels no compulsion to be the best 
at everything. “I like to compete all-out 
in swimming,” she says. “But that’s 
enough competition for me. I do every- 
thing else just for fun.” 

Such an .array of qualities could 
make some 18-year-olds sickening. 
“There's nothing cocky or swell-headed 
about Carin,” says Mrs. Giardine, “be- 
cause she knows how hard she has had 
to work to accomplish what she has 
done.” 


Boys in Her Life 


Her busy schedule doesn’t keep 
Carin from dates each Friday and Sat- 
urday night. She is secretive . about 
whom she is currently dating, confess- 
ing she has two “steadies.” But then 
she bursts into giggles (despite her 
achievements, Carin can blush and act 
as puppylike as any normal freshman ) 
to add: “Actually there is only one 
steady—but the other doesn’t know it 
yet.” 

Carin herself is very much uncertain 
on one point—where she goes from 
college. “I am learning to teach,” she 
says, now the serious honor student. 
“I know I'll have that. But if anything 
comes out of my swimming—like a 
career in Hollywood—well, that would 
be the icing on the cake.” a

A NOTED MINISTER LISTS 


Sermons to keep Bf 


by the REV. TRUMAN B. DOUGLASS iongregational Board of Home Missions 


A picturesque figure in the churches of the 
Pilgrims and Puritans was the Tithing Man. 
It was his responsibility to maintain order and 
decorum in the public worship of God. 
Armed with a long pole, knobbed at one end, 
he stood at the back of the meetinghouse and 
rapped smartly on the heads of those who 
were so rash as to fall asleep during the two- 
and-a-half-hour sermon. 

The Tithing Man and the long sermon 
have gone the way of the foot-warmer and the 
precentor who “lined out” the hymns. Yet 
today there is another kind of sleeping in 
church that might not be so obvious to the 
Tithing Man. 

Physically, the eyes of the worshipper are 
open, the head erect, the ears apparently 
cocked to catch every word from the pulpit. 

But the eyes of the soul droop heavily. 
Spiritually the worshipper—often the whole 
congregation— is fast asleep. 

Indeed, many preachers of our day rival 
the tranquilizers and sleeping pills in effec- 
tiveness. Week after week, they are able to 
guarantee their congregations 40 spiritual 
winks. Sunday after Sunday, by a careful 
choice of sleeping -pill sermons, they lull 
their congregations to slumber—unmoved, 
untouched, undisturbed by the preacher's 
words. 


Here’s How It’s Done 


How do these ministers manage to keep 
their congregations asleep? 

One of the most successful ways is precisely 
the 20-minute “snappy talk” that is supposed 
to encourage alertness. 

The ministers of an earlier day may have 
placed unreasonable demands on their hear- 
ers by their long-windedness. But they re- 
spected them enough to deal with the grand 
themes of human life and destiny: Why are 
we here? Where are we going? What is our 
duty? How is life different because there is 
a God? What is the meaning of death? 

Such themes cannot be treated in the 20- 
minute assortment of trivia that too often 
constitutes the modern sermon. The preach- 
ers of former times did not insult their con- 
gregations with trifling essays on “Religion 
Can Help You Relax,” “Getting Along With 
Your Mother-in-Law’ and “Will There Be 
Stereophonic Hi-Fi Sets in Heaven?” 

Another sleeping-pill sermon I call the 
Yehudi sermon. This is addressed to the little 
man who isn’t there. 

The Yehudi sermon may be a tirade against 
the sin of not attending church—directed to 
people who obviously are attending church. 
It may be a sermon by a country parson on the 
high living and loose morals of city folks— 
with no mention of the gossip, snooping and

cruelty toward nonconformists of rural sec- 
tions. It may be a treatise on corruption in or- 
ganized labor—delivered to a congregation 
consisting of executives, professional people 
and businessmen. 

Then there is the You-Ought-To-Be-Better- 
Than-You-Are sermon. If there is one piece 
of information that most of us can do without, 
this is it. Anyone who has engaged in a 
moment of self-appraisal knows that he can 
stand some improvement. 


The “Ought” and the “How” 


Recently, on an airplane, I heard a man 
behind me say to his companion: “My re- 
ligion is very simple. It is just being kind to 
my family, living by the Golden Rule and 
acting like a decent citizen.” The other man 
was thoughtful for a moment. Then he asked: 
“But what does your religion do for you 
when you know that you have not been kind 
to your family, have not lived by the Golden 
Rule, and know that instead of being a de- 
cent citizen you have been a 100 per cent, 
free-wheeling stinker?” 

That was a good question. Everyone knows 
that he “ought” to be better than he is. The 
person who listens to a sermon has a legiti- 
mate demand for help with the “how”—how 
to reconcile his own good with the good of the 
community, how to deal with persons whose 
idea of being “better” is different from his 
own. 
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From the viewpoint of religious faith, we owe 
something to life and to the common good because 
certain facts are true. Duty and obligation are not 
arbitrary rules but result from the way the universe 
and human life are fashioned and organized. A ser- 
mon that belabors the congregation with “ought”’-—— 
without helping them to understand the “is” and the 
“how”—is one of the most effective, and quick-acting, 
lullabies. 

A fourth common aid to sleep is the What-Wonder- 
ful-People-We-Are! sermon. Where this type of preach- 
ing is in fashion, the church becomes a mutual 
admiration society. 

Its members are portrayed to themselves as a “com- 
munion of saints” in the lily-white meaning of that 
term instead of as a fellowship of sinners in need of 
forgiveness. Its ceremonials are judged by correctness 
of form, by the precision with which the ushers take 
up the collection, by the effect of their service in es- 
tablishing a mood of cozy self-congratulation. 


Sermons America Needs to Hear 


Recently, a weekly magazine conducted a poll 
among churchgoers and published the results in an 
article entitled, The Sermons America Wants to Hear. 
But the wants of men and their need’ are not always 
identical. It is the business of the minister to know 
his people better than they know themselves. It is his 
business to see depths and dimensions in their lives 
that are vaster and more awesome than their own 
appraisal of themselves. 

The human being’s ultimate need is not for security. 
Only in recent years, imagining that “science” and 
“progress” can somehow eliminate the hazards of life, 
have we conjured up this illusory demand. Our fathers 
knew better. They, lived face to face with the infinite 
precariousness of existence, and with the imminent 
possibility of misfortune and suffering. Yet they did 
not reject life. 

But what man does need is meaning. He needs to 
know that the human adventure adds up to something: 
that it is a real drama, with a beginning and an end, 
and with greaf issues at stake. 

There is a message, of which the preacher is called 
to be the communicator and interpreter, that does not 
allow sleeping in church. 

It declares that there is a God, that He is the 
Creator, that He enters into the arena of man’s life 
and is a participant in its struggles, its sufferings and 
its triumphs. It is the assurance that the God who is 
the Beginning is also the End, that He has a purpose 
tor His people, that “our times are in His hand,” that 
this is still true in an age of hydrogen bombs, and that 
‘though the earth be removed and the mountains be 
carried into the midst of the sea. . . even from ever- 
lasting to everlasting” He is God. 

All around us congregations may be sleeping, 
rocked to spiritual slumber by the sermon of the tran- 
quilizer. But where this ancient message is spoken 
with clarity, freshness and cogency there is no sleep- 
ing. It brings the hearer awake, alive, sharply aware 
of the dignity, excitement, splendor and vast meaning 
of our life in a world where the ultimate fact is the 
power, faithfulness and love of God. a7

She's a Girl, Says Peggy Cass 


NEW YORK, March 21. 


118'M REALLY an actress, but this year all | do is talk,” says Peggy Cass. And talk 
she can, as any followers of Jack Paar's late night NBC-TV show can testify. She 


demonstrates regularly that she's one of 
the best ad-libbers in the television 
business. 

She got into television, says Miss 
Cass, to prove something. "If you saw 
me in the movie ‘Auntie Mame’ with 
Rosalind Russell,"’ she said in a recent 
interview, ‘you probably thought that | 
looked like a beast. When my husband 
came out of the theater after seeing it 
he kept giving me sideiong g'ances, as 
if he wondered what he'd been thinking 
about when he married me. So ! de- 
cided to get on televsion to prove to 
everybody that I'm a girl." 

She loves working with Paar—calls his 
progtam a real challenge. ‘He reveals 
you as what you really are,” she said. 
"Beneath that thin veneer of yours there 
may be nothing but another thin veneer. 
Jack can lay it bare. Once when he 
looked at me with those great brown 
eyes | was paralyzed. | was never so 
frightened in my life." 

ACTUALLY SHE never appears fright- 
ened, as she trades repartee with Paar 
in h's "Checkered Table Cloth” sketches. 


But, she insists, ‘I'm frightened every 
time | go on the air. 


"Before | go on | yell to them to 
bring me my bag. When they yell back 
that nobody's going to steal it, | say, 
"Bring it. | want the cleansing tissue 
out of it to wipe my sweaty little 
palms.’ "’ 

She never writes any material in ad- 
vance, and nothing is written for her. 
It's strictly ad-lib, the art of "That re- 
minds me of —" 

"If people are talking about ele- 
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phants,” she said, "you have to be pre- 
pared in elephants. You can't say that 
e'ephants remind you of Tahiti." 
While there's little on the Paar show 
that calls for dramatic ability, Mss 
Cass is first and last a dramatic actress 
and looks forward to continuing work in 
dramatic shows. Besides her role in 
“Auntie Mame" on B-oadway — she re- 
ceived an Antoinette Perry Award for 
her portrayal of a secretary—and then 
doing the movie version, she has ap- 


peared on such television network shows 
as "Alfred Hitchcock Presents’ and 


“"The Phil Silvers Show.” 


MISS CASS, a product of Boston, aot 
her first taste of the theater when she 
joined the Paulist Players there in re- 
ligious plays. After being aqraduated 
from Cambridge Latin School, her fami- 
ly persuaded her to take a secretarial 
course before trying for a_ theatrical 
career. But dramtics remained her goa! 
when she first came to New York and 
took a job as secretary in a publishing 
house, and she spent her lunch hours 
making the rounds of casting offices. 
Nothing came of it, so she returned jo 
Boston. 

By this time, her father, a publicity 
man, realized her stage ambitions and 
agreed to finance her next assault on 
Broadway. She trained for severa 
months at the Tamara Daykaharnova 
School for Acting, where she was tu- 
tored by Uta Hagen and Myra Ros- 
tova. Then she tried out for the U.S.O 
production of "The Doughgirls’’ and 
wound up in the role of a Russian sniper 
in a company that toured Australia. 

It wasn't much of a role, but the 
Australian trip wasn't a waste of time.
